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PREFACE. 


The  concluding  words  of  this  volume  were  hardly  written  when 
Europe  was  convulsed  by  the  opening  scenes  of  the  terrible  struggle 
now  raging  on  the  Continent,  and  for  this  reason,  no  doubt,  its 
contents  have  not  received  so  much  attention  as  usual  from  readers 
of  The  Genealogist.  The  ably  written  article  by  Sir  James  Ramsay 
of  Bamff,  on  early  Ramsay  pedigrees  has,  for  instance,  received 
less  notice  than  it  deserves  and  would  have  received  in  time  of 
peace,  but  when  the  all  absorbing  excitement  and  interest  of  the 
War  has  passed  away,  this  paper  will  be  found  to  have  added 
considerably  to  our  knowledge  of  a  distinguished  and  powerful 
Scottish  house.  Perhaps  its  most  salient  point  is  the  discovery 
from  an  original  charter  in  the  possession  of  the  Earl  of  Dalhousie, 
that  about  1367  Patrick  Ramsay  surrendered  Dalhousie  to  his 
kinsman,  Alexander,  son  of  Alexander  Ramsay,  of  Carnock,  and 
that  probably  the  present  representative  of  the  family  descends 
not,  as  was  supposed,  from  Patrick,  but  from  this  Alexander. 
Though  short  of  actual  proof,  the  Rev.  Charles  Swynnerton's 
Notes  give  a  very  probable  solution  of  some  difficulties  which 
have  long  perplexed  Staffordshire  genealogists  as  to  the  alliances 
of  the  ancient  family  of  Swynnerton  ;  and  we  owe  to  Mr.  V.  C. 
Sanborn  a  most  interesting  account  of  two  remarkable  characters  of 
the  Stuart  period.  The  Rev.  E.  R.  NevilFs  attempt  to  trace  the 
origin  of  the  Suffolk  Nevills  is  based  on  a  careful  study  of  the  public 
records,  and  will,  we  hope,  be  continued  at  some  future  time.  Mrs. 
Suckling's  paper  on  the  family  of  Sandys  incorporates  entries  from  an 
old  bible,  recently  discovered,  giving  the  dates  of  baptism  of  some 
of  the  children  of  Colonel  Henry  Sandys,  who  lost  his  life  in  the 
cause  of  King  Charles  the  First,  three  of  the  sons  whose  baptism 
is  thus  recorded  having  succeeded  to  the  Barony  of  Sandys  of  the 
Vyne,  which  since  the  death  of  the  last  survivor  of  them  has  been 
in  abeyance.  Considerable  interest  attaches  also  to  Mr.  R.  T. 
Berthon's  account  of  the  family  of  Peter  Davall,  Master  in  Chancery,

an  eminent  Fellow  of  the  Eoyal  Society,  who  was  mainly  responsible 
for  the  drafting  of  the  Bill  passed  in  1751  for  regulating  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year.  The  French  origin  of  the  family  adds 
greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  article.  The  subscribers  will,  I  am 
sure,  be  grateful  to  Mr.  Keith  W.  Murray,  Portcullis,  for  his  con- 
tinuation of  the  Diary  of  Henry  Oxenden,  written  in  the  seven- 
teenth century  and  full  of  curious  information  concerning  Kentish 
families.  A  contemporary  portrait  of  the  diarist  has  appropriately 
been  chosen  for  reproduction  as  frontispiece  to  this  volume. 

I  very  much  regret  that  as  Mr.  Glencross  is  now  engaged  in  War 
service,  he  is  unable  to  proceed  with  his  transcript  of  the  Adminis- 
tration Books  of  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  and  I  shall 
be  most  grateful  to  anyone  possessing  the  necessary  qualifications 
who  will  undertake  to  continue  this  most  useful  work,  which  it 
would  be  a  great  pity  to  allow  to  fall  through.  I  desire  here  to 
record  my  sense  of  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Glencross  for  what  he  has 
already  accomplished.  The  two  early  Administration  Books  which 
he  has  completed,  are  often  by  no  means  easy  to  read,  and  the  place 
names  have  caused  much  trouble  in  their  identification.  No 
difficulty  has  been  shirked  and  the  result  will  bear  testimony  to 
Mr.  Glencross'  antiquarian  knowledge  and  powers  of  perseverance. 

I  also  much  desire  to  find  someone  willing  to  continue  the  Salisbury 
Marriage  Licences,  for  Mr.  Nevill,  who  has  spent  so  much  time  and 
labour  upon  them,  has  now  left  England  for  the  present. 

I  would  appeal  to  all  genealogists  who  are  prevented  either  by 
age  or  other  reason  from  rendering  active  service  to  their  country, 
to  do  their  utmost  to  assist  the  work  carried  on  by  this  magazine, 
and  to  fill  the  gap  caused  by  the  absence  or  p re-occupation  of  so 
many  of  our  usual  contributors.

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NOTES  ON  EARLY  RAMSAY  PEDIGREES,  A.D.  1200—1600. 

By  Sir  Jambs  Henry  Ramsay,  of  Bamff,  Bart.,  Litt.D.,  LL.D. 


Ramsays  of  Dalhousie. 

Owing  to  the  paucity  of  twelfth  and  thirteenth  century  records 
that  nave  come  down  to  our  days,  the  first  links  in  the  pedigree  of  the 
Ramsay  family  as  settled  in  Scotland  are  involved  in  considerable 
obscurity.  With  regard  to  the  origin  of  the  name,  tradition  claims 
Ramsey  in  Huntingdonshire  as  the  place  from  whence  it  was  taken, 
and  early  charters  commonly  spell  it  with  an  M  e,"  as  in  the  Latinized 
form,  de  Rameseia. 

The  settlement  of  the  Ramsays  in  Scotland  goes  back  to  the  twelfth 
century.  But  the  promotion  at  that  time  of  Englishmen  from  Hunting- 
donshire to  good  positions  in  Scotland  can  easily  be  accounted  for. 
During  nearly  the  whole  of  that  century,  and  part  of  the  next,  the 
Earldom  of  Huntingdon  was  held  by  members  of  the  Scottish  Royal 
family.  Kmur  David  I.  his  son  Henry,  King  Malcolm  the  Maiden, 
William  the  Lion,  his  brother  David,  David's  son  John,  all  at  various 
times  enjoyed  that  great  fief.  David  was  a  ureat  patron  of  the  Southern 
men  ;  many  Englishmen  were  settled  in  Scotland  during  his  time 
(1124 —  1 1  ~> 3 ) .  To  him  she  owes  her  Bruces,  Balliols, Lindsays,  Maules, 
Riddels,  Sinclairs,  Hays,  and  probably  the  Ramsays  among  them.1 

The  first  of  the  name  to  appear  in  Scottish  records  is  witness  to  a 
charter  by  which  one  Turstamis  fil  Leviny  grants  the  church  of  Levig- 
geston  (Livingstone  in  Linlithgowshire)  to  the  Canons  of  Holyrood. 
The  names  of  the  witnesses  may  be  given  in  full.  The  deed  is  tested 
Gaufrido  Abbatede  Dunfin  (Dunfermline);  AufridodeXeoV  (Newbattle) ; 
Wallero  monacho  illius  ;  Gaufrido  de  Lesseiv  (Lasswade,  Midlothian)  ; 
Pttro  Capellano  de  Loou'  ;  Waltero  cap'  comitis  ;  Simundo  de  Ramesie  ; 
Rogero  diacono  ;  Davide  fil  Gaufridi ;  Martino  elerico  ;  Waltero  Came- 
rarw  reyts  de  Rokesb"  ;  \Y  Ultimo  de  Aldri?  The  charter  is  undated, 
and  the  date  must  be  inferred  from  what  is  known  of  the  attesting 
witnesses.  The  comes  would  doubtless  be  the  Earl  of  Fife,  either 
Duncan  I  (A.D.  1139—1154)  or  Duncan  II  his  son  (1154—120-4). 
Abbot  Geoffrey  elsewhere  signs3  in  company  with  Bishop  Robert,  who 
held  the  See  of  St.  Andrews  from  1122  to  1158  ;  again  he  signs  along 
with  Uoberfs  successor,  Ernakl,  who  ruled  from  1158  to  Uo0.4  On 
the  whole  it  is  supposed  that  this  charter  may  have  been  executed 
before  the  year  11  GO.    Symon  de  Rameseia  attests  another  charter,

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by  which  William  of  Moreville,  Constable  of  Scotland,  grants  the  lands 
of  "  Gillemoriston "  (Gilmerton,  Midlothian)  to  Eadulfus,  son  of 
Uctrcd.  Synion  signs  next  after  Duncan  Earl  of  Fife  (i.e.,  Duncan  II, 
son  of  Duncan,  1 15 1 — 1201),  and  his  son  Malcolm.  The  other  witnesses 
are  Henry  "  de  Sancto  Claro  vicecomitc  meo "  (i.e.,  the  Constable's 
deputy),  Richard  of  Warwick,  Geoffrey  de  Ros,  Stephen  son  of 
Richard,  Henry  of  C  .  .  .  manoc,  William  Mansel,  Alan  of  Tirlestane 
(Thirlestane),  Peter  de  Haga  (Hay),  Hugh  chaplain,  Alexander  chaplain, 
Walter  chaplain,  William  Prior  of  "  Inverlethan "  (Innerleithen), 
and  John,  William,  and  Thomas,  clerks  to  William  of  Moreville.6  The 
latter  was  Constable,  1189 — 1199,  and  the  charter  may  be  supposed 
to  have  been  executed  1196 — 1197.6 

In  neither  of  these  charters  is  any  territorial  designation  given  to 
Simon,  nor  is  he  styled  miles,  knight.  But  on  the  whole  he  would  seem 
to  have  been  connected  with  Midlothian,  and  so  possibly  may  have  been 
laird  of  Dalhousie. 

Next  of  the  Ramsays  to  appear  is  William  de  Rameshei,  witness 
to  a  confirmation  by  King  William  the  Lion  (say  1 189 — 1213)  of  a  settle- 
ment of  a  dispute  between  the  churches  of  St.  Andrews  and  Durham. 
The  other  attesting  parties  are  Hugh  the  King's  Chancellor ;  iErken- 
bald,  Abbot  of  Dunfermline;  William,  Abbot  of  Holyrood;  Simon, 
Archdeacon  of  Glasgow  ;  William  "  Malevicinus  "  ;  the  Archdeacon 
of  Lothian  (no  name)  ;  Roll,  son  of  Uctrcd  ;  Earl  Duncan  (1151 — 1203) ; 
William  de  Lindesia  ;  Robert  de  Lend1;  Ranulf  de  Sol  ;  .  Henry  of 
Graham  ;  William  de  Cunlghesburg  (Conisburgh).  The  charter 
bears  no  date,  but  was  executed  in  Edinburgh.7  Hugh  was  Chancellor, 
1189 — 1199  ;  the  charter  therefore  must  have  been  executed  between 
those  years.  The  relationship  of  William  to  Simon  is  not  given,  nor 
is  he  designated  by  any  possession,  or  styled  miles.  William  de  Rame- 
seia  also  attests  a  charter,  likewise  undated,  by  which  William  the  Lion 
confirmed  a  grant  by  Gilbert  of  Umfraville  of  a  carucate  of  land  at 
Kinnard,  the  other  witnesses  being  Hugh  the  Chancellor  ;  Robert, 
the  King's  Chaplain  ;  Jocelin,  Archdeacon  of  Dunkeld  ;  Richard 
"de  prebenda  clericis  meis  "  ;  Philip  of  Valognes  ;  Walter  of  Berkeley, 
Chamberlain  (Cam)  ;  Richard  htz  Hugh  and  Adam  of  Sireis.8  As 
Chancellor  Hugh  signs  the  deed,  it  must  again  be  dated  between 
1189  and  1199. 

Yet  another  undated  charter  bears  the  name  of  William  de  Rameshey, 
without  doubt  the  same  man,  as  an  attesting  witness,  the  grantor 
being  again  King  William  the  Lion,  with  Hugh  as  Chancellor;  while 
Richard  "  de  prebenda,"  and  Richard  fitz  Hugh  appear  among  the 
witnesses,  besides  Henry  of  Graham,  Philip  Mareschallus,  and  Herbert 
Marescallus?  Both  the  last  charters  were  executed  in  Edinburgh. 
In  neither  of  them  is  William  Ramsey  styled  miles.    As  Hugh  attests

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both  these  documents  as  Chancellor,  both  fall  between  1189  and  1199. 

A  connexion,  however,  with  Midlothian  and  the  Court  circle  is  still 
apparent. 

But  if  the  twelfth  century  notices  of  the  family  are  scanty  the  race 
must  have  thriven  in  secret  and  multiplied  amazingly,  as  the  thirteenth 
century  records  are  filled  with  Ramsay  names.  Five  distinct  families 
at  once  come  to  light,  with  a  sixth,  perhaps,  but  not  certainly,  a  little 
later.  Thus  we  have  the  several  Ramsays  of  Forthar  and  Clatto  in 
Fife  ;  of  Bamff  in  Perthshire  ;  of  Dalhousie  and  Auchterhouse  in 
Midlothian  ;  with  Ramsays  of  Colluthie  to  follow.  Forthar  appears 
in  1202  or  1201  ;  Clatto  perhaps  about  122G  ;  Bamffinl232;  Dalhousie 
in  1233—1236  ;   and  Auchterhouse  much  about  the  same  time. 

Ramsays  of  Forthar  (Fife,  near  Freuchie). 

Of  the  Forthar  family  the  well-read  Bishop  Keith  tells  us  that  Peter 
do  Ramsay  who  became  Bishop  of  Aberdeen  in  1217,  was  son  of  one 
and  brother  of  another  Nessus  or  Nesius  de  Ramesay,  successively 
proprietors  of  the  lands  of  Forthar.10  In  fact,  we  find  that  Nessusthe 
elder  had  three  sons,  Nessus  the  younger,  Peter,  and  William.11  The 
identity  of  the  family  group  can  easily  be  made  out.  Their  attestations 
fill  the  cartularies  of  the  period  ;  the  affairs  in  connexion  with  which 
their  names  appear  are  limited  to  the  county  of  Fife,  and  the  central 
orb  round  which  they  revolve  is  the  holder  for  the  time  being  of  the 
Earldom  of  Fife,  viz.,  first  Duncan  II  (1154 — 1204),  then  Malcolm  I 
his  son  (1201 — 1228),  and  lastly  Malcolm  II,  nephew  of  Malcolm  I 
(1228 — 12G6).12  The  earliest  attestation  by  the  elder  Nessus  or  Nesius 
that  I  have  been  able  to  find  is  that  on  the  St.  Andrews  charter  by 
which  William,  Bishop  of  St.  Andrews,  confirming  a  grant  by  Alan 
of  Lascelles,  grants  the  church  of  Athnathan  (Norton,  near  Scots 
Craig  in  Fife)  to  the  Priory  of  St.  Andrews.13  The  other  signatories 
are  Patrick,  Abbot  of  Dunfermline  ;  Henry,  Abbot  of  Arbroath  ; 
Duncan,  Earl  of  Fife  ;  and  Robert  de  Haija.  Duncan  was  Earl,  1154 — 
1201,  and  William  of  Malvoisine  was  Bishop,  1202—1233.  The 
charter  therefore  seems  clearly  to  come  between  1202  and  1204. 

A  charter  at  Crawford  Priory  brings  in  the  son  Neis  as  well  as  the 
father.  By  this  deed  Malcolm  Earl  of  Fife,  doubtless  Malcolm  I, 
grants  "  Ladisferon  "  (Lindilferon,  near  Ladybank,  Fife)  to  Neso  de 
Ramesay,  son  of  Neso  de  Ramesay.  The  charter  has  been  dated  by 
Sir  William  Fraser  about  the  year  12 10.11 

Our  next  charter  gives  us  the  territorial  connexion  hitherto  wanting. 
A  transcript  in  the  Advocates'  Library  in  Edinburgh15  preserves  a  grant

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by  which  Malcolm,  Earl  of  Fife,  again  the  same  Malcolm,  conferred  on 
Neso  de  Ramesey,  son  of  Neso  de  Ramesey,  "  totam  terrain  meam  de 
Fortkir,"  for  the  service  of  half  a  knight.  The  charter  should  be 
dated  between  1204  and  1220.  But  it  may  be  a  question  whether  this 
grant  was  the  original  grant  of  Forthar,  or  only  a  confirmation  of  an 
earlier  grant  to  the  father  ;  and  again,  whether  the  grantee  was,  in 
fact,  not  the  Bishop's  brother,  but  his  father,  and  so  son  of  a  yet  earlier, 
hitherto  undiscovered  Neso  ;  but  perhaps  we  need  not  complicate 
matters  by  introducing  this  third  personage  on  our  stage,  and  so  we  will 
accept  the  grantee  as  our  younger  Nesius  or  Neso. 

In  three  charters,  a  Nessus,  whom  I  would  take  for  the  father  of  the 
Bishop,  signs  along  with  an  Earl  Malcolm,  again  doubtless  Malcolm, 
son  of  Duncan  (1204—1223).  First  I  take  No.  11  in  the  North  Berwick 
Cartulary,16  where  Nessus  attests  a  grant  by  Thomas  of  Lundin  of  the 
lands  of  "  Adhernin  "  (Aitherny,  near  Largo)  to  the  convent  of  North 
Berwick.  He  signs  in  good  company,  as  the  Earl  Malcolm  signs  next, 
while  Thomas  of  Kenmaron  and  Alexander  "  de  Blalre "  (Blair) 
follow.  Mr.  Stevenson,  the  learned  editor,  dates  this  charter  in  1220. 
Then  in  No.  7  of  the  same  collection,  in  which  the  Earl  grants  the  church 
of  North  Berwick  to  the  convent  of  North  Berwick,  Nessus  again 
signs,  the  charter  being  further  tested  "  Waldevo  fir  Merlesivain, 
Alex?  de  Blur,  Malcolm  de  Maleville,  Duncano  et  dd  (David  ?)  fratribiis 
ineis"  As  the  Earl  is  speaking,  I  take  it  that  the  witness  Duncan  is  his 
next  brother,  the  father  of  Earl  Malcolm  II  who  succeeded  him.  Mr. 
Stevenson  dates  this  charter  in  1228.  Lastly,  in  No.  145  of  the  Dun- 
fermline Collection,17  where  Malcolm  Earl  of  Fife  surrenders  the  church 
of  Cles  (Cleish)  to  the  monks  of  Dunfermline,  we  again  have  "  Duncano 
et  fratribus  nieis,"  along  with  Malcolm  de  Maleville,  Alexander  Blar, 
and  Nessus  de  Ramos'.  The  year  1228  would  be  the  latest  date  that 
could  be  assigned  to  this  document. 

In  neither  of  these  deeds  is  Nessus  styled  Dominus  or  miles,  knight. 
But  we  do  find  him  so  styled  at  Easter,  1227,  in  the  Dunfermline 
Charter,  No.  213,  where  he  signs  apparently  as  the  arbiter  settling  a 
dispute  as  to  a  watercourse.  His  name  stands  first ;  after  him  comes 
Malcolm,  Earl  of  Fife  (of  course,  still  Malcolm  I).  Our  Nessus  was 
clearly  a  man  of  character  and  repute.  He  was  proctor  for  the  nuns 
of  North  Berwick  in  a  controversy  with  the  monks  of  Dunfermline 
as  to  tithes.  The  matter  had  been  twice  before  Honorius,  viz.,  "  anno 
iv  et  anno  i."  The  Pope  would  be  Honorius  III,  1216—1220.  Fellow 
arbiters  with  Nessus  are  H.  and  H.,  Abbots  respectively  of  Kelso  and 
Dryburgh.  The  charter  is  not  dated,  but  as  Honorius  seems  to  be 
referred  to  as  no  longer  living,  it  should  belong  to  some  year  later  than 
1220.  But  Henry  became  Abbot  of  Kelso  in  1208  and  died  in  1218. 
I  have  not  got  the  date  of  an  "  1L,"  Abbot  of  Driburgh.  To  account 
for  the  discrepancy  between  the  date  of  Abbot  Henry's  death  and 
the  fourth  year  of  Honorius,  I  would  suggest  a  clerical  error  in  the  latter 
date,  reading  anno  ii  or  anno  Mi  instead  of  anno  iv.

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As  for  Master  Peter,  lie  seems  to  appear  for  the  first  time  either  in 
the  Holyrood  Charter,  No.  60,  where  he  signs  along  with  Bishop  Hugh 
of  Dunkeld  (1214—1227)  and  Matthew  the  Chancellor  ;  or  in  the  Dun- 
fermline Charter,  No.  219,  where  again  he  is  witness  to  the  settlement 
of  a  dispute  between  the  monks  of  Holyrood  and  those  of  Dunfermline, 
and  again  in  conjunction  with  Bishop  Hugh  and  Matthew  the  Chancellor. 
But  we  have  him  definitely  in  September,  1227  ("  anno  xiii  "  of  Alexan- 
der II)  with  William  Cumin  as  Justiciar,  while  Matthew  again  holds 
the  Seal  as  Chancellor.18 

To  decide  where  Nesius  the  father  ceases  to  sign,  and  where  Nesius 
the  son  begins  to  do  so,  is  a  matter  of  some  difficulty  as  no  distinction 
is  drawn  between  them.  I  am  inclined  to  regard  as  attestations 
of  the  son  those  which  appear  in  company  with  those  of  his  brother 
Peter.  This  we  seem  to  get  first  in  the  North  Berwick  Charter, 
No.  17,  where  Dominus  Nessus  de  Ramesay  signs  after  Master  Peter  de 
Ramesia,  the  charter  recording  the  settlement  of  a  dispute  between 
the  nuns  of  North  Berwick  and  the  Abbot  of  St.  Serf's.  Malcolm,  Earl 
of  Fife,  is  the  first  witness  ;  next  comes  William  of  St.  Andrews  ; 
then  Master  Peter  de  Ramesia,  followed  by  Dominus  Nessus  de  Ramesay 
and  Duncan  de  Ramesya,  the  charter  being  dated  "  within  the  Octaves 
of  Saints  Peter  and  Paul  "  (30th  June— 6th  July)  1237.  Of  course, 
the  Earl  is  now  Malcolm  II,  nephew  of  Malcolm  I.  Three  years  later 
we  have  the  two  signing  together  on  the  5th  September  1240,  where 
all  doubt  as  between  Nesius  the  father  and  Nesius  the  son  seems  to  be 
removed  by  the  signatory  being  styled  the  "  seneschallus"  of  the  Earl 
of  Fife.19  So  again,  once  more  in  September  1245,  where  Earl  Malcolm 
describes  Nesius  de  Rameseia  as  his  "  senesckallus."20  It  is  impossible 
to  suppose  that  a  man  who  had  been  signing  charters  some  forty  years 
before  could  be  entrusted  with  the  arduous  duties  of  Master  of  the 
Household  to  a  uxediieyal  magnate;  and  so  Nessus  the  seneschallus 
must  be  held  Nessus  the  son.  Peter  apparently  signed  long  before 
his  brother  Nesius  signed,  because  his  name  is  attached  to  the  North 
Berwick  Charter,  No.  28,  already  referred  to,  where  Nesius  the  elder 
signs  along  with  his  two  sons,  Peter  and  William.  William  became 
Abbot  ot  St  .  Serf  s,  and  ult  imat  ely  died  in  1232.21  This  charter  therefore 
must  have  been  executed  a  good  many  years  before  1232,  how  many 
I  cannot  venture  to  suggest.22  Peter  became  Bishop  of  Aberdeen 
in  1247,  as  already  mentioned,  but  it  appears  that  he  was  illegitimate, 
and  a  Papal  dispensation  had  to  be  obtained  to  enable  him  to  be  con- 
secrated.23   lie  died  in  1256.24

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The  latest  signature  of  the  younger  Nesius  de  Ramesay  seems  to  be 
found  in  the  Balmerino  Charters,  Nos.  39  and  40,  where  he  attests  grants 
of  land  at  Kynncr  (Kinnear)  made  by  Simon  of  Kynner  and  confirmed 
by  Alexander  III,  31st  August,  "anno  xxx" — 1278.  Nesius  is  not 
styled  Dominus,  but  neither  is  his  fellow-witness,  John  of  Hay,  Sheriff, 
who  must  have  been  a  knight.25 

As  son  and  successor  to  the  younger  Nesius  of  Forthar,  I  take  the 
"  Johan  fitz  Nece  de  Ramesay"  who  swore  allegiance  to  Edward  I 
in  company  with  other  Fife  lairds  in  12%.  His  seal  is  extant,  attached 
to  his  "  Ragman  "  or  bond,  and  bears  the  device  of  a  scallop-shell.20 
Margaret,  widow  of  Neso  de  Ramescy,  who,  about  the  same  time,  prays 
for  restitution  of  the  dower  assigned  to  her  twenty  years  before,27 
would  be  his  mother,  or  at  any  rate  his  father's  widow  ;  while  to  go 
back  on  our  steps  he  himself  might  be  identified  with  the  John  de 
Rameseia  who  witnessed  a  charter  on  Saturday,  13th  May  1278,  in 
company  with  William  de  Ramesia,  whom  I  would  take  for  the  laird 
of  Clatto,28  together  with  Malcolm  de  Ramesey,  whom  I  take  for 
the  then  laird  of  Bamff.89 

It  must  be  admitted  that  the  Forthar  Ramsays  of  the  thirteenth 
century  had  a  very  creditable  record  to  show.  They  could  boast  of 
a  Bishop,  of  an  Abbot,  and  of  two  laymen  of  knightly  rank,  repeatedly 
called  in  to  settle  differences  between  churchmen. 

John,  the  son  of  our  younger  Nesius,  appears  again  in  a  charter 
that  has  been  dated  about  1315,  whereby  Christian  of  Hay,  daughter 
and  heiress  of  John  of  Hay,  lord  of  Portabrothok  (Parbroathj  grants 
the  whole  lands  of  Forthir  to  her  kinsman,  John  de  Ramesay,  son  of 
Nessus  de  Ramesay,  Knight,  for  payment  yearly  of  £6  of  good  and 
lawful  sterlings,  and  the  render  on  her  behalf  of  half  a  knight's  service 
to  the  Earl  of  Fife.30  From  this  it  follows  that  Christian  was  the  heiress 
of  the  original  superior  and  grantor  of  Forthar,  and  that  the  Hays  and 
the  Forthar  Ramsays  were  related.  Hays  have  already  appeared 
in  several  of  our  charters.  Portabrothok  is  presumably  the  old  form 
of  Parbroath  (Fife,  near  Cupar). 

I  cannot  I  race  the  descent  of  the  Forthar  estate  any  farther.  I 
understand  that  according  to  Stoddart's  Scottish  Army,  about  the  year 
14(50  Forthar  passed  into  the  hands  of  one  Henry  Pitcairn  through  his 
marriage  with  Elizabeth  Ramsay,  the  heiress  ;  and  that  from  that 
time  the  Pitcairns  appeared  with  the  style  of  Forthar.  Elizabeth, 
the  relict  of  Henry  Pitcairn,  appears  in  judicial  records,  1492 — 1506. 
The  "Advocates'  Library  MS.,"  34-6-24,  which  may  have  been  trans- 
cribed about  the  year  1700,  states  that  the  original  belonged  to 
Pitcairn  of  Forthar.31

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With  respect  to  the  curious  personal  name  of  which  we  have  had 
so  much,  which  in  Latin  appears  under  the  varying  forms  of  Nessus, 
Nesius,  Neso,  Neisius,  and  in  the  vernacular  is  found  as  Nesse,  Nes, 
Neis,  Nees  and  Nece,  the  last  three  may  be  taken  as  giving  the  right 
pronunciation  ;  while  Neis  must  be  pronounced  the  oldest  and  most 
correct  form  of  spelling.  An  early  Holyrood  charter  (p.  11)  records 
the  grant  of  the  church  at  Tranent  to  "  Neis  fiP  Chilu  "  by  "  Thor  fitz 
Swain  "  ;  and  "  Neis  "  is  the  autograph  of  the  laird  of  Bamff  who 
succeeded  in  1507,  the  latest  bearer  of  the  name  that  I  have  found. 

Ramsays  of  Bamff. 

Next  of  the  thirteenth  century  families  of  Ramsay  name  to  appear 
with  a  definite  date  would  seem  to  be  that  of  Bamff,  where  the  original 
charter  to  Nessus,  the  King's  Medicus,  is  dated  9th  October  1232.  In 
the  case  of  the  Forthar  family  we  missed  at  first  the  territorial  attribute  ; 
with  Nessus  we  miss  the  family  name.  The  identity  of  this  Nessus 
however  is  not  open  to  doubt — he  appears  in  several  charters — but 
the  honourable  distinction  of  "King's  Physician"  eclipses  the  sur- 
name, surnames  at  that  time  only  just  coming  into  use.  His  son  and 
his  grandson  are  Ramsays,  and  nothing  but  Ramsays  ;  the  continuous 
descent  of  the  property  in  the  male  line,  and  the  unbroken  series  of  the 
family  papers  leave  no  serious  question  open  for  investigation,  and 
so  I  pass  on  to  pedigrees  where  things  are  not  so  clear.  Nessus  the 
Medicus  in  the  first  instance  clearly  belonged  to  Fife,  and  his  grandson 
Adam,  when  he  went  to  Berwick  in  August  1296  to  swear  allegiance 
to  Edward  I,  went  as  a  Fife  laird,  in  company  with  other  lairds  from 
Fife.  The  question  arises,  with  which  of  the  Fife  families  ought  we 
to  connect  the  Medicus  '\  His  baptismal  name  suggests  a  connexion 
with  the  Forthar  family,  and  we  have  his  son  Malcolm  attesting  a  charter 
with  John  of  Forthar.  On  the  other  hand,  I  think  that  I  can  produce 
evidence  linking  Hainff  with  Clatto  ;  but  in  fact  all  the  branches 
must  have  been  closely  related  at  that  Lime.  If  the  original  Simon 
was  the  father  of  all  the  R  unsays  they  could  hardly  have  got  beyond 
the  second  or  at  most  the  third  degree  of  descent  from  him. 

Ramsays  of  Clatto.32 

So  much  time  has  been  given  to  Forthar  that  I  must  deal  with  other 
families  in  more  summary  fashion.  Of  the  men  of  Clatto,  the  first  to 
be  distinguished  is  Duncan  "  de  Ramesey,"  who  appears  in  the  very 
creditable  light  of  having  applied  for,  and  obtained,  leave  to  have  a 
private  chapel  on  his  lands  of  "  Clatyn  "  in  the  parish  of  "  Lofresch, 
i.e.,  Lathrisk  in  Fife.  The  leave  is  given  by  John,  Prior  of  St.  Andrews 
with  the  consent  of  Bishop  David.33  This  David  filled  the  See  of  St. 
Andrews,  1233 — 1253.34  But  I  think  that  this  Duncan  may  also 
be  identified  with  the  Duncan  "  de  Ramesya  "  who  attests  the  charter,

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No.  17,  in  the  North  Berwick  collection,  a  document  already  cited 
in  connexion  with  the  Forthar  family,  whereby  his  date  would  be 
carried  back  to  July  1237.  Again  we  have  him  attesting  the  grant 
of  a  quarry  at  Nidyn  (Nydie)  by  Hugh  of  Nidyn  ;  also  a  confirmation 
of  the  same  by  Richard,  brother  of  Hugh,35  but  neither  charter  is  dated, 
nor  are  there  any  attestations  by  official  personages  whose  dates  might 
be  known.    In  neither  of  these  is  Duncan  styled  Dominus  or  miles. 

To  the  Clatto  family  I  would  also  attribute  the  Nicholas  de  Ramesei 
who  is  found  attesting  a  charter  by  which  John  de  Cokbrun  (Cock- 
burn)  makes  a  grant  of  some  land  at  Collessie  to  the  Abbey  of  Lindores.36 
Among  the  other  attesting  witnesses  are  Hugh  de  Abirnyhethyn 
(Abernethy)  ;  Fergus  Cumyn  ;  Hugh  de  Beaumys  ;  Alan  de  Harcaris  ; 
and  Edward  de  Pethglassyn,  all  five  knights,  with  John  de  Kyndeloch, 
besides  the  Ramsay.  Nicholas  was  not  a  name  much  in  use,  and  we 
shall  find  the  next  laird  of  Clatto  but  one  bearing  the  name  of  Nicholas. 
This  grant  of  Collessie  is  not  dated,  but  a  confirmation  of  it  by  Bishop 
Gamelin  of  St.  Andrews  is  dated,  namely  A.D.  12G2.37 

Next  in  succession  to  Duncan  we  seem  to  find  William  "  de  Ramesay 
de  Clatty,"  who  attests  two  linked  documents,  relating  to  grants 
of  a  house  and  six  acres  of  land  at  West  Kynner  (Kinncar,  Wormit, 
Fife),  one  being  a  grant  by  Hugh  of  Kilmanyn38  and  the  other  by 
John  of  Kynner,  the  latter  deed  being  dated  4th  July  1286  39  One 
Alinery  de  Ramesay  also  attests  this  charter,  as  well  as  an  earlier 
one,  No.  16,  in  the  same  collection,  confirmed  at  Selkirk  by  Alexander, 
apparently  Alexander  III,  21st  September,  anno  xii — 1260.  Of  this 
Almery  de  Ramesay  I  can  give  no  further  account,  but  I  think  that 
we  may  identify  our  William  the  laird  of  Clatto  with  the  William  de 
Ramesca  who  attests  a  surrender  of  land  to  King  Alexander  III  in 
May  1278 40  ;  and  also  with  the  William  de  Ramesay  who  attests 
a  grant  by  William  de  Moravia,  son  of  Richard,  of  an  acre  of  land  at 
Seggyn  (Seggie,  Uuardbridge,  Fife)  to  St.  Andrews,  dated  1282.41 

We  next  pass  on  to  the  20th  November  in  the  year  1293,  when 
among  the  lands  held  of  the  Earl  of  Fife  we  have  "  Clatey  "  in  hand 
through  the  nonage  of  the  heir,  Nicholas  de  Rameseye.  The  "  extent," 
or  the  annual  value  of  the  land  is  given  as  of  £14  13s.  4d.,  and  that 
amount  is  claimed  as  the  "  relief  "  due.  The  ".wardship"  of  young 
Nicholas  for  one  term  is  given  as  6s.  8d.  ;  while  Johanna,  widow  of 
William  de  Rameseye,  is  charged  £3  6s.  8d.  for  her  marriage  fine, 
i.e.,  for  leave  either  to  marry  again  or  remain  single  as  she  might  please.42 
We  get  these  figures  from  the  accounts  of  the  English  escheator  North

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of  the  Trent,  whose  sphere  included  all  Scotland.  The  above  items 
all  occur  again  under  the  year  1294 — that  would  mean  that  in  fact 
the  escheator  had  not  got  in  the  monies,  and  therefore  charges  himself 
with  them  again,  marked  as  due  (Debet)  as  was  customary  on  the  Pipe 
Rolls.  Another  point  to  be  noticed  is  this,  that  the  sums  are  entered 
as  paid,  or  to  be  accounted  for  by  Adam  de  Ramesey.  In  the  first 
entry  Adam  is  represented  as  paying  the  relief  terrw  sum  de  Clatey. 
In  the  later  entry  the  sikv  is  omitted,  and  he  simply  pays  for  Clatey. 
I  venture  to  suggest  with  confidence  that  this  Adam  de  Ramesey 
was  simply  Adam  Ramsay  of  Bam'ff,  the  grandson  of  Neis,  the  founder 
of  the  family,  the  only  Adam  of  the  period,  and  that  he  is  charged  as 
being  the  guardian  of  young  Nicholas.  This  fact  would  imply  a  close 
relationship  between  Clatto  and  Bam  if. 

After  the  thirteenth  century  the  notices  of  the  Clatto  family  become 
more  sparse.  We  must  step  forward  to  the  battle  of  Homildon,  14th 
September  1402,  a  heavy  day  for  the  Ramsays,  where  Lawrence  Ramsay 
of  Olattay  was  taken  prisoner,  along  with  John  Ramsay  of  Carnock  ; 
while  Alexander  Ramsay  of  Dalhousie  was  killed  there.43 

Next  we  have  a  James  Ramsay  of  Clatto,  and  after  him  a  John, 
as  we  learn  from  a  Precept  of  Sasine,  by  Malcolm,  Abbot  of  Aberbrothic 
(Arbroath),  for  infefting  John  Ramsay,  apparent  heir  of  James  Ramsay 
of  Clatty  and  his  wife  Jonet  Strathlachie,  daughter  of  William  Strath- 
lachie,  burgess  of  Dundee,  in  the  lands  of  the  Kirkton  of  Newtyle, 
Um.4*  A  charter  of  1185  in  the  Arbroath  Register  tells  us  that  after 
this  John  there  came  a  George.  He  must  have  come  into  possession 
by  the  27th  June  1466,  as  on  that  day  he  witnessed  a  perambulation 
of  lands.15  His  successor  again  was  one  John.46  Of  him  again  I  have 
nothing  to  tell,  and  we  must  skip  on  to  the  year  1555,  when  we  find 
George  Ramsay  of  Clatty  in  possession  of  documents  apparently 
relating  to  Colluthic,  Colluthie  being  then  in  the  hands  of  Henry 
Ramsay  of  Colluthie  and  his  wife  Christian  Kirkaldy.47  This  George 
left  a  will,  which  was  confirmed  11th  February  1581-82.48 

As  his  successor  we  may  fairly  take  David  Ramsay,  whether  son 
or  brot  her  does  not  appear,  of  whom  we  learn  that  in  April  1570,  Eliza- 
beth, his  eldest  daughter  and  heiress  of  Clatto,  was  married  to  James 
Ramsay,49  younger  brother  of  John  Ramsay,  laird  of  Dalhousie.  Their 
eldest  son  George  succeeded  in  1G01  to  Dalhousie,  and  was  created 
first  Lord  Ramsay  of  Melrose  and  afterwards  Lord  Ramsay  of  Dal- 
housie. Clatto  however  was  not  destined  to  remain  long  linked  to 
Dalhousie.  On  the  12th  December  1(528  it  was  alienated  by  George, 
Lord  Dalhousie,  and  assigned  to  Sir  Alexander  Gibson  of  Durie.50

The  part  of  the  pariah  of  Leuchars  in  the  county  of  Fife  subsequently 
known  as  Leucliars-Ramsay,  passed  from  a  native  magnate,  who  appears 
simply  as  Neis  won  of  William,51  through  the  hand  of  his  daughter 
Orabilis  to  the  do  Quineys,  I£arls  of  Winchester,  and  from  them  to  the 
Comyns,  Earls  of  Buchan.62  Forfeited  by  Earl  John  for  adherence 
to  the  Balliol  party,  the  land  was  conferred  by  Robert  Bruce,  some  time 
after  1313,  on  one  Alexander  Ramsay,  Knight.,53  possibly  a  cadet  of 
Dalhousie  or  Auchterhouse,  but  I  cannot  pretend  to  identify  him. 
Alexander's  only  daughter  married  a  Monypenny  of  Pitmillie,  and  their 
only  daughter  again  married  a  Ramsay  of  Colluthie,  whose  earlier 
history  lias  not  yet  been  traced  54  but  whom  I  think  that  I  can  identify. 
We  shall  find  Henry  a  common  name  in  the  Colluthie  family,  while 
I  have  not  found  it  in  any  other  of  the  Ramsay  Houses.  On  the  9th 
January  1315-16  we  iind  Henry  de  Kamesay  witness  at  the  render  of 
homage  by  Duncan,  fourth  Earl  of  Fife,  to  the  Abbot  of  Dunfermline 
for  CI uny  in  Fife  held  of  him.  Henry  is  not  styled  miles  or  Dominus, 
but  he  is  described  as  one  of  familiares  or  intimate  friends  of  the  Earl.56 
His  connexion  with  the  Earl  strongly  supports  the  view  that  Henry 
was  the  husband  of  the  Pitmillie  heiress,  because  William,  the  issue 
of  that  marriage,  lived  to  marry  this  earl's  daughter.66  Again  I 
identify  this  Henry  of  Colluthie  with  the  Henricus  de  Ramissay  who 
attests  a  charter  by  the  same  Earl  Duncan  in  favour  of  Adam  Ramsay 
of  Bamif  in  the  year  1320.57 

William,  the  son  of  t  his  Henry,  comes  out  in  the  broad  light  of  Euro- 
pean history  as  a  courtly  knight  of  high  degree.  According  to  local 
tradition,  he  was  taken  prisoner  at  Neville's  Cross  (17th  October 
1316)  68  and  he  certainly  fought  on  the  French  side  at  the  battle  of 
Poitiers  (19th  September  1356)  where  lie  gained  the  credit  of  having 
effected  the  liberation  of  his  fellow-prisoner  William,  afterwards  first 
Earl  of  Douglas,  for  the  trilling  ransom  of  forty  pence,  by  the  clever 
ruse  of  treating  him  as  a  servant  masquerading  in  the  armour  of  his 
master.59  About  the  year  1350  he  married  Isabel,  daughter  and  heiress 
of  Duncan,  Earl  of  Fife,  and  in  her  right  was  styled  Earl  of  Fife.  He 
was  still  living  in  August  1362,  but  died  soon  after,  without  issue.60 

Next  we  have  another  TJomiuus  William  Ramsay  of  Colluthie,  who 
must  have  been  a  brother  or  a  cousin,  a  high  oflicial  at  the  Court  of 
David  II,  who  eventually  appears  as  Steward  of  the  Household  (1362 — 
1370)  61    He  was  still  living  in  1388,  but  apparently  his  service  at

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Court  had  not,  been  lucrative,  as  the  King  (Robert  II)  owed  him 
money.62 

After  a  considerable  interval  we  come  to  an  Alexander  Ramsay 
of  Colluthie,  who  appears  among  a  string  of  Fife  lairds  as  witnessing 
the  return  of  Norman  Leslie  of  Rothes  as  heir  to  David  Leslie,  22nd  May 
1439. 63  Then  we  have  another  Henry  Ramsay  of  Colluthie  sur- 
rendering lands  in  1463,  and  witnessing  a  perambulation  of  lands, 
circa  1466,  and  again  witnessing  a  service  30th  May  1470  ;  while  on  the 
13th  October  in  that  same  year  John  Ramsay  was  infeft  in  Colluthie 
as  heir  to  his  father  Henry.64 

John  Ramsay  of  Colluthie  had  passed  away  by  the  year  1491,  and  was 
apparently  succeeded  by  David,  perhaps  a  son,  who  married  Janet 
Balfour,  and  died  before  1509.65  On  the  6th  December  1540,  another 
David  Ramsay  of  Colluthie  and.  Henry  his  son  received  a  lease  of  a 
ferry  on  the  Tay  from  Cardinal  Beatoun,66  while  on  the  27th  October 
1545  an  "  association,"  or  lease  of  tithes,  for  nineteen  years  was  made 
to  Henry  Ramsay  of  Colluthie,  Christian  Kirkaldy  his  wife,  and  their 
daughter  Christian  heiress  of  Colluthie.67 

On  the  10th  September  1547,  Henry  Ramsay  fell  at  the  battle  of 
Pinkie.  His  daughter  Christian  must  have  passed  away,  as  on  the 
20th  September  1551  Elizabeth  Ramsay  was  served  heir  to  her  father 
Henry,  she  having  been  under  age  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  1560  Elizabeth  Ramsay  of  Colluthie  married  David  Carnegie, 
son  of  Robert,  and  younger  brother  of  John,  successively  lairds  of 
Kinnaird  in  Forfarshire.  Elizabeth  Carnegie  died  before  the  4th  March 
1566-67,  leaving  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Margaret.  Both  were 
eventually  married,  but  both  were  induced  to  surrender  their  shares 
of  Colluthie  to  their  father.68  In  1585  he  succeeded  his  brother  John, 
and  Colluthie  was  fairly  merged  in  Kinnaird.69 

Dalhousie. 

To  return  to  the  Dalhousie  pedigree,  I  would  call  attention  to  a  charter 
by  which  Hugh  GifFard  grants  the  land  of  Cressewell  to  the  Abbey  of 
Newbattle  for  the  beneiit  of  the  souls  of  Countess  Ada  and  her  heirs. 
The  witnesses  are  Earl  Duncan,  his  son  Malcolm,  and  William  de 
Ramessay.70    The  charter  therefore  must  have  been  executed  before

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the  year  120-4,  when  this  Earl  of  Fife  died.  I  know  of  no  other  William 
Ramsay  to  whom  this  signature  could  better  be  attributed  than  either 
William  I,  Simon's  successor,  whom  we  had,  or  William  II  whom  we 
shall  find  succeeding  William  I.  As  the  career  of  this  second 
William  can  be  traced  well  on  in  the  thirteenth  century,  I  would 
take  the  first  William  as  the  witness  of  Hugh  GifTard's  grant. 
Like  Simon  he  was  evidently  a  man  in  the  Court  circle.  But  in  our 
pedigrees  we  must  move  with  great  caution.  Throughout  the  history 
of  the  family  we  shall  find  the  recurrence  of  the  name  of  William 
making  it  difficult  to  distinguish  the  several  bearers  of  the  name  ; 
and  the  difficulty  is  not  lessened  by  the  fact  that  there  were  two  parallel 
sets  of  Williams,  the  William  Ramsays  of  Dalhousie  and  the  William 
Ramsays  of  Auchterhouse. 

As  successor  to  our  William  I,  the  older  authorities  have  agreed  to 
take  William  de  Ramessay,  lord  of  Dalwussy,  the  first  man  so  styled, 
but  not  a  knight.  He  attests  the  grant  of  a  quarry  made  by  David  of 
Lysuris,  lord  of  Goverton  (Gourton,  Midlothian)  to  the  Abbey  of 
Newbattle.71  The  charter  bears  no  date  but  Abbot  Constantine  attests. 
As  he  reigned  1233 — 1236,  the  charter  falls  within  those  limits.  Another 
witness  to  this  charter  to  be  specially  noticed  is  William  "  de  Hutyr- 
huse  "  (Auchterhouse  in  Forfarshire),  styled  lord  of  Cockpen,  without 
any  other  family  name. 

I  must  admit  that  the  date  of  this  charter  leaves  a  considerable 
gap  between  William  I  and  William  II.  But  I  find  no  evidence  of  any 
intervening  laird  of  Dalhousie  that  I  can  bring  in.  Sir  James  Balfour 
Paul,  in  his  Scottish  Peerage,  fills  the  interval  by  introducing  first 
our  Nesius,  the  elder,  of  Forthar,  as  the  successor,  if  not  the  son  of 
William  I  ;  and  after  him  the  indeterminate  Nicholas,  the  Fife  man, 
whom  I  suggested  as  perhaps  a  member  of  the  Clatto  family.  Douglas, 
in  his  Peerage,  followed  by  Wood  in  his  recension  of  the  work,  introduces 
one  Patrick,  being  in  fact  our  Peter  of  Forthar,  the  future  Bishop  of 
Aberdeen,  as  son  of  William  I  and  brother  of  William  II.  The 
authorities  cited  for  these  views  are  just  those  on  which  I  rely  for  my 
contention.    But  doctors  will  difl'er. 

Our  William  Ramsay  II,  the  first  styled  "  of  Dalhousie,"  may  safely 
bo  identified  with  the  William  de  Ramessay  or  Ramesey  who  attests 
a  couple  of  charters  in  company  with  Dominus  Richard  Ouyeth — 
in  the  one  he  is  styled  Dominus  de  Dauulsy — while  the  other  deed  is 
also  attested  by  Thomas  of  Galloway,  Earl  of  Atholl.72  Taking  them 
together  they  might  be  dated  between  1231  and  1242.  But  the 
appearance  about  this  time  of  another  Dominus  William  de  Ramesay, 
laird  of  Auchterhouse,  of  whom  we  shall  shortly  hear,  may  make  it 
uusafe  to  accept  as  laird  of  Dalhousie  any  William  Ramsay  not  speci- 
fically so  designated.  Hut  without  question  our  William  II  of  Dal- 
housie must  be  taken  as  the  William  de  Ramessay  appointed  by 
Alexander  III  in  1255  to  sit  on  a  Grand  Council  of  Magnates.73  In

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connexion  with  this  man  we  have  a  most  instructive  document  in  the 
Newbattle  charter,  No.  xxii,  where  Dominus  William  de  Ramesay, 
lord  of  Iiuterusc,  renounces  all  right  to  the  patronatus  of  the  church 
of  Cockpen  under  the  grant  by  the  lords  William  de  Ramesay  and  his 
son  Neso.  There  is  no  date,  but  the  witnesses  are  Hugh  GifTard, 
Robert  Meners,  and  Hugh  Gurley,  all  three  milites.  Meners  and  Giffard 
sat  on  the  Council  of  1255  with  William  Ramsay,  and  t  hey  died  in  1267.74 
The  charter  therefore  must  have  been  executed  between  those  dates, 
probably  before  1201.  It  raises  the  strongest  presumption  that  the 
William  of  Auchterhouse,  laird  of  Cockpen,  mentioned  above,75  was  in 
fact  a  Ramsay,  while  the 'retention  by  the  laird  of  Dalhousie  of  the 
patronatus  of  the  church  of  Cockpen  indicates  that  certainly  Cockpen, 
and  perhaps  Auchterhouse  also,  were  held  under  grants  from  the  head 
of  the  family,  in  accordance  with  a  system  which  we  shall  find  obtaining 
in  the  Dalhousie  family.  With  regard  to  our  William  II,  the  latest 
date  to  which  we  could  well  carry  him  would  be  the  month  of  August 
12G1  76  ;  but  this  must  be  considered  doubtful  in  view  of  the  dates 
of  his  son's  signatures. 

William  II  must  have  been  succeeded  by  his  son  Neso  ;  the  con- 
nexion is  indisputable.  Neso's  attestation  occurs  in  connexion  with  a 
series  of  Newbattle  charters  showing  the  devolution  of  some  land  held 
of  the  Knights  Templars  at  "  Govcrton "  (Gourton,  Midlothian). 
Throughout  he  is  designated  as  miles,  and  in  two  of  the  charters  he  signs 
along  with  a  William  "de  Huturhusc."77  The  charters  are  given  in 
correct  order  and  might  be  dated  125G — 1280.78  How  long  Neso  lived 
I  cannot  say.  We  have  a  William  de  Ramsay,  miles,  who  attests 
two  charters  in  12(58.79  But  this  man  might  as  well  belong  to  Auchter- 
house as  Dalhousie. 

In  fact,  another  William  Ramsay  might  almost  be  intercalated 
at  this  period  in  either  family,  and  we  do  not  reach  firm  ground  till 
we  come  to  William  de  Rammesay  of  the  Ragman  Roll,  miles,  who 
swore  allegiance  to  Edward  I  at  Berwick  on  the  28th  August  1296.80 
Apparently  he  rendered  homage  both  for  Dalhousie  in  Midlothian 
and  for  Foulden  in  Berwickshire.81 

On  the  24th  May  1297  a  message,  being  evidently  an  invitation  to 
serve  with  the  English  army  in  Flanders,  was  to  be  delivered  to  William 
of  Dalwolsy82;  his  name  appears  among  the  signatories  of  the  cele- 
brated letter  of  the  Scottish  Magnates  to  the  Pope  in  1320  83  ;  and  he 
may  have  been  the  William  de  Ramishay,  miles,  who  attested  a  charter

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by  William  of  Lewingston,  dominus,  of  Gorgyn  (Gorgie),  Thursday 
before  the  Annunciation  (24th  March)  1 327-28.** 

As  the  successor  of  this  William  Ramsay  of  the  Ragman  Roll  the 
Peerages  with  one  accord  give  us  the  heroic  Alexander,  who  took  such 
active  part  in  the  liberation  of  the  country  ;  who,  in  an  evil  hour  for 
himself  was  made  Sheriff  of  Teviotdale,  and,  in  consequence,  in  1312 
fell  a  victim  to  the  ferocious  jealousy  of  William  Douglas,  the  Knight 
of  Liddesdale.85  Alexander  probably  passed  with  the  chroniclers 
as  the  head  of  the  family  because  he  took  such  a  leading  part  in  the 
war  ;  but  in  Scotland,  in  troublous  times,  the  head  of  the  family  was 
not  always  the  most  conspicuous  in  action.  This  Alexander  never 
was  laird  of  Dalhousie,  but  he  became  laird  of  Hawthornden  and 
Carnock.  He  was  the  younger  brother  of  another  William,  say  William 
IV,  whom  I  take  for  our  next  Dalhousie. 

This  man  must  have  succeeded  before  1341,  because  we  have  a  charter 
by  David  II,  dated  at  "Are,"  11th  November,  "anno  xiii "  (i.e., 
1311),  confirming  a  grant  by  William  de  Ramissay,  Knight,  to  Alisandre 
de  Ramissay  his  brother  of  the  lands  of  "  Kernock."86  From  this 
we  further  learn  that  Carnock  was  already  a  Dalhousie  possession. 
Alexander  had  received  a  royal  charter  of  Hawthornden  about  the  time 
that  he  had  the  grant  of  Carnock  from  his  brother,87  but  Carnock  was 
the  style  by  which  he  went.  This  man  must  be  identified  with  the 
Alexander  de  Ramissay  who  witnesses  a  charter  by  David  II,  dated 
11th  August  1311, 88  and  perhaps  with  the  man  of  the  same  name  not 
styled  miles  who  attests  a  charter  by  John  of  Graham,  lord  of  Dal- 
keith, confirming  a  grant  to  Newbattle  Abbey  made  by  Peter  of  Graham. 
The  other  witnesses  are  Patrick  Dunbar,  Earl'of  March  (1309— 1368)  ; 
Alexander  de  Seton  ;  William  de  Levyngston  ;  William  de  Abrenithyn  ; 
and  David  de  Wemyss,  all  knights.89 

William  IV  was  presumably  the  man  taken  prisoner  at  Neville's 
Cross,  17th  October  1310,  along  with  three  kinsmen,  all  bearers  of 
the  name  of  Ramsay.90 

Parallel  to  this  William  Ramsay  of  Dalhousie  we  have  another  William 
de  Ramyssav,  styled  of  Fouldcn,  and  found  serving  on  garrison  duty 
on  the  English  side.  Of  his  parentage  I  have  found  nothing.  But 
we  have  the  plain  fact  before  us  that  only  one  generation  earlier  (accor- 
ding to  the  current  pedigrees)  both  Dalhousie  and  Fouldcn  were  held 
by  one  man,  William  of  the  Ragman  Roll.  Now  we  have  the 
two  properties  divided  between  two  Williams,  both  Ramsays. 
It  seems  hard  to  suppose  that  William  of  the  Ragman  Roll 
had  two  sons  both  of  the  name  of  William.     Surely  we  ought

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to  raise  up  a  lost  laird  of  Dalhousie,  son  of  William  of  the  Ragman  Roll 
to  be  father  of  our  William  IV,  with  a  brother  to  be  father  of  our  William 
of  Foulden.  On  this  supposition,  William  of  the  Ragman  Roll  would 
have  divided  Dalhousie  and  Foulden  between  his  two  sons,  from  whom 
the  properties  would  have  descended  to  the  two  parallel  Williams. 
Be  this  as  it  may  have  been,  from  1335  to  1337  William  Ramsay  of 
Foulden  was  serving  with  two  esquire  men-at-arms  in  Edinburgh 
Castle  91  ;  he  was  still  in  the  English  service  in  1342,  when  he  may 
have  been  transferred  from  Edinburgh,  which  had  been  recovered  by 
the  Scots,  to  Stirling.  He  received  from  the  English  100  marks  for  the 
damage  done  to  his  Berwickshire  lands  by  the  Scots.92  But,  as  if  to 
show  the  distracted  state  of  Scotland  and  Scottish  parties,  it  was  at 
this  very  time  that  Alexander  Ramsay  of  Carnock  and  llawthornden 
was  wresting  Roxburgh  Castle  from  the  English  ;  but,  by  April  1345, 
presumably  in  connexion  with  the  movement  that  ended  in  the  un- 
fortunate battle  of  Neville's  Cross,  William  of  Foulden  had  gone  over 
to  the  national  side,  and  in  consequence  had  his  lands — already  wasted 
by  the  Scots — now  declared  entirely  forfeit  by  the  English,  while  in 
January  1346-7,  evidently  in  t  he  course  of  the  raid  t  hrough  the  southern 
counties  undertaken  by  the  English  after  Neville's  Cross,  he  fell  into 
their  hands  and  was  sent  to  the  Tower,  eventually  however  to  be  allowed 
to  ransom  himself.93  I  take  him  to  be  the  William  Ramsay  who, 
on  the  5th  October  1357,  signed  the  treaty  for  the  liberation  of  King 
David  11.  The  lands  of  Dalhousie  at  that  time  were  in  the  hands 
of  a  Patrick,  as  we  next  find. 

This  man  Patrick  was  the  son  of  William  IV  ;  here  we  get  a  definite 
link.  We  have  a  charter  by  Patrick  de  Ramesey,  knight,  lord  of 
Dalwolsy,  granting  a  How  of  water  from  the  "  stokpond  "  on  the 
South  Esk  to  the  Abbot  of  Ne  what  tie  for  the  good  of  the  souls  of  the 
Earl  of  March,  of  his  own  wife  Margaret,  and  of  all  ancestors.  There 
is  no  date,  but  the  witnesses  are  William  de  Douglas,  lord  of  Lyddes- 
daile,  Patrick  de  Graeme,  and  .John  de  Preston,  knights.  'This  Douglas 
of  Liddesdale  is  said  to  have  died  in  1353  ;  that  his  signature  should 
appear  in  a  Ramsay  charter  alter  t  he  events  of  1342  seems  astonishing. 
The  next  act  that  I  find  recorded  of  this  Patrick  de  Ramesay,  lord 
of  Dalwolsy,  is  a  grant  of  the  milmmlm  of  the  church  of  Cokperi,  along 
with  some  land,  to  New  battle,  lor  the  benefit  of  the  souls  of  King 
David,  of  himself  and  his  wife  Margaret,  of  his  father  and  mother, 
and  of  his  uncle  Alexander  de  Ramesay  ;  this  charter  bears  date  the 
11th  November  1357.  The  witnesses  are  Patrick,  Earl  of  March; 
William  de  Vaux,  lord  of  "Drylton"  (Dirleton)  ;  and  the  grantor's 
brother,  Dominus  William  de  Ramesey,  SherilT of  Midlothian.94  Patrick, 
however,  under  circumstances  of  which  I  can  give  no  account,  took 
t  he  extraordinary  slep,  as  it.  must  seem  to  us,  of  surrendering  Dalhousie

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to  his  cousin  Alexander,  son  of  the  deceased  Alexander  of  Carnock,  and 
that  although  he  had  a  son  of  his  own  by  name  James,  to  be  passed  over, 
as  well  as  himself.  This  we  learn  from  the  confirmation  charter  granted 
by  David  II  on  the  15th  June,  anno  xxxviii  (i.e.,  1367).  By  this  arrange- 
ment, failing  heirs  of  the  body  of  Alexander,  the  barony  of 
Dalhousic  was  limited  to  revert  to  the  heirs  of  the  body  of  James, 
Patrick's  son.95  Alter  his  resignation  of  Dalhousic  Patrick  was  styled 
"  of  Keryngton  "  (Carrington  in  Midlothian).90  Here  we  get  yet  another 
notice  of  a  Dalhousic  possession.  Above  we  had  Patrick's  charter 
of  1357  attested  by  his  brother  William,  Sheriff  of  Midlothian. 
With  respect  to  this  man  I  have  a  valuable  note  from  Mr.  Maitland 
Thomson  interesting  as  showing  correctly  the  devolution  of  Nether 
Liberton,  the  course  of  which  estate  has  been  misstated.  Mr. 
Thomson  identifies  this  William  Ramsay,  Sheriff  of  Midlothian, 
with  the  man  of  the  same  name  who  had  about  the  year  13-16 
a  royal  charter  of  the  lands  of  Inverleith  (Robertson's  Index)  ; 
also  a  pension  of  £'20  (9th  September  1362),  and  a  grant  to  himself 
and  his  wife  Agnes  of  the  lands  of  Nether  Liberton  (24th  October 
1369,  Reg.  Mag.  Sig.).  In  this  last  charter  and  in  the  Exchequer  Roll 
of  1361  he  is  styled  "of  Dalwolsy,"  but  not  Dominus  de  Dalwolsy. 
He  may  have  been  so  called  as  being  one  of  the  family,  to  distinguish 
him  from  some  other  Ramsay  not  of  the  Dalhousic  branch.  On  the 
10th  April  1384,  as  William  Ramsay  of  Inverleith,  Knight,  he  sold 
Nether  Liberton  to  Adam  Forester  of  Corsterphine,  while  later  in  the 
year  he  resigned  Inverleith  to  Robert  II,  who  granted  it  to  his  son 
David,  2nd  July,  anno  xiv,  i.e.,  1384.  Rut  in  1102  Inverleith  had 
passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Toures  family,  as  among  the  prisoners 
taken  at  Homildon  we  have  John  of  Toures  "  of  Inverleith  "  97 ;  "  and  by 
the  Toures  family  the  property  was  held  till  the  seventeenth  century." 
In  Douglas'  Peerage  William  Ramsay,  the  Sheriff  of  Midlothian,  is 
confounded  with  our  own  William  V,  and  the  latter  is  also  given  as 
the  grantee  of  Nether  Liberton  and  of  the  pension  of  £20.  Of  William 
Ramsay  the  Sheriff  we  find  that  he  had  charge  of  the  arrangements 
for  the  journey  of  David  II  on  his  return  from  a  visit  to  England  in 

To  return  to  the  main  branch  of  the  family.  Patrick  Ramsay 
of  Dalhousic  was  duly  succeeded  by  his  cousin  Alexander,  son  of 
Alexander  of  Carnock.  Alexander  confirms  the  grant,  above  noticed, 
made  by  Patrick,  of  the  How  of  water  from  the  Soutliesk  ;  he  does  this 
for  the  benefit  of  the  souls  of  himself,  of  his  wife  Katherine,  and  of  his 
father  Alexander  buried  at  Newbattle.  There  is  no  date,  but  among 
the  witnesses  are  William,  Earl  of  Douglas  (1358 — 1384)  ;  James  de 
Duglas  de  Dalket  ;  and  his  bother  Henry,  both  knights.  One  is  glad 
to  learn  that  the  Knight,  of  Liihlemlale  had  t  he  grace  to  allow  his  victim 
to  be  turicdin  the  [amity  vault."    This  Alexander  fought  at  Ottcrburn

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1388,  along  with  a  brother  John,100  and  eventually  fell  at  Homildon, 
14th  September  1  H)2.101  When  he  succeeded  to  Dalhousie  he  must 
have  resigned  Carnoek,  as  among  flic  prisoners  of  Homildon  wc  have 
John  Ramsay  "  of  U re n nock."102  He  may  have  been  Alexander's  brother 
or  son  of  the  disinherited  James  of  13(57. 

With  the  fifteenth  century  we  get  into  smoother  waters,  and  the 
succession  of  the  lairds  of  Dalhousie  in  outline  seems  fairly  made  out. 
Following  Alexander,  who  fell  at  Homildon,  we  have  a  Robert  Ramsay, 
lord  of  Dalwolsy,  attesting  charters  respectively  dated  27th  Februarv 
1416-17,  and  3rd  January  1426-7.103 

Then  comes  another  Alexander,  lord  of  Dalhousie,  say  Alexander  II, 
and  he  signs  on  the  8th  December  1440 104  In  1456  we  have  Dalhousie, 
Carrington  and  Foulden  settled  by  this  same  Alexander  on  himself 
and  his  grandson  Alexander  and  the  heirs  male  of  the  grandson,  whom 
failing,  the  lands  to  devolve  on  Robert,  the  laird's  second  son  and  his 
heirs  105  From  this  Robert  the  Ramsays  of  Whitehill  are  believed  to 
be  descended  ;  we  may  also  notice  that  Foulden  had  again  reverted 
to  the  head  of  the  family. 

Alexander  III,  the  grandson,  succeeded  to  Dalhousie  before  1458, 
when,  as  superior  of  Carnoek  he  received  a  surrender  of  the  same  from 
Janet  Ramsay,  heiress  of  "  Kernock,"  and  again  granted  the  same 
to  David  Lindsay,  Janet's  husband,  who  became  afterwards  the  second 
Lord  Lindsay  of  the  Byres.100  This  .Janet  must  have  been  heiress 
of  the  John  Ramsay  of  Carnoek  of  whom  wc  heard  in  1102.  Mr.  Mait- 
land  Thomson  writes,  "  these  charters  prove  that  the  Ramsays  of  Car- 
noek were  the  same  as  the  Ramsays  of  Pitoruarie."  On  the  18th  May 
1481,  Alexander  III  granted  Cockpen  to  his  cousin  Robert  Ramsay 
of  Flmeristen  107 ;  he  himself  died  before  the  19th  March  1482-3,  when 
the  wardship  of  his  son  was  found  to  appertain  to  the  King.108 

Alexander  Ramsay  IV  then  came  into  possession,  and,  to  keep  up 
the  martial  traditions  of  his  house,  fought  and  fell  at  Flodden,  9th  Sep- 
tember 1513.  I  can)'  on  the  line  for  two  more  generations  in  order  to 
bring  in  two  men,  one  a  soldier  of  fortune,  clearly  connected  with 
Dalhousie,  the  other  a  man  whose  ancestry  is  not  so  free  from  doubt 
but  who  deserves  notice  as  the  reputed  founder  of  numerous  families 
of  Ramsay  name  still  settled  in  Sweden,  Finland  and  Russia.  Trans- 
planting from  Scotland  to  Northern  Europe  in  the  sixteenth  century 
would  seem  to  have  stimulated  the  fertility  of  the  race  quite  as  much 
as  transplanting  from  Huntingdon  to  Scotland  had  stimulated  it 
in  the  twelfth  century.  With  plenty  of  land  to  conquer  or  occupy, 
the  Ramsays  abroad  sprang  up  with  mushroom  rapidity.

ttcofgf!  Ramsay  howovtfr  must  have  been  of  age  by  the  .  20th  May 
Ir>'.'S,  when  he  was  admitted  to  Dalliousie  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father.110 
lie  died  2nd  Decenibei  1580  (will  omtmned  26th  June  1581)111  He 
is  given  four  sons  and  six  daughters.  The  eldest,  who  succeeded  him, 
was  named  John.  All  the  daughters  are  said  to  have  been  married, 
the  youngest  one  in  January  1571 -2.112  The  tradition  of  the  Ramsay 
families  settled  in  the  North  of  Europe  claims  as  their  common  ancestor 
one  John  Ramsay,  who  died  in  his  hundredth  year  in  1651.  He  is 
represented  as  a  younger  son  of  the  house  of  Dalliousie,  who  in  his  youth 
had  to  haive  Scotland  on  account  of  religious  or  political  troubles. 
Having  embraced  Reformation  views  lie  went  over  to  France  about 
the  year  1572,  being  about,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  but  the  French 
Huguenots  boilld  give  him  no  support,  and  he  made  his  way  to  Finland, 
where  he  found  employment  for  his  sword  in  border  warfare  between 
Sweden  and  Russia  ;  he  was  t  wice  married  to  Finnish  ladies,  acquired 
a  considerable  extent  of  property,  and,  settling  in  Sweden,  had  eight 
sons  and  two  daughters. 

With  all  the  evidence  t  hal  we  have  oft  he  intercourse  between  Scotland 
and  Sweden  in  the  sixteenth  century113  we  could  hardly  accept  the  view 
that  this  .John  was  the  ancestor  of  ;ill  the  families  of  Ramsay  name  set- 
tled there,  but  he  may  have  been  the  first  of  them,  and  so  became  their 
epontifoos.  With  respect  to  his  parentage,  as  he  died  in  his  hundredth 
year,  1051,  he  must  have  been  born  in  1550  or  1551.  It  is  suggested 
that  he  was  the  youngest  son  of  George  I.  and  that  being  in  disgrace, 
and  having  abandoned  his  home,  his  mime  was  passed  over  in  the  family 
records.  George  I  stood  by  Queen  Alary,  and  was  one  of  the  barons 
who  signed  tin;  celebrated  declaration  in  her  favour  of  the  7th  May 
15G8.  In  157'J  John  would  be  twenty  years  of  age,  and,  in  that  same 
year  1572,  George's  youngest  daughter  was  married.  George  therefore 
might  well  lane  had  a  son  twenty  years  old.  A  difficulty  no  doubt 
arises  from  the  fact  that  George  already  had  a  son  John  who  came  after 
him,  but  that  circumstance'  need  not  be  regarded  as  conclusive  against 
my  suggestion,  because  the  occurrence  of  the:  same  name  twice  in  one 
family  is  not  uncommon  in  Scottish  history.  Altogether,  I  think  that 
John  Ramsay,  the  progenitor  claimed  by  the  Swedish,  Finnish  and 
Russian  Ramsays,  has  a  fair  claim  to  be  placed  on  the  Dalhousie 
roll 114  ;  that  he  was  the  sole  progenitor  of  the  Swedish  Ramsays  may  be

Rut  it  seems  scarcely  possible  that  Oeorge,  a  man  whose  birth  could 
hardly  be  thrown  back  as  far  as  the  year  1500,  would  have  had  a  grand- 
son of  twenty  in  1572. 

The  other  young  Ramsay  whose  pedigree  I  must  now  give  was  also 
of  the  name  of  John.  In  the  year  1623,  following  the  example  set 
to  him  by  his  father  and  others  of  the  name,  as  soldiers  of  fortune,116 
he  was  proposing  to  place  his  sword  at  the  disposal  of  Gustavus  Adolphus 
the  King  of  Sweden,  and  as  an  indispensable  preliminary  had  to  procure 
a  certificate  of  the  noble  birth  required  for  such  service.  Accordingly, 
on  the  28th  and  30tli  Mareh  a  memorial  or  letter  addressed  to  all 
"  kings,  princes,  rulers,  etc.,  and  specially  to  the  most  mighty  and 
serene  Prince  Gustavus  Adolphus,  King  of  the  Swedes,  Goths  and 
Vandals,"  was  drawn  up,  testifying  to  his  descent  for  the  requisite 
three  generations  on  either  side.  His  father  was  Alexander  Ramsay 
and  his  mother  Matilda  Annand,  daughter  of  Andrew  Annand  of  Persic  ; 
Alexander's  father  was  William  Ramsay,  and  his  mother  .Janet  Lindsay 
of  EdzeH  ;  William's  f  it  her  was  Alexander  Ramsay,  and  his  mother 
Janet  Guthrie,  daughter  of  William  Guthrie  of  Hilton.  Alexander's 
father  was  "  Dalhousie,"  either  George  I  or  Nicholas,  each  of  whom  had 
a  younger  son  of  the  name  of  Alexander.  The  certificate  extends  to 
the  ancestry  of  John's  mother.  She  was  Matilda  Annand;  her  mother, 
the  wife  of  Andrew  Annand,  was  Helen  Strachan,  daughter  of  Robert 
Strachan  of  Brigton  ;  and  her  grandmother,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Annand, 
was  Catherine  Rait  of  Kallgrcne.  The  document  is  signed  by  David 
|  Lindsay],  Bishop  of  Breeliin,  Patrick  Lindsay  his  olficial,  and  the 
Common  Councils  of  Brechin  and  Dundee,  and  by  representatives 
of  every  family  named  in  the  pedigree  including  "Ramsay  de  Dal- 
housie "  (George  II.  the  first  Lord  Ramsay),  George  Ramsay  of  BamfT 
(brother  of  Gilbc.t  I  the  laiVd),  Gilbert  Ramsay  of  Balmain,  Alexander 
Ramsay  of  Arbikie,  John  Ramsay  of  Ogil,  John  Ramsay  of  Balna- 
breieh,  Henry  Ramsay  of  Ardownie,  and  the  lairds  of  Edzell,  Brigton, 
IVrsie,  etc.110  The  testimonial  incidentally  tells  us  that  the  late  Alex- 
ander I'anisay,  the  father  of  young  John,  had  been  distinguished  as 
a  captain  on  the  Royal  side  in  the  Civil  War,  and  in  particular  that 
he  had  stormed  a  fortified  Breton  castle,  "  arcem  Britanne  dunensem 
munitissimam  expityifctwt"  The  civil  war  would  be  the  War  of  the 
Catholic  League  against  Henry  IV  of  France,  and  Alexander  Ramsay 
may  have  held  a  commission  in  the  forces  sent  by  Elizabeth  to  Britanny 
in  1592  to  support  the  Huguenot  cause.  But  I  cannot  identify  the 
Breton  castle  stormed  by  Alexander.

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AUCHTERHOUSE. 

The  liistory  of  the  Ramsays  of  Aucliterhouse  involves  going  over 
some  of  our  ground  a  second  time.  The  place  seems  first  to  appear 
as  the  seat  of  a  family  of  importance  in  the  Newbattle  charter,  No. 

which  we  dated  1233 — 123(5,  where  William  de  Hutyrhuse,  lord 
of  Cockpen,  signs  along  with  William  de  Ramessay  of  Dalwussy,  the 
first  so  styled.  Cockpen  has  been  seen  to  have  been  a  distinctly  Dal- 
housic  possession,  usually  held  by  a  cadet  of  the  family,  while  we  shall 
iind  the  Shrievalty  of  Forfarshire  long  held  honourably  by  the  Ramsays 
of  Aucliterhouse.  Obviously  connected  with  Forfarshire,  if  not  ex- 
pressly with  Aucliterhouse.  was  the  William  de  Raniesay,  knight, 
Sheriff  of  Forfar,  who  attests  a  charter  in  the  St.  Andrews  collection 
(j).  284),  which  slum  Id  be  dated  before  1251,  being  attested  by  A. 
|  Abel  j  as  Archdeacon  of  St.  Andrews,  whereas  he  became  Bishop  of 
St.  Andrews  in  that  year.117  But  it  does  not  seem  too  rash  to  identify 
this  William  Ramsey,  knight,  the  Sheriii  of  Angus,  with  the  William 
Ramsay,  knight,  of  lluturhuse,  of  the  Newbattle  charter  (xxii),  which 
we  dated  between  1255  and  1261,  treating  him  as  the  successor,  possibly 
the  son,  of  the  man  of  the  Newbattle  charter,  No.  35.  We  found  in 
the  Newbattle  charter,  No.  xxii,  strong  grounds  for  holding  that  the 
William  of  Aucliterhouse,  laird  of  Cockpen,  of  the  Newbattle  charter 
No.  35,  was  in  fact  a  Ramsay,  and  that  not  only  Cockpen  but  perhaps 
Aucliterhouse  also  were  held  under  grants  from  the  head  of  the  family. 
Now  we  seem  to  have  Cockpen,  Aucliterhouse  and  the  Shrievalty  of 
Forfar  in  addition,  all  in  the  hands  of  a  Ramsay,  but  not  the  hands 
of  the  laird  of  Dalhousie. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  perplexing  number  of  Ramsays  of  knightly 
rank  bearing  the  Christian  name  of  William  to  be  found  about  this 
time,  who  should  belong  either  to  Dalhousie  or  Aucliterhouse.  Thus 
we  have  a  Dominus  William  de  Raines',  who  along  with  his  wife 
Elisabeth  received  a  grant  of  the  lands  of  "  Wymeth  "  (Woolmet, 
Midlothian)  from  J.  [John],  Abbot  of  Dunfermline.118  This  John  was 
Abbot,  1252 — 12515,  and  this  William  might  be  identified  with  either 
of  the  two  men  of  the  same  name  parties  to  the  Newbattle  charter,  No. 
xxii  (sec  above).  But  with  Nos.  xv  and  xyi  in  the  same  collection 
we  undoubtedly  have  two  of  the  parties  to  No.  xxii  again  brought  before 
us.  We  have  William  de  Huturchus,  knight,  signing  along  with  Nessus 
de  Rameseye,  obviously  our  friend  Neso,  son  of  William  II  of  Dal- 
housie;. These  Newbattle  charters,  xv,  xvi,  xvii  and  xviii,  form,  as 
already  stated,  a  consecutive  series,  given  in  correct  chronological  order, 
all  dealing  with  lands  at  Gourtoft  (Midlothian),  held  under  the 
Knights  of  the  Temple.  Mr.  Maitland  Thomson  would  date  the  series 
1250—1280  ;  Nos.  xv  and  xvi,  the  earlier  ones,  might  be  dated  1250— 
1200.  I  have  already  spoken  of  the  William  de  Kamesey,  knight, 
who  signs  two  charters  of  the  year  12G8,119  who  might  belong  either

be  assigned.  Again  we  have  to  move  on  to  the  Ragman  Roll  for  a  sure 
stepping-stone,  and  there  we  find  our  next  laird  of  Cockpen,  and  to  all 
appearance  the  laird  of  Auchterhouse  also,  in  the  person  of  Edmund  de 
Ramesev,  miles,  who  swore  allegiance  to  Edward  I  on  the  14th  March 
1295-6.120  He  is  styled  laird  of  Gockpen-  and  we  shall  find  clear  indication 
of  his  being  laird  of  Auchterhouse,  if  not  Sheriff  of  Forfar.  Like  his 
cousin,  the  laird  of  Dalhousie,  Edmund  received  an  invitation  to  serve  in 
Flanders  at  a  shilling  a  day,  knight's  pay.121  Instead  of  going  to  Flanders 
he  joined  the  rising  under  Wallace,  and  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle 
of  Dunbar  27th  April  1296,  but  received  an  order  of  release  dated 
8th  September  1297. 122  In  1305  he  presided  at  a  judicial  inquest  held 
at  Perth  as  to  the  conduct  of  one  Michael  of  "  Miggel  "  (Meigle,  Perth- 
shire), an  alleged  follower  of  Wallace.123  The  assessors  and  witnesses 
were  all  from  places  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Meigle  and  Alyth,  on  the 
borders  of  Perthshire  and  Forfarshire.  As  laird  of  Cockpen  Edmund 
could  hardly  he  called  upon  to  t  ry  such  a  case,  but  t  he,  laird  of  Auchter- 
house might  well  he  required  to  do  so,  more  especially  if  he  was  Sheriff 
of  Forfarshire.  Put  Edmund  was  again  up  and  in  arms,  and  on  the 
20th  February  131  1-12  an  inquest  was  held  as  to  the  lands  of  Edmund 
de  Rameseye,  the  King's  (i.e.,  King  Edward's)  enemy,  when  he  was 
found  owner  of  Cockpen,  formerly  worth  23  marks,  but  then  worth 
only  10  marks.121  The  lands  were  forfeited.  Scotland  was  supposed  to 
be  free,  but  the  Knglish  held  upwards  of  fifteen  of  the  strongest  castles 
in  Scotland,  including  Edinburgh.125 

Edmund  was  apparently  succeeded  by  a  William,  to  whom  Robert 
Bruce  about  the  year  1316  granted  a  charter  of  lands  126  ;  after  him  we 
have  Malcolm  de  Rammesay,  designated  as  "of  Auchterhouse." 127 
In  1335  Cockpen  was  in  hand  through  his  forfeiture  128 — that  would  be 
during  the  brief  ascendancy  of  Edward  Balliol  and  his  "  Disinherited  " 
English  Parous.  When  the  English  were  expelled  Malcolm  appears 
as  Sheriff  of  Angus,  acting  in  conjunction  with  Adam,  Bishop  of 
Brechin.129 

In  April  1359  we  have  Dominus  Robert  de  Ramesay,  Sheriff  of 
Forfar,  rendering  his  accounts  for  two  years.130  lie  appears  as  Sheriff 
again  in  the  accounts  of  1302  and  13(51. 131    lie  must  have  passed  away

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before  the  16th  January  1366-7,  when  the  Shrievalty  of  Forfar  is  found 
in  the  hands  of  Walter  of  Ogilvy.132  Auchterhouse  also,  to  which  the 
Shrievalty  was  appendant,  passed  to  the  Ogilvys  ;  that  it  passed  to 
them  by  marriage  with  a  Ramsay  heiress  is  proved  by  their  quartering 
of  the  Ramsay  arms.  Presumably  Waiter  married  the  daughter 
and  heiress  of  Robert  the  last  Ramsay  of  Auchterhouse,  but  proof  of 
the  fact  appears  to  be  wanting. 

The  parentage  of  Sir  John  Ramsay,  the  favourite  of  James  VI,  by  whom 
he  was  created  Earl  of  Holderness  in  England  and  Viscount  Haddington 
in  Scotland,  has  been  much  disputed.  In  the  Complete  Peerage  he 
appears  as  the  brother  of  George,  the  first  Lord  Ramsay  of  Dalhousie. 
Balfour  Paul  holds  that  he  was  son  of  Robert  Ramsay  of  Wyliecleuch.133 

Yet  another  view  is  that  he  was  sprung  from  a  Ramsay  laird  of 
Cockpen,  a  cadet  of  Dalhousie.  Cockpen,  when  we  first  heard  of  it, 
was  held  with  Auchterhouse  ;  in  later  days  it  was  generally  held  by 
a  cadet  of  Dalhousie. 

With  respect  to  the  first  of  these  views,  I  may  call  attention  to  a 
letter  of  the  26th  August  1622,  sending  an  account  to  London  of  a  serious 
brawl  that  had  nearly  broken  out  between  some  English  and  Scottish 
gentlemen,  in  which  one  of  the  latter  is  simply  referred  to  as  "  Ramsey, 
brother  to  Lord  Haddington."  134  This  designation  could  hardly  sulfice 
for  Lord  Ramsay  of  Dalhousie.

Below  the  above,  and  on  a  neat  and  more  ornamental  white  marble 
tablet  is  inscribed  : —

roebucks  tripp.  Or,  as  many  trefoils  Gules  (Robinson).  The  trefoils 
are  on  the  monument  but  they  were  afterwards  altered  to  quatrefoils. 


On  the  opposite  side  of  the  transept  in  a  shallow  recess  are  two 
other  plain  tablets  to  other  members  of  the  family,  namely  (first  to 
a  younger  son  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Freind)  : —

Who  upon  the  Persecution  of  the  frotestants 
under  Louis  xiv, 
Took  refuge  in  England,  and  was  made 
Prebendary  of  Westminster.) 
She  was  well  born,  and  liberally  educated  ; 
Of  a  Meek,  complying,  obliging  Temper  ;  Conversible, 
Courteous,  Sensible,  Beneficent,  Charitable, 
Pious,  and  adorned  with  all  those  virtues  that 
could  render  a  Conjugal  State  agreeable  and  hap- 
py, or  recommend  an  excellent  Mother  to  the 
Affection  of  her  Children. 
This  short  and  Impartial  Character  of  Her 
was  left  by  one 
Who  was  longest  and  best  acquainted  with  Her. 
She  died  on  Febr.  3,  1758, 
Aged  81  years. 


These  inscriptions  have  been  most  kindly  compared  with  the 
originals  by  the  llev.  Philip  L\  Goldingham>  the  present  Rector  of 
Witney.  They  are  now  on  quite  plain  slabs  of  white  marble, 
no  doubt  their  external  ornaments  and  the  arms  were  omitted  to  be 
set  up  when  they  were  removed  from  the  chancel,  as  alas  is  often  the 
case,  if  indeed  the  monument  does  not  disappear  altogether  in  so-called 
restorations.

[P.C.C.  257,  Busby.]  Robert  Freind,  D.D.,  Canon  of  Christ  Church, 
Oxford.  Will  dated  20  June  1717.  Testator  has  in  the  marriage 
settlement  of  his  daughter  left  to  his  wife  Jane  Freind  most  of  his 
estate  in  land  and  money  ;  also  to  said  wife  the  interest  of  £150,  being 
half  the  £300  bait  to  his  nephew  John  Freind  by  desire  of  testator's 
nciees  Mrs.  Mary  and  Mrs.  Anne  Small  bridge  [sic,  but  should  be  "  Small- 
ridge  "J  for  which  ho  has  their  acknowledgement,  the  interest  being 
£20  per  annum  which  testator  leaves  to  his  grandson  Robert  Freind 
towards  his  liberal  education  at  school  and  at  the  University,  but 
if  he  has  not  such  an  education  then  he  is  to  have  £10  only  and  the  other 
£10  to  six  poor  parishioners  of  Croughton  in  Northamptonshire.  To 
wife  the  furniture  of  the  house  at  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  the  furniture 
of  her  closet  and  bedchamber  at  Witney,  the  furniture  of  her  dressing 
room  in  the  house  lately  testator's  at  Westminster.  He  has  left  so  much 
in  his  wife's  power  because  he  knows  her  so  well,  that  he  is  confident 
she  will  make  the  best  use  of  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  family. 

It  has  been  in  testator's  power  to  have  laid  up  more  and  he  says 
he  has  perhaps  been  too  negligent  in  that  respect.  To  son  William  all 
the  study  of  books  wherever  they  may  be,  and  the  furniture  of  the 
house  at  Witney,  except  what  is  before  given  to  testator's  wife  Jane  ; 
also  the  perpetual  advowson  of  the  Rectory  of  Croughton  in  Northamp- 
tonshire, and  desires  that  this  advowson  may  be  kept  in  the  family. 
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Having  done  something  for  all  his  temthcrs  and  sisters  exeept  Eliza- 
beth, who  has  ilevor  wauled  his  help,  now  leaves  to  her  two  daughters 
Frances  Lloyd  and  Bridget  Dobson,  lk  very  lately  and  I  suppose  now 
living  in  1  > 1 1 1 >  1  i 1 1 , "  £10  each  as  a  remembrance.  To  niece  Lloyd  ill 
Smith  street,  Westminster,  £10,  and  to  her  son  Robert  testator's 
godson,  £10.  To  servant  Simon  Rcverton.  To  the  poor  of  Witney, 
£10.  To  the  pool-  of  Croughton,  £5.  To  be  buried  at  Witney  next 
to  his  son  Charles,  so  that  room  may  be  left  between  testator's  memorial 
ami  the  east  window  lor  another  monument  of  equal  size  with  that 
of  son  Charles,  as  testator  desires  10  lie;  between  his  wile,  and  said  son, 
and  will  leave  copies  of  inscriptions  to  be  placed  on  the  tabids.  There 
are  to  be  six  clergymen  to  hold  up  the  pall,  and  gives  to  each  of  them 
a  ring  and  a  crape  hatband,  and  the  like  to  the  officiating  minister. 
To  the  Dean  and  Canons  of  Christ  Church  each  a  ring.  All  his  writings 
to  be  burned.  To  daughter  Grace  Freind  a  large  gold  medal  of  King 
Charles  the  second  and  the  golden  smelling  bottle.  To  granddaughter 
Elizabeth  Freind  the  ring  set  round  with  white  diamonds.  To  niece 
Jjentley  gold  snuff  box.  Executors,  Wife  Jane  Freind  and  son  the 
Rev.  William  Freind. 

On  the  18th  Sept.  1751  appeared  the  Rev.  William  Freind,  D.D., 
the  son  and  one  of  the  executors,  the  Rev.  Peirson  Lloyd  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Margaret,  Westminster,  in  Middlesex,  clerk,  and  Elizabeth 
Hawkins  of  the  same  place,  widow,  and  made  oath  to  the  handwriting. 
The  Rev,  William  Freind  stated  that  he  received  the  will  from  the  hands 
of  his  mother  Mrs.  Jane  Freind,  widow,  the  other  executor.

Further  administration  7  July  1812  of  the  estate  left  unadministered 
by  the  relict  was  granted  to  the  Rev.  John  Robinson,  heretofore  Freind, 
clerk. 

Further  administration  granted  18  Sept.  1837  to  John  Rogers  Wheeler, 
of  Wokingham,  co.  Berks,  gent.,  the  administrator  named  by  the  Court. 

The  following  epitaph  is  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  Spratt,  Bishop  of 
Rochester,  a  friend  of  the  deceased,  and  is  on  a  large  monument,  with

All  household  goods,  plate,  linen,  books 
ami  pictures  [except  testator's  own  portrait,  those  of  his  wife  and  son, 
the  Bishop  of  Rochester  and  his  son,  and  of  brother  Robert  Preind, 
which  are  in  the  house  in  Town]  are  to  be  sold  and  the  money  realized 
to  be  for  the  use  of  son  John.  Dr.  Robert  Freind,  Mr.  John  Laws, 
and  Capt.  Mordaunt  Cracherode  to  be  executors  and  to  have  £50  each 
for  their  trouble.  To  Mrs.  0.  Clayton  £50,  and  recommends  his  son 
to  her  friendship,  which  testator  most  highly  values.

William  Freind,  clerk,  only  son  of  Robert  Freind, 
D.D.,  and  nephew  of  John  Freind,  M.D.,  deceased,  brother  of  the  said 
Robert,  and  Robert  Freind  eldest  son  and  heir  of  the  said  William 
Freind,  an  infant  aged  between  four  and  live  years  of  age.  The  bill 
of  complaint  shows  that  the  said  John  Freind,  M.D.,  was  seized  of  tiie 
Manor  of  Hiteham,  co.  Bucks,  with  lands,  tenements,  rents,  etc.,  in 
the  parishes  of  Hiteham  and  Taplow,  and  made  his  will  dated  12  March 
1727  and  conlirmcd  it  on  May  1728,  and  thereby  bequeathed  the  said 
manor  and  lands,  etc.,  to  his  son  John  for  his  life,  then  in  trust  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  John  Nicol  and  Mr.  John  Wainwright  for  the  use  of  said  son 
and  his  heirs  in  fail  male  the  elder  before  the  younger,  and  failing  his 
male  issue,  then  to  his  daughters  and  their  heirs  male  in  like  manner, 
and  failing  such,  the  said  trustees  to  pay  £100  each  to  the  testator's 
three  nieces,  Mrs.  Anne,  Mrs.  Harriot  Freind  and  Mrs.  Anne  Delangle, 
and  £100  a  year  to  testator's  brother  Mr.  William  Freind  for  his  life, 
and  £1,000  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Christchurch,  Oxford,  to  found 
an  Anatomy  Lecture  there  ;  then  nephew  Mr.  William  Freind  son  of 
brother  Mr.  Robert  Freind  to  have  the  said  estates,  and  to  his  lawful 
issue  in  tail  male,  failing  such  to  nephew  Charles  Freind  and  to  his 
issue  in  tail  male,  and  failing  his  lawful  issue,  then  the  estates  to  pass 
to  the  Chancellor  t  he  Dean  and  t  he  two  Censors  of  Christchurch,  Oxford, 
to  erect  a  Hospital  in  Oxford  for  poor  sick  people.  The  physician 
to  be  one  of  Christchurch  and  preferably  one  educated  at  Westminster.

The  testator  died  in  1728,  and  his  son  entered  into  possession  but  is 
now  unmarried. 

Action  to  prevent  the  said  John  Freind,  the  son,  from  cutting  down 
timber  and  in  any  way  lessening  the  value  of  the  estate. 
[Part  of  the  document  is  very  much  decayed.'] 

The  next  inscription  is  from  a  monument  in  Burnham  church,  which 
was  erected  by  the  Rev.  William  Freind  [brother  of  the  Rev.  Robert 
Freind,  D.D.,  and  of  John  Freind,  M.D.  and  sometime  M.P.]  to  the 
memory  of  his  wife  and  her  parents.  For  a  corrected  copy  of  this 
inscription  we  are  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  the  present  Vicar  of  Burn- 
ham,  the  Rev.  Thomas  N.  Carter,  M.A.  : —

Arms  at  the  top. — Gules,  a  chevron  Ermine  between-  three  stags'  heads 
caboshed  Or.  Impaling; — Argent,  a  lion  rampant  Sable.  On  the  monu- 
ment the  field  of  the  Freind  arms  is  black,  an  error  due  no  doubt  to 
the  red  lead  used  having  oxidised  and  so  become  black.  The  impaled 
coat  is  not  Glover.  The  above  William  (Mover,  M.A.,  was  presented 
to  the  Vicarage  of  Imrnham  2(itli  February  l(>(u)  by  Mr.  John  llawtrey. 
Hondmen,  William  (Hover  and  Kenjamin  Conquest,  of  St.  Paul's, 
Covent  Garden,  £13  [vide  "  First  Fruits  Composition  Books,"  Public 
Record  Office,  vol.  xxiii,  p.  .'551). 

Appended  is  an  abstract  of  the  will  of  William  Glover,  Vicar  of  Burn- 
ham,  and  also  that  of  his  wife  : —

from  Eton  College,  and  the  lease  held  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
of  a  house  in  St.  Paul's  churchyard  called  the  Red  Lion,  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  relict  .of  Mr.  Henry  Benwick,  and  wife  Mary  to  be  residuary 
legatee  and  executrix.

To  Richard  Capper  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  gent.,  and  to 
son-in-law  John  Garway  of  London,  mercer,  the  house  held  by  lease 
from  Eton  College,  in  trust  to  allow  dau.  Bridget  Freind  to  receive 
the  profits  for  her  life  and  then  to  her  eldest  son  living,  if  no  son  then  to 
her  daughters.  Late  husband  William  Glover,  clerk,  left  by  his  will 
to  said  dau.  Bridget  Freind  £300  which  testatrix  has  paid  to  her  son 
in  law  William  Freind.  Son  Benjamin  Glover  £l!00,  he  giving  a  release 
from  his  claim  on  au  estate  at  Pullox  hill  ill  Bedforsdhire  which  was  given 
to  him  by  his  father's  will.  Testatrix  is  entitled  by  late  husband's  will 
to  a  copyhold  estate  at  Eulham  and  Hammersmith  and  gives  the  same 
estate  to  son  Benjamin  G lover,  also  the  library  of  books  which  belonged 
to  his  late  father,  and  a  gold  seal  ring  which  lias  his  grandfather's  coat 
of  arms  on  it.  Daughter-in-law  Mrs.  Mary  Garway  £800,  and  to  her 
dau.  Ann  Garway  £10  at  her  age  of  18  years.  Goddaughter  Martha 
Burley  of  Reading  in  Berkshire  £10,  to  be  paid  to  her  mother  Mrs.  Mary 
Burley.  To  the  above  Mr.  Capper  and  son-in-law  Mr.  John  Garway 
each  £5  for  a  ring.  Residuary  legatee  and  executrix  dau.  Bridget 
Freind.  Witnesses,  Elizabeth  Capper,  Richard  Capper,  Thomas 
Bridgen. 

Proved  2-1  Dec.  1711. 

The  bequest  to  her  son  Benjamin  of  the  gold  seal  ring  with  the  arms 
of  his  grandfather  is  very  interesting  for  although  it  may  have  been 
that  of  his  paternal  grandfather  it  may  on  the  other  hand  possibly 
have  been  that  of  the  father  of  the  testatrix  and  account  for  the  coat 
impaled  by  Freind  on  the  monument  in  Burnham  church  which,  as 
already  mentioned,  is  not  that  of  any  family  of  Glover. 

Since  the  above  was  written  there  has  come  to  hand  the  will  of  Mary 
Glover  [P.C.C.  33,  Tenison]  dated  4  June  1715.  She  desires  to  be 
buried  near  her  father  in  the  church  of  St.  Edmund  the  King  in  Lombard 
Street.  She  was  at  the  time  of  her  death  of  St.  Clement's,  Eastcheap. 
The  point  of  interest  is  that  she  mentions  more  than  once  her  brother, 
Phillips  Glover,  who  was  her  executor  and  proved  the  will,  being  styled 
of  St.  Benet  Einck,  gent.  Now  the  arms  of  a  family  of  Phillips  were — ■ 
An/.,  a  lion  ramp.  Sa.  collared  and  chiincd  Or.  It  may  very  well  bo  that 
the  collar  and  chain  were  omitted  in  painting  the  monument  or  have 
been  partly  obliterated  and  overlooked  in  copying.  At  least  the  name 
of  Phillips  Glover  is  very  suggestive.  The  father  of  Phillips  Glover 
was  John  Glover,  citizen  and  Ironmonger  of  London,  whose  will,  in 
which  he  names  his  son,  Phillips  Glover,  is  dated  8  May  and  was  proved 
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3  June  1706  ;  and  the  Rev.  William  Glover  in  his  will  above  names 
"Hannah,  dan.  of  late  brother  John  Glover/'  On  the  other  hand, 
this  John  Glover  mentions  no  daughter  Hannah.  This  may  only  be  a 
coincidence  and  certainly  needs  further  proof,  and  we  must  hope  that 
later  more  light  may  be  thrown  on  the  question. 

The  following  abstract  of  the  will  of  Robert  Freind,  the  eldest  son 
of  Dean  Freind  adds  several  items  to  the  pedigree  and  gives  other 
points  of  interest  : — 

[ P.C.C.  134,  Collins. |  Robert  Freind,  late  of  the  Middle  Temple, 
and  now  of  Portland  Street  in  St.  Mary  le  Bone  in  Middlesex,  Esqre. 
Will  dated  29  June  1776.  The  Manor  of  Hitcliam  cum  Dorney  in 
Buckinghamshire,  with  the  capital  messuage,  gardens,  etc.,  at  Hitcham, 
with  all  other  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments,  etc.,  in  the  parishes 
of  Hitcham,  liurnham  and  Taplow  or  elsewhere  to  Sir  John  Russell 
of  Chequers  in  Buckinghamshire  Bart.,  and  to  Morris  Robinson  of 
Lincoln's  Inn  Fields  in  .Middlesex,  Esq.,  in  trust  for  testator's  wife 
Sarah  Freind  who  is  to  have  yearly  lor  her  lite  £210  out  of  the  said 
lands  ;  and  to  uncle  William  Ivobinson  of  Conduit  street  in  St.  George's, 
Hanover  Square,  Esq.,  and  Thomas  Charles  Bigge  of  Benton  House 
in  Northumberland,  Esq.,  for  further  trusts  for  ninety  nine  years,  lor 
the  use  of  testator's  eldest  son,  with  remainder  in  tail  male  to  the  second, 
third  and  any  other  sons,  the  elder  before  the  younger,  with  remainder, 
failing  male  issue,  to  his  daughters  in  like  manner,  with  remainder 
over  to  his  brother  the  Rev.  William  Maximilian  Freind,1  clerk,  in  tail 
male,  with  remainder  in  like  manner  to  the  brother  of  testator,  the 
Rev.  John  Freind  [afterward  Robinson |,  clerk,  and  failing  his  issue 
then  in  like  manner  to  testator's  sister  Elizabeth  wife  of  Duncan  Camp- 
bell, Esqre.,  and  her  issue.  Late  father  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  Freind, 
Dean  of  Canterbury  left  to  testator  £500  on  the  death  of  his  mother 
Mrs.  Grace  Freind,  which  £500  testator  bequeathed  to  his  sister  Elizabeth 
Campbell. 

Codicil  dated  -1  Dec.  1779.    Trustee  William  Robinson  is  now  Sir 
William  Robinson,  ami  contains  sundry  minor  alterations. 
Proved  18  March  1780. 
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The  following  entries  are  written  on  a  loose  sheet  of  paper,  which 
evidently  once  formed  the  fly-leaf  of  a  Bible,  as  it  bears  the  words, 
"  The  Family  Testament,  or  History  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,"  and  the  date  mdcclxii.  It  is  in  the  possession  of  Miss  Mary 
Alexa  Campbell,  of  Fernlea,  Cupar  Road,  Newport-on-Tay,  who  states 
that  it  refers  to  her  ancestors.     I  have  thought  it  worth  publishing

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in  order  to  preserve  a  record  of  it.  The  careful  statement  in  each 
case  as  to  the  age  of  the  moon  is  unique  in  my  experience.  Possibly 
William  Campbell  was  an  amateur  astronomer.

Miss  M.  A.  Campbell  gives  some  further  information  in  regard  to  the 
above  family,  as  follows  : — 

The  father  of  the  above  children  was  a  son  of  a  William  Campbell, 
who  was  a  tutor3  in  the  family  of  Douglas  of  Cavers  and  married  Ann 
Douglas  of  Cavers,  who  thus  became  the  mother  of  the  original  owner 
of  the  Bible. 

Of  the  children  detailed  above,  Janet  was  never  married  ;  Anne 
married  William  Byres  ;  and  Elizabeth  married  Robert  McKay.  John 
died  in  New  York  ;  and  William  Douglas  (the  youngest)  went  to 
Australia. 

Alexander  was  married  at  Banff,  16  June  1792,  to  Elizabeth  Dick, 
who  died  in  Edinburgh  in  August  1834.  He  was  an  Officer  of  Excise 
in  Scotland,  and  from  him  Miss  Campbell  herself  descends.

Brooke — Cobham. — In  the  State  Papers  there  is  a  letter  from  Lord 
Cobham  (Lord  Warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports)  to  Lord  Burghley,  5  Sep. 
1571  :— 

"  Captayne  Keyes  ys  departyd — I  pray  let  me  entreat  you  to  recomynd 
my  younger  brother  Thomas  unto  yt — trewlye  he  ys  right  honest  and 
can  do  ryght  well  for  that  he  ys  my  Id.  of  lecester's  servaynt.  I  have  also 
advertised  (?)  unto  him  to  sue  to  your  highness.  I  shall  do  very  .  .  .  . 
shame  and  envy  if  any  other  be  preferred  unto  it,  being  under  my 
charge." 

Captain  Keyes,  the  late  Sergeant  Porter,  who  secretly  married  the 
Lady  Mary  Grey,  was  Captain  of  Sandgate  Castle,  within  the  Cinque 
Ports,  and  died  Sep.  1571.  Probably  the  letter  was  written  by  Lord 
Cobham  as  Lord  Warden  to  obtain  the  post  of  Captain  for  his  brother 
Thomas. 

I  understand  this  Thomas  to  be  the  eighth  son  of  George  Lord 
Cobham  and  Anne  Bray — referred  to  in  his  father's  will,  31  March 
1552,  as  his  "son  Thomas  the  younger  of  that  name."  1  wish  to 
ascertain  if  Thomas  Brooke  obtained  the  appointment  in  succession  to 
Keyes.    In  1574  John  Warde  appears  as  Captain. 

Does  the  following  refer  to  Brooke? — "Buried  atCliffe  at Hoo,26Dec. 
1592,  Anne  Cobham,  wife  of  Thomas  Cobham,  gent."  (Arch.  Cant.,  vol. 
xi,  p.  157).

Removal  of  Armorial  Bearings  in  Cape  Colony,  1814. — The 
following  facts  may  be  of  some  interest  to  the  readers  of  The 
Genealogist.  One  hundred  years  ago  the  Governor  of  the  Cape 
Colony,  Sir  John  Francis  Cradock,  ordered  to  be  taken  down  certain 
armorial  bearings  placed  in  front  of  the  offices  of  the  different  country 
magistrates.  These  arms  had  been  put  up  at  the  command  of  the 
Commissioner  General,  J.  A.  de  Mist,  who  had  been  sent  out  by  the 
Batavian  Government  to  receive  the  Colony  from  the  hands  of  the 
English  in  1803.  They  represented  the  armorial  insignia  of  the 
previous  Cape  Governors  after  whom  these  places  had  been  named, 
e.(j.,  Tulbagh,  Swellendam,  Stellenboseh,  after  Governors  Tulbagh, 
Swellengrebel  and  van  der  Stel  respectively.  The  Government 
Advertisement,    which     is    dated    the    14  th    January,   1814,  says, 

"  And  although  His   Excellency  is  disposed   to  pay  every 

testimony  of  respect  to  the  distinguished  and  Patriotic  Persons  who 
have  held  the  high  stations  in  those  Districts,  still  he  conceives  that 
no  other  Arms  and  Insignias,  but  those  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
England,  can  be  allowed  in  such  Situations  ;  and  that  the  present 
usage  is  quite  derogatory  to  the  genera)  dignity  of  Government." 
He  therefore  ordered  His  Majesty's  Arms  to  be  placed  ;  in  the  most 
conspicuous  place  in  front  of  each  magistrate's  otlice.

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NOTES  ON  THE   FAMILY  OF  SWYNNERTON. 
By  the  llov.  Ciiaklks  Swynnerton,  F.S.A. 

In  tliis  paper  I  propose  to  treat  firstly  of  the  unknown  wife  of  Sir. 
Roger  de  Swynnerton,  Knight,  Constable  of  the  Tower  of  London, 
and  Knight  Banneret,  who  was  summoned  to  Parliament  by  writ, 
20th  December  1337,  and  secondly,  of  the  Descent  of  William,  Lord 
of  Swynnerton,  1123  to  1  129. 

I. 

One  of  the  points  left  undetermined  in  Staffordshire  Historical 
Collections,  vol.  vii,  is  the  identity  of  Sir  Roger  de  Swynnerton's  wife, 
the  mother  of  his  children.  We  know  her  name,  at  any  rate  the  name 
of  his  widow,  was  Maud.  I  identify  her  with  a  daughter  of  Sir  Robert 
de  Haughton,  Kt.,  of  Haughton,  close  to  Swynnerton,  and  of  other 
manors  both  in  Staffordshire  and  in  Shropshire.  This  family  of 
high  descent  were  in  their  time  very  distinguished.  An  account  of 
them  will  be  found  in  Eyton's  Shropshire. 

Sir  Robert  de  Haughton  died,  probably  in  Scotland,  in  1303,1  leaving 
a  son  and  heir  Thomas,  found  by  Inquisition  to  be  then  eighteen  years 
of  age,  having  been  born  on  28th  August  128G.2  Sir  Roger  de  Swynner- 
ton probably  came  of  age  in  1303,  so  that  he  must  have  been  senior 
to  Thomas  de  Haughton  by  sonic  four  or  five  years. 

The  evidence  for  my  opinion  that  Sir 'Roger  de  Swynnerton's  wife 
Maud  was  a  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  de  Haughton  and  a  sister  of  Sir 
Thomas  de  Haughton  will  appear  from  the  following  extracts  from 
rolls  and  deeds  : — 

1.  In  a  test-clause  of  a  charter  of  JohndeSwynnertonofTsewa.il, 
dated  8  Edward  II  (131  1),  we  find  the  names  of  these  three  knights 
in  order  as  princ  ipal  witnesses  :  John  de  Ilastang,  Roger  de  Swynnerton 
(first  cousins),  and  Thomas  d,'k  Halgiiton.3 

2.  In  a  certain  indenture  or  bond  of  Sir  Roger  de  Swynnerton 
executed  for  the  purpose  of  securing  neighbourly  behaviour  from  his 
persistent  enemy  Sir  Vivian  de  Standen  the  leading  name  on  the  list 
of  recognitors  is  that  of  Thomas  de  Halthton,  Kt.  The  deed  bears 
date  Swynnerton,  12th  July  1322.4 

3.  When  Sir  Thomas  de  Haughton  surrendered  to  justice  on  a 
charge  of  homicide  on  the  Thursday  next  before  St.  Gregory's  day 
(March),  132G,  his  principal  bail  was  Sir  Roger  de  Swynnerton.5

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4.  When  Roger  de  Swynnerton  travelled  to  Essex  for  the  purpose 
of  witnessing  an  important  settlement  in  the  interests  of  Eleanor  de 
Lovayn,  relict  of  John  Lord  Ferrers  of  Chartley,  and  formerly  wife  of 
William  Bagot  of  the  Hyde,  co.  Stafford,  he  is  accompanied  on  his 
journey  by  Sir  Thomas  de  Haughton,  Kt.,  who  brings  with  him  his 
own  tenant  at  Knightley.  The  names  of  the  witnesses  in  order  are  these, 
Thomas  de  Lovayn  and  Walter  Bagot,  Knights  of  co.  Essex,  and 
Thomas  de  Halghton,  Roger  de  Swinnerton,  and  Robert  de  Knite- 
leie,  Knights  of  co.  Stafford,  and  the  date  of  the  instrument  written 
at  Stebbing  was  3rd  May  132G.6 

5.  In  July  1324,  Roger  de  Swynnerton  the  younger,  eldest  son  and 
heir  of  Sir  Roger  de  Swynnerton,  Kt.,  had  the  misfortune  to  kill  a 
man  of  some  note  in  the  land.  It  was  not  an  ordinary  homicide  like 
most  of  those  of  that  turbulent  reign.  It  was  aggravated  by  the  fact 
that  his  victim  was  a  King's  officer,  a  royal  forester  of  Cannock,  and  that 
he  was  killed  when  in  the  exercise  of  his  oiE.ce.  The  whole  story  is 
given  in  the  Pleas,  and  it  is  worth  telling  here,  both  as  part  of  my 
evidence  and  as  illustrating  the  conditions  of  life  at  that  period. 

The  murdered  man's  name  was  William  le  Lou,  or  the  Wolf,  apparently 
the  only  son  and  heir  of  Sir  William  de  lierlaston,  Knight.  It  was  his 
misfortune  to  have  incurred  the  deadly  hatred  of  Sir  Thomas  de 
Haughton.  On  the  night  of  Tuesday  before  the  feast  of  St.  Peter-ad- 
vincula  (August  1st)  he  was  on  duty  in  the  forest  of  Cannock,  when  he 
found  one  William  de  Wetwood,  I  think  an  Eccleshall  man  and  a  tenant 
of  Haughton,  coming  apparently  from  the  forest  by  the  way  leading 
to  the  village  of  Hopwas,  and  he  challenged  him.  At  that  moment 
Roger  de  Swynnerton  the  younger  came  on  the  scene  and  falling  on 
William  le  Wolf  immediately  killed  him,  in  which  deed  of  violence 
he  was  aided  and  abetted  by  William  de  Wet  wood.  Then  they  lied, 
lint  it  was  a  woeful  night's  work  lor  both  of  them,  for  tin;  King  at  once 
issued  a  writ  of  enquiry,  and  the  appointed  Commissioners  ordered  the 
arrest  of  both  the  malefactors.  What  became  of  Wetwood  does  not 
appear — he  was  probably  hanged.  But  Roger  de  Swynnerton  threw 
himself  on  the  King's  grace  (and  was  there  ever  a  more  forgiving  King 
than  lOdward  II  (),  and  backed  by  the  powerful  influence  of  his  fat  her, 
who  was  high  in  the  royal  favour,  he  compounded  his  offence  by  under- 
taking to  provide  sureties  before  Lord  Richard  Damory,  Steward  of 
the  King's  Household,  to  serve  in  Aquitaine.  He  was  ordered  to  join 
the  expedition  of  John  Warren,  Earl  of  Surrey,  who  sailed  for  Aquitaine 
on  or  about  St.  Mark's  day,  25th  April  132f),  with  a  hundred  men- 
at-arms,  a  fleet  of  fourscore  sail  and  an  auxiliary  fleet  of  forty  store- 
ships.7    Nor  was  lie  unaccompanied  by  other  Staffordshire  men  who  had

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also  broken  the  laws,  for  with  him  sailed  his  first  cousin  John  de  Swyn- 
nerton  of  Isewall,  John  and  Philip  de  Ipstones  and  Thomas  the  brother 
of  Sir  William  Wither,  Knight.  On  arrival  at  Aquitaine  he  was  detached 
for  service  to  the  retinue  of  the  Seneschall,  Sir  Ralph  Basset  of  Drayton, 
a  great  captain,  and  a  connection  of  the  family,  and  under  him  he 
probably  saw  some  active  service.8 

Meanwhile  the  Sheriff  had  been  hunting  for  him  (or  not,  as  the  case 
may  be)  and  just  after  his  departure  his  father's  attorney  and  cousin 
Richard  de  Peshall,9  on  the  quindene  of  Easter,  1325,  answered  for  him 
before  the  King  (coram  Regem  if  sum),  producing  in  open  court  the 
King's  letters  patent  dated  from  Winchester  the  2nd  of  May  1325, 
pardoning  Roger  son  of  Roger  de  Swynnerton  for  all  felonies  committed 
before  the  feast  of  Christmas.10    So  Roger  was  quit  of  the  King's  writ. 

At  this  time  the  King's  own  affairs  were  rapidly  waxing  desperate. 
John  Warren  must  have  come  home  before  August,  1325,  because  in 
that  month  he  went  over  to  France  with  Edmund,  Karl  of  Kent,  on 
the  King's  urgent  business,  and  Roger  de  Swynnerton  with  many 
others  returned  from  Aquitaine  with  him. 

It  seems  as  if  the  friends  of  William  the  Wolf  must  have  discovered 
a  flaw  in  the  former  proceedings,  because  soon  after  his  arrival  in  England 
Roger,  and  not  only  Roger  but  Sir  Thomas  de  Haughton,  too,  were 
ordered  to  be  arrested  on  the  capital  charge  by  a  Bench  of  Justices 
specially  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  disorders  everywhere  prevailing 
in  co.  Stafford,  and  it  was  testified  that  Roger  de  Swynnerton  had 
committed  the  crime  at  the  instigation  of  Thomas  de  Haughton,  knight, 
who  had  sent  him  to  perpetrate  the  said  felony.11 

Sir  Thomas  de  Haughton  surrendered,  but,  as  above  observed, 
was  released  on  the  security  of  Sir  Roger  de  Swynnerton,  Knight, 
and  of  others  his  friends. 

At  last,  on  the  Friday  before  the  feast  of  St.  Margaret,  July  132G, 
both  the  accused  appeared  before  the  justices  at  Tamworth.  Roger 
de  Swynnerton's  defence  was  that  the  king  had  pardoned  him  on  the 
conditions  above-stated  for  all  felonies  committed  by  him  before 
( •hrisl  i uas,  I  32  I ,  and  he  produced  the  King's  letters  patent  to  that  effect , 
dated  from  Beaulieu  the  18th  April  1325.  He  also  produced  the 
King's  (Hose  Writ  addressed  to  the  Justices,  dated  Westminster  the 
30th  June  1326,  stating  that  the  King  had  heard  from  his  beloved  and 
faithful  Ralph  Basset  of  Drayton  how  that  the  said  Roger  son  of  Roger 
had  served  in  his  retinue  in  the  Duchy  of  Aquitaine  from  the  time  of 
the  arrival  of  John  Warren,  Earl  of  Surrey,  in  those  parts  until  the  said 
Earl's  return.  But  here  the  Justices  interposed,  pointing  out  a  serious 
discrepancy  in  the  indictment  which  affirmed  that  the  felony  had  been 
committed  after  the  Christmas  Day  named  in  the  King's  writ,  so  that 
the  Letters  of  Pardon  would  not  avail  him.    Whereupon  Roger  declared

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that  notwithstanding  the  wording  of  the  indictment  which  fixed  the 
date  of  the  felony  about  the  feast  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul  in  the  eighteenth 
year  (which  would  be  the  29th  June  1325),  William  le  Waif,  for  whose 
death  he  was  arraigned,  was  certainly  not  alive  at  the  Christinas  named 
in  the  King's  pardon,  and  he  appealed  to  a  jury  on  that  point.  So 
twelve  jurymen  were  summoned  and  the  verdict  of  the  twelve  was 
that  t  he  man  was  not  alive  on  the  Christmas  Day  of  1321,  but  that  he 
had  died  about  the  time  of  the  preceding  feast  of  St.  reter-ad-vincula, 
that  is  to  say  about  1st  August  1324.  This  testimony  being  conclusive, 
Roger  son  of  Roger  was  then  acquitted  by  the  King's  grace.  And 
because  he  was  acquitted,  therefore  Thomas  de  Haulton,  Knight, 
taken  for  aiding  and  abetting  him  in  the  commission  of  the  felony, 
was  by  order  of  the  Justices  set  at  liberty  too.12 

So  ended  this  luckless  affair,  which  stirred  up  for  Roger  a  host  of 
foes  and  formed,  I  believe,  the  source  of  whatever  trouble  or  malady 
it  was  which  cut  him  off  in  the  flower  of  his  days.  But  the  point  to  be 
insisted  on  hen;  is  this  :  Roger  de  Swynnerton  the  younger  was  at 
the  time  of  this  disaster  a  mere  youth,  perhaps  hardly  of  age,  while 
verging  on  forty  was  Sir  Thomas  de  Haughton.  What  was  the  source 
of  his  influence  over  the  younger  man  ?  Granted  that  he  was  his  uncle, 
his  mother's  brother,  the  head  of  her  paternal  family,  and  the  mystery 
explains  itself. 

0.  Another  pertinent  piece  of  evidence  comes  from  the  Close 
Rolls.  It  is  a  deed  enrolled,  bearing  date  the  8th  of  May, 
2  Edward  III  (1328).  Therein  John  de  Mowbray  confirms  and  extends 
a  grant  of  his  mother  Alina  de  Braose,  Lady  of  the  Honour  of  Bramber, 
conferring  certain  lands  on  Sir  Richard  de  Peshale,  Knight,  then,  or 
soon  to  be,  her  second  husband.  The  deed  teems  with  historical 
interest,  but  we  can  only  use  it  here  for  our  immediate  purpose.  The 
whole  of  the  persons  mentioned  were  connected  by  many  ties  one  with 
another.  For  besides  the  Mowbrays,  mother  and  son,  and  Sir  Richard 
do  lVshale,  alias  de  Whet  hales,  by  paternal  descent  a  Swynnerton, 
there  were  these  tour  knightly  witnesses  to  the  instrument  :  "  Sir 
Roger  de  Swynnerton,  the  father,  Sir  Roger  de  Swynnerton,  the  son, 
Sir  Thomas  i)E  Halghton,  Sir  William  Trussel,  and  Sir  Edmund 
Trussel." 

Of  these  witnesses  the  last  two  doubtless  signed  on  behalf  of  John 
do  Mowbray,  who  in  another  deed  calls  Sir  Edmund  Trussel  "  his 
bachelor  "  ;  but  as  these  Trussels  had  assumed  at  that  period  the 
Swynnerton  cross  flory  differenced  red  instead  of  sable,  there  was 
doubtless  a  marriage  between  the  two  families  to  account  for  this  fact. 
And  certainly  Roger  de  Swynnerton,  at  the  time  a  trusted  servant 
of  f  lu1  King,  would  scarcely  have  risked  life  and  fortune  by  assisting 
William  Trussel  of  Nuthurst,  the  King's  enemy  and  rebel,  to  escape 
beyond  the  seas  as  he  did  after  the  battle  of  Boroughbridgc  in  the  year 
1323,  unless  bound  to  him  by  intimate  ties  of  kindred  or' of  marriage. 
As  to  the  other  three  witnesses  to  the  deed,  they  must  have  signed  as

representing  Richard  de  Peshale,  which  knight  was  Roger  de  Swynner- 
ton's  cousin,  of  the  same  paternal  descent,  sprung  from  the  same  paternal 
great-grandfather,  Sir  John  de  Swynnerton,  temp.  Henry  III.  On 
him  Alina  de  Mowbray  was  soon  to  be  conferred,  if  she  was  not  already 
married  to  him,  by,  I  think,  Sir  Roger  de  Swynnerton  the  father,  to 
whom  the  King  granted  what  pertained  to  him  of  the  marriage  of 
Alina  late  wife  of  John  de.  Mowbray,  tenant-in-chief,  on  the  28th  October 
1328  (Put.  Rolls,  2  Edw.  3,  R.O.). 

7.  In  1310,  on  1st  July,  when  Sir  Roger  de  Swynnerton  the  elder 
had  been  dead  two  years,  when  his  eldest  son  Roger  was  also  dead, 
and  when  his  second  son  Robert,  a  priest,  who  had  been  Dean  of  Stallord, 
was  lord  of  Swynnerton,  Sir  Thomas  de  Haughton  and  Margaret  his 
wife  levied  a  fine  to  settle  certain  of  their  lands  on  themselves  for  life 
with  remainder  to  their  children  in  order,  etc.,  and  the  man  they  selected 
as  their  principal  agent  in  the  fine  and  recovery  was  Robert  de  Swyn- 
nerton.13 

8.  In  the  year  13-18,  some  twelve  months  or  so  before  his  death 
(from  plague),  Sir  Robert  de  Swynnerton,  priest,  conferred  on  his 
younger  brother  Humphrey  his  manors  of  La  Desiree,  and  Badenhall 
in  Kccleshall,  and  also  Hi  [cot  in  the  same  parish,  which  he  had  lately 
acquired  from  his  cousin  Sir  John  Hustling  of  Chebsey,  Knight,  and  the 
principal  witness  chosen  for  his  deed  was  Thomas  de  Ualghton, 
Knight.14 

9.  To  a  lease  of  Isewell  in  the  Manor  of  Eceleshall  granted  by  Sir 
Thomas  de  Swynnerton,  Knight,  Sir  Roger's  third  son,  then  lord  of 
Swynnerton,  to  Sir  James  de  Pype,  in  25  Edward  HI  (1351),  the  two 
principal  witnesses  are  Thomas  de  Haluohton,  Knight,  and  bis  son

10.  To  a  deed  of  Ralph,  the  good  Earl  Stafford,  K.(J.,  conferring 
lands  on  (he  Priory  of  St.  Thomas  of  Stallord,  dated  at  Ins  manor  of 
"'La  Hyde"  the  Friday  next  after  St.  Gregory's  day  (12th  March) 
1353,  the  principal  witnesses  in  order  are  Thomas  de  1 1  a  lkctiion, 
Thomas  dk  Swynnkrtdn,  and  Nicholas  de  Heck,  Knights.10 

All  ( hese  four  nuMi,  I  lie  grantor  Ralph  de  Stallord  and  his  three  knights 
were  connected  by  ties  of  kinship  or  of  alliance  one  with  the  other. 
Thus,  Nicholas  de  Beck  had  married  Joan,  a  daughter  of  Ralph  Earl 
Stallord,  Joan's  daughter  Elizabeth  was  betrothed  to  Thomas  de  Swyn- 
nerton's  son  and  heir  Robert,  and  (as  I  contend)  Thomas  de  Haughton 
was  Thomas  de  Swynnerton's  maternal  uncle. 

11.  There  is  a  deed  in  the  Stallord  Chartulary  at  Blithfield,  or 
rather  an  abstract  of  a  deed,  dated  35  Edward  III  (1361),  referred  to 
by  Canon  the  Hon.  Gr.  Bridgeman  in  his  History  of  the  Sivt/nncrtons. 
By  this  deed  William  de  Swynnkkton,  who  according  to  Chctwynd 
and  other  StalTordshire  authorities  was  tin;  second  son  of  Sir  Thomas

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de  Swynnerton,  Knight,  of  Swynnerton,  and  with  him  his  wife  Philippa 
concedes  to  Ralph  Earl  of  Stafford  all  their  tenement  in  the  vill  of  the 
castle  of  Stafford.  Those  who  witness  the  deed  are  Robert  de  Halugh- 
ton,  Nicholas  de  Beke,  and  William  de  Chetwynd,  Knights,  with  others.17 
Here  I  pause  to  remark  on  the  persons  named  in  this  deed.  The 
two  principal  witnesses  are  knights  holding  of  Ralf,  Earl  of  Stafford, 
and  there  is  nothing  surprising  in  finding  them  in  the  test-clause.  But 
apart  from  this,  Robert  de  Halughton,  the  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  de 
Haughton,  who  was  still  surviving,  could  only  have  witnessed  in  the 
principal  place  as  a  near  relation  of  the  grantor  William  de  Swynnerton. 
And  so  also  Nicholas  deBeck  was  father-in-law  to  Robert  de  Swynnerton, 
William's  elder  brother,  while  at  the  same  time  he  was  son-in-law  of 
the  grantee.  Thus  one  grantor  and  the  grantee  were  both  represented 
in  the  witness-clause.  But  the  land  was  originally  not  William's, 
but  Philippa's,  not  the  husband's  but  the  wife's.  The  third  witness 
therefore,  namely  William  de  Chetwynd,  the  third  son  of  Sir  Philip 
de  Chetwynd  of  Ingestre,  and  heir  to  his  elder  brothers  Sir  Philip 
de  Chetwynd  and  Sir  Ralph  de  Chetwynd  then  deceased,  must  have  been 
Philippa's  representative  in  the  test-clause.  How  then  did  he  stand 
related  to  her  ?  I  cannot  avoid  the  conclusion  that  he  was  her  brother. 
But  this  is  digression.  The  important  fact  is  the  attestation  of  Robert 
de  Halughton. 

12.  Sensible  men  and  women  are  swayed  by  solid  reasons  when 
naming  their  children.  If  Sir  Robert  de  Haughton  who  died  in  Scotland 
in  1303  had  a  daughter  Maud  and  she  had  married  Sir  Roger  de  Swyn- 
nerton she  would  as  a  loyal  wife  have  her  first-born  son  named  Roger 
too.  And  so  he  was.  But  to  her  second  she  would  desire  to  give 
her  own  father's  name  and  call  him  Robert,  which  she  did.  And  to  her 
next  she  would  like  to  give  her  knightly  brother's  name  and  call  him 
Thomas,  which  she  did.  Her  other  sons,  John,  Richard,  Stephen, 
bore  names  of  paternal  ancestors.  On  the  other  hand,  her  husband's 
maternal  grandfather  was  also  Robert — a  de  Hastang  of  a  line  second 
to  none — and  he  had  a  Hastang  cousin,  a  Sir  Thomas  too.  The  argu- 
ment need  not.  be  pressed,  but  the  balance  turns  in  favour  of  the  Haugh- 
fons,  and  of  the  theory  advanced  in  this  paper. 

13.  Enough  has  been  quoted  to  show  how  intimate  was  the  relation- 
ship between  the  two  families,  and  I  now  come  to  the  crowning  argument 
of  all. 

In  the  William  Salt  Library  at  Stafford  there  is  a  book  of  Seals  and 
Anns  from  Original  Sources,  drawn  up  in  the  seventeenth  century. 
Among  them  there  is  an  abstract  of  a  deed  which  is  worded  thus  : 
Carta  Matildis  de  Swinnerton  relictae  Dili.  Rogeri  de  Swinnerton  in  qua 
fatetur  ne  recipisse  de  Dno.  Jaeobo  de  Stafford  10  Marc.  etc.  Dai.  a  pud, 
Swinnerton  Anno  prima  Edw.  III. 

Now  Sir  Roger  de  Swynnerton  did  not  decease  before  1'2  Edward  III, 
and  his  son  and  heir  Roger  was  still  living  in  0  Edward  111.,  The  date 
given  therefore  is  possibly  an  error.    We  know  that  Maud  de  Swynner-

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ton  was  her  husband's  principal  executor,  the  others  being  Nicholas 
de  Swynnerton  her  brother-in-law,  and  Richard  the  Prior  of  Stone, 
also  no  doubt  a  near  relative.  As  executrix,  seated  at  Swynnerton, 
she  no  doubt  was  calling  in  all  moneys  due  to  the  estate,  and  among 
them  there  had  been  a  debt  of  James  de  Stafford.  This  also  we  know, 
for  on  18th  March  132(5  James  de  Stafford,  with  William  de  Stafford 
the  elder,  William  Stafford  the  younger,  and  certain  others  acknowledged 
that  they  owed  Roger  de  Swynnerton  80  marks,18  and  payments  were 
made  very  tardily  in  those  days.  At  any  rate,  appended  to  the  deed 
we  find  a  tricked  seal  displaying  party  per  pale  the  Swinnerton  arms 
a  cross  flory  undifferenced  on  the  sinister  side,  and  on  a  bend  three  eagles 
displayed  on  the  dexter.  And  this  was  undoubtedly  Maud  de  Swyn- 
nerton's  own  private  personal  seal.  It  was  not  unusual  for  ladies  to 
marshal  their  arms  on  a  shield,  and  it  was  not  unusual  for  them  to 
marshal  their  paternal  arms  on  the  dexter  side,  especially  if,  as  in  this 
case,  t  he  family  of  the  femme  had  by  descent  a  position  of  greater  dignity 
in  respect  of  extent  of  feudal  tenure  than  that  of  the  baron.  This  is 
an  interesting  example  in  point  of  that  occasional  usage.  What  Staff  ord- 
shire family  then  bore  those  insignia  ?  An  old  roll  of  arms  of  the  latter 
part  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I  tells  us  they  were  the  arms  of  the  Ilaugh- 
tons  :  (Argent)  "  Une  bend  (Gules)  et  iii  egles  (dor)."19 

This  evidence  finds  corroboration  in  the  rolls  of  arms  in  MS.  in  the 
British  Museum,  lately  edited  by  Mr.  Josiah  Wedgwood  in  the  1914 
volume  of  Staffordshire  Collections.  In  one  of  these  rolls,  c.  1288-91, 
we  have  Robert  de  Halweton  (Haughton)  :  Argent,  on  a  bend  Gules 
three  eagles,  Or.  In  another  roll  (Lansdowne  MS.  855)  we  find  nine 
Staffordshire  men  entered  erroneously  under  Cambridgeshire.  Among 
them  appears  Sire  Robert  de  Haloutone  (Haughton),  de  Argent  a  una 
hemic  de  go  ides  e  iij  egles  de  Or.  (Staffordshire  Collections  for  1914, 
pp.  281,  287-8. ).20 

We  get  glimpses  of  Maud  de  Swynnerton,  as  residing  at  her  dower- 
manor  at  Acton,  a  member  of  the  Manor  of  Swynnerton,  right  down 
to  the  year  13G5,  when  for  the  last  time  she  obtained  episcopal  license 
for  "the  Lady  Maud  widow  of  Sir  Roger  de  Swynnerton  Knight," 
for  t  wo  years  lo  have  Masses  said  in  her  oratory  at  Acton.21  She  was 
still  surviving  in  13(56,  when  she  is  returned  as  holding  in  dower  one- 
third  part  of  her  deceased  husband's  manor  of  Great  Barrow  in  Cheshire.22 
And  at  Acton  she  probably  died,  and  no  doubt  her  mortal  remains  repose 
somewhere  in  Swinnerton  church.  Her  presumed  brother,  Thomas  de 
Haughton,  Knight,  had  a  similar  Bishop's  licence  for  Masses  in  his 
oratories  in  the  year  1300.23  But  there  was  no  subsequent  renewal 
of  it,  and  like  Thomas  de  Swynnerton  of  Swynnerton,  Maud's  third

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son,  and  like  "John  de  Swynnerton,  son  of  Roger  de  Swynnerton," 
and  Robert  de  Holand  and  John  de  Mowbray  and  John  de  Bromley 
of  Ashley,  and  thousands  of  others,  he  may  have  perished  during  the 
second  great  visitation  of  the  plague  in  1361. 

This  paper  suggests  an  interesting  question,  as  yet  (I  think)  un- 
noticed by  writers  on  old  heraldry. 

We  have  seen  that  Eleanor  de  Ferrers  had  on  her  seal  a  shield  of 
arms  party  per  pale.  So  also  had  Maud  de  Swynnerton  ;  so  also  had 
Margaret  de  ('avers wall,  relict  of  Sir  John  de  Swynnerton  of  Hilton, 
for  at  Hilton  there  is  a  deed  of  hers  dated  the  15th  August,  7  Richard  II 
(1383),  showing  her  husband's  arms  and  her  own  thus  marshalled. 
Planche,  in  his  Pursuivant  of  .Inns,  gives  two  early  examples  of  the  same 
fashion  in  the  arms  of  Eleanor  the  first  wife,  and  in  those  of  Margaret 
the  second  wife  of  Edward  I.  Men  on  the  other  hand  displayed  their 
own  arms  pure  and  simple  on  their  seals.  And  the  question  which  arises 
is,  considering  that  married  ladies  would  naturally  like  to  display 
their  father's  as  well  as  their  husband's  arms,  was  this  mode  of  marshall- 
ing the  double  coat  on  their  seals  and  on  their  robes  of  state  invented 
for  the  use  of  the  ladies,  in  their  interests,  and  for  their  satisfaction  ? 
It  seems  not  unlikely.  Old  heraldry  is  full  of  interesting  problems, 
and  this  is  probably  one  of  them. 

II. 

The  Descent  of  William,  Lord  of  Swynnerton,  1423-1429. 

In  a  preceding  paragraph  (No.  11)1  adduced  evidence  to  show  that 
most  probably  Philippa,  the  wife  Of  a  certain  William  de  Swynnerton 
was  a  daughter  of  Sir  Philip  de  Chetwynd  of  Ingestre,  which  William 
was  a  son  of  Sir  Thomas  de  Swynnerton,  Lord  of  Swynnerton,  who 
died  abroad  in  1 361 -2.  The  records  have  preserved  but  meagre  notices 
of  him. 

In  a  roll  of  about  1350  his  arms  are  mentioned  thus  :  William  de 
Stvt/tuierton  port  a  une  crois  de  Sable  les  bouts  floretes.  It  is  the  same 
William  de  Swynnerton,  no  doubt ,  who  appears  as  one  of  the  defendants 
in  an  assault  ease  brought  bv  the  Prior  of  St.  Thomas,  Stafford,  on 
behalf  of  one  of  his  monks  in  28  M ward  111  (1351).24  In  1373  he  (with 
William  de  Chetwynd)  took  part  in  John  of  G aunt's  ill-starred  march 
from  Calais  to  Bordeaux.26  the  expedition  landing  at  Portsmouth 
after  an  inglorious  campaign  on  the  20th  April  1374. 

In  the  whole  Chetwynd  Cartulary  the  name  Swynnerton  occurs 
only  once,  but  that  was  on  a  very  important  occasion,  and  its  position 
in  the  test-clause  is  that  of  the  highest  possible  honour.  In  45  Ed.  Ill 
(1371)  William  de  Chetwynd  levied  a  tine  for  the  settlement  of  all  his 
lands.  To  this  deed  there  were  seven  witnesses  of  whom  live  were 
knights,  and  the  first  in  precedence  was  Kobert  de  Swynnerton,  Lord 
of  Swynnerton. 2(5    This  fact,  is  remarkable,  proving  how  close  the  re-

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lationship  between  the  two  families  at  that  particular  time  must  have 
been,  a  relationship  which  is  fully  accounted  for  if  we  accept  as  a  fact, 
or  at  least  as  a  strong  probability,  the  match  above  suggested,  that  is 
to  say  a  match  between  Robert  de  Ssvynneiton's  younger  brother 
William  and  a  sister  of  William  de  Chetwynd.  That  her  name,  as  we 
have  seen,  was  Philippa,  a  name  so  common  among  the  Chetwynds, 
strengthens  that  conclusion,  nor  is  t  his  conclusion  less  apparent  when  we 
see  that  the  second  witness  was  Sir  Richard  de  Peshall,  a  Swyimcrlon 
by  descent  in  the-  male  line.  lie  became  hud  of  Chetwynd,  co.  Salop, 
by  his  marriage  wit  h  Joan,  the  heiress  of  Reginald,  son  and  heir  ol  John 
de  Chetwynd  of  Chetwynd,  Knight.  It  was  John  de  Peshall's  younger 
son  Humphrey  who  subsequently  married  Robert  de  Swynnerton's 
daughter  Maud,  a  great  Staffordshire  heiress.27 

Intimate  connection  between  the  two  families  is  further  suggested 
by  the  next  witness  to  the  settlement.  He  was  John  de  Draycote- 
under-Nedewood,  near  which  place  William  de  Chetwynd  held  the 
Manor  of  Gratwich,  and  as  we  shall  see  a  William  de  Swynnerton 
was  one  of  the  Nedewood  Foresters  under  the  Chetwynds  who  were 
knights  and  squires  of  the  household  of  John  of  Gaunt,  to  whom  Need- 
wood  Forest  belonged  as  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster.  Hence,  too, 
the  Chetwynds  were  of  the  party  of  John  of  Gaunt's  son,  afterwards 
Henry  IV,  and  the  Chetwynds  appear  to  have  drawn  with  them  this 
branch  of  the  Swynnertons,  as  we  shall  see,  a  surprising  circumstance, 
contrary  to  all  expectation,  as  the  Swynnertons  had  been  consistently 
loyal  to  the  opposite  party,  namely  that  of  Richard  II. 

William  de  Swynnerton  (I),  the  husband  of  Philippa,  had  a  son 
Humphrey.  This  we  know  from  Rawlinson,  Chetwynd,  Huntbach, 
and  other  old  Stall'ordshire  authorities,  and  this  Humphrey  it  was 
who  was  the  subject  of  a  pardon  in  \  Henry  IV.  It  is  dated  3rd  Novem- 
ber, from  Westminster.  It  was  issued  in  favour  of  Humphrey  de 
Swynerton,  Nicholas  Hunte,  Henry  de  Stokley,  and  Nicholas  Cadshull, 
all  of  them  "  Foresters  of  Nedewood,"  men  who  "  rode  with  the  King 
at  his  last  coming  into  England."  It  concerned  their  forcible  seizure 
of  £101)  Os.  8d.  from  one  William  Standon,  a  servant  of  Richard  II, 
in  the  Ollice  of  Poultry,  and  then  one  of  the  King's  (Henry  IV)  enemies, 
who  in  order  to  levy  the  moneys  which  he  asserted  were  of  the  goods 
of  Richard  II  had  maliciously  delivered  a  bill  in  the  Exchequer.28 

Humphrey  Swynnerton  occurs  again  as  executor  of  the  will  of  Goditha 
of  Kuyghtley  Halle  near  Swynnerton  in  H08  (Easter,  10  Henry  IV).29 

Humphrey  appears  to  have  had  two  sons,  William  and  Richard, 
and  this  William  succeeded  his  cousin  Thomas  de  Swynnerton  in  the 
lordship  of  Swynnerton  bet-ween  1123  and  I  120.  That  "Thomas  de 
Swynerton  of  Swynerton,  armigcr,"  was  surviving  in  the  spring  of 
1123  is  seen  in  a  suit  of  Hilary  term  in  that  year,  in  which  he  is  sued  by 
the  Prior  of  Ronton  for  beating  and  imprisoning  a  monk  named  Roger

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Beche  whom  lie  had  claimed  as  his  villein.30  And  that  William  had 
succeeded  by  1426  is  seen  in  a  suit  of  Hilary  term  of  that  year  in  which 
"  William  Swynerton  of  Swynerton,  Gentilman,  Richard  Swynerton  of 
Swynerton,  Gentilman,  Richard  Uobynson  and  William  Singyhe, 
yomen  of  Swynerton,  Thomas  Dutton  of  Swynerton,  husbondman," 
and  five  others,  were  indicted  for  a  trespass  at  Cotes.31 

William  de  Swynnerton  and  his  wife  Elena  died  both  on  the  same  day, 
eodeni  die,  the  3rd  September  1128,  and  were  buried  in  Swynnerton 
church.  Their  monument,  a  brass,  shows  two  shields,  the  one  bearing 
the  Swynnerton  cross  llory,  the  other  a  saltire  engrailed,  which  was  the 
coat  of  the  Staffordshire  family  of  Trumwyn.  From  this  circumstance 
it  has  been  supposed  that  the  lady  was  of  that  stock.  They  left  a  son 
and  heir,  Humphrey,  concerning  whom  and  his  descendants  the  reader 
is  referred  to  Canon  liridgeman's  history  of  the  family  in  vol.  vii  of 
Staff ordsh ire  Historical  C 'olfactions. 

The  following  amended  pedigree  of  William  de  Swynnerton's  imme- 
diate descent  should  be  substituted  for  that  given  in  the  aforesaid 
History  on  p.  49  : —

In  searching  for  the  English  ancestry  of  Thomas  Levet,  an  early 
settler  of  Exeter  and  Hampton  in  New  England,  certain  evidences 
point  to  a  possible  origin  in  the  Yorkshire  Levetts  of  Normanton  and 
Melton.  Tracing  the  pedigree  of  these  Levetts  has  led  to  some  dis- 
coveries concerning  two  men  of  the  Stuart  period,  whose  lives  perhaps 
deserve  some  special  notice. 

One  of  them,  Thomas  Levet,1  was  the  scion  of  an  ancient  Yorkshire 
family,  an  Oxford  graduate,  a  barrister  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  and  High 
SheriiT  of  Rutlandshire.  The  other,  Richard  Berry,  was  also  an  Oxford 
man,  studied  medicine  at  Padua,  became  a  skilful  practitioner  in  London, 
and  was  a  collateral  ancestor  of  the  Moncktons,  Viscounts  Galway. 

The  parish  of  High  Melton  has  been  exhaustively  treated  by  that 
careful  historian,  Joseph  Hunter,  in  his  "  Deanery  of  Doncaster," 
which  contains  a  pedigree  of  the  Levetts  and  some  notes  on  the  family. 
Their  estates  in  Melton  came  from  a  coheiress  of  Robert  Syward,  who 
married  William  Levett  of  Normanton  near  Wakefield  in  the  early 
years  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  In  the  time  of  Elizabeth  and  James  1 
the  owner  of  this  small  estate  was  Thomas  Levett  of  Melton,  who  had 
also  inherited  other  lands  in  Melton  and  the  neighbourhood  through  the 
marriage  of  his  ancestor  with  the  coheiress  of  William  Wentworth 
of  Sprotborough.  Thomas  Levett  (bapt  ized  at  Melt  on,  24th  October 
1572,  and  buried  there  17th  February  1022-3)  was  a  thrifty  and  pros- 
perous squire.  His  will,  of  which  I  append  an  abstract,  shows  a  care 
for  his  children  and  a  desire  for  their  education: — 

The  Will  of  Thomas  Lisvett  of  High  Melton,  gent.,  7  October 
1622.  I  give  to  my  wife  Elizabeth  £10,  over  and  above  her  portion 
of  my  goods.  To  Thomas  Levet t  my  son  and  heir  apparent  all  glass 
and  seeling  in  or  about  my  house  at  Melton.  To  Ralph  Levitt  my 
second  son  £20,  to  be  paid  within  one  month  after  he  shall  commence 
Maister  of  Arts  in  one  of  the  Universities  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford. 
And  whereas  I  have  a  spetiall  desire  to  have  my  two  younger  sons, 
John  Levett  and  Peter  Levett,  to  be  educated  and  brought  up  at  their 
books,  whereby  they  be  furnished  with  knowledge  and  learning  to 
become  profitable  members  in  Cod's  Church  or  the  commonwealth 
of  this  land  ;  I  do  hereby  pray  and  desire  my  said  wife,  my  eldest  son 
Thomas,  and  my  second  son  Ralfe  to  be  aiding  and  assisting  to  the  said 
John  and  Peter  therein.  And  therefore,  rather  to  allure  them  to  their 
books  and  to  assist  them  in  their  studie,  I  do  bequeath  to  the  said  John 
Levett  £20,  to  be  paid  to  him  wthin  one  month  after  he  shall  take  the 
degree  of  Maister  of  Arts  in  Cam  bridge  or  Oxford.    (Same  bequest

her  portion.  The  bequests  to  my  three  younger  sons  to  be  raised  out 
oi'  hinds  in  Cadeby  purchased  of  Richard  Waterhouse.  If  this  devise 
be  insufficient  in  law,  then  [  do  re(|iiire  my  eldest  son  to  consider  how 
chargeable  his  own  education  hath  been  to  me  and  how  much  to  the 
hindrance  of  his  younger  brethren's  preferment,  and  therefore  I  do  pray 
him  to  give  way  to  this  devise.  My  wife  to  be  executrix.  My  brethren 
Hubert  Mirfin  of  Thurcroft  and  William  Levett  of  Bent  ley  to  be  supra- 
visors.  To  my  good  friend  Henry  Saxton,  cLerke,  10s.,  in  thankful 
remembrance  of  God's  blessing  by  him  as  a  secondary  cause  in  the 
indoctrinating  of  my  children.  Proved  1  May  1023.  (York  Wills, 
vol.  xxxvii,  fo.  231.) 

This  Thomas  Levett  married  at  Laughton-in-le-Morthen  in  1587 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Robert  Mirfin  of  Thurcroft.  Their  children 
(all  born  and  bapt  ized  at  Melton)  were  : — 

1.  Thomas,  born  23rd  July  1594,  of  whom  next. 

2.  Mary,  born  4th  January  1597,  died  young. 

3.  Ralph,  baptized  3rd  June  1000.  Admitted  a  pensioner  at  Chiist's 

College,  Cambridge,  July  1617;  B.A.,  1620-21;  M.A.,  1624; 
ordained  a  deacon  at  York  1624.  Married  at  Bilsby  in  Lincoln- 
shire 25th  January  1631-2,  Anne,  daughter  of  Edward  Hutchin- 
son, of  Alford,  and  sister  of  the  second  wife  of  John  Wheel- 
wright, Vicar  of  Bilsby.  (Wheelwright  came  to  New  England 
in  1636,  became  teacher  of  the  first  church  at  Boston,  founder 
and  first  pastor  of  Exeter,  and  was  afterwards  pastor  of  the 
church  at  Hani], ton.)  In  1635  Ralph  Levet  was  presented  to 
the  rectory  of  Grainsby  in  Lincolnshire.  Here  he  remained 
during  the  Civil  War,  and  here  he  died  in  February  1652,  his 
wife  dying  in  1654.  His  son  i^rancis  (perhaps  named  after 
Mrs.  Le vet's  connection,  Francis  Marbury)  became  Rector 
of  Little  Carlton  in  Lincolnshire. 

4.  John,  baptized  25th  March  1601.    Admitted  at  Christ's  College, 

Cambridge,  1628,  LL.l).,  1633.  Married  1636  Mary,  daughter 
and  coheiress  of  Emanuel  Mote  of  Melton.  We  shall  hear  more 
of  him  in  connection  with  Thomas  Levet  and  Richard  Berry. 
He  was  living  in  1668. 

5.  Jane,  baptized  9th  August  1607.    Married  1627  Andrew  Goodhand 

of  Kirmond-le-mire,  Lincolnshire.  Buried  at  Melton  31st  De- 
cember 1632, 

6.  I'eter,  baptized  2nd  July  1610.    Admitted  at  Christ's  College, 

Cambridge,  1628-9.  B.A.,  1632-3  ;  M.A.,  1636.  Vicar  of 
Cantley  near  Doncaster,  where  he  died  in  1672. 

Thomas  Levet,  the  eldest  son  and  heir,  was  thus  born  in  1594.  He 
matriculated  at  Lincoln  College,  Oxford,  22nd  June .1610,  and  proceeded 
B.A.  8th  February  10.12-13.  For  eight  years  we  know  nothing  of  his 
life,  unless  we  accept  the  statement  of  Brooke  and  Hunter  that  he 
married  a  daughter  of  John  Lindley  of  Leathley  in  Yorkshire.    It  is

certain  tliat  Margaret,  the  daughter  of  John  Lindley,  did  marry  a 
"Thomas  Levit,  Esq./'  who  is  named  as  son-in-law  and  a  supervisor 
in  Lindley's  will,  dated  31st  May  1613  and  proved  SOtli  June  1014. 
As  our  Thomas  Levet  was  but  nineteen  at  the  date  ol  the  will,  I  think 
Margaret  Lindley's  husband  was  another  Thomas  Levett,  of  the  Sussex 
line,  wlip  was  matriculated  at  Magdalen  College,  Oxford,  in  1590, 
aged  14,  B.A.  1595,  and  was  student  at  Gray's  Inn  in  that  year.  This 
Thomas  Levett  was  the  son  of  John  Levett  of  Salehurst  in  Sussex,  just 
across  the  border  from  Woodruff  in  Ebony,  Kent,  where  John  Lindley 
owned  an  estate,  some  of  which  he  settled  before  his  death  on  Thomas 
Levett  and  his  wife.  This  Thomas  Levett  died  at  Broekham  in  East 
Betchworth,  Surrey,  in  1616,  leaving  a  wife  Margaret,  who  is  mentioned 
in  his  will.    (P.C.C.,  Cope  118.) 

If  then  we  may  assume  that  our  Thomas  Levet  did  not  marry  Margaret 
Lindley,  no  further  trace  of  him  occurs  until  in  1621  he  was  entered  as 
a  barrister  at  Lincoln's  Inn  as  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  Levett  of  Melton 
in  Yorkshire,  gent.  My  theory  is  that  during  the  eight  years  after  his 
graduation  at  Oxford,  our  Thomas  Levet,  by  a  marriage  perhaps  un- 
known to  or  disapproved  by  his  own  father,  became  the  father  of 
Thomas  Levet  of  New  England. 

At  all  events,  a  faint  flavour  of  scholarship,  of  romance  and  of  mis- 
fortune hangs  about  our  Thomas  Levet.  He  was  a  friend  of  Roger 
Dodsworth,  the  Yorkshire  antiquary,  whose  voluminous  collections  still 
lie  unpublished  in  the  Bodleian.  With  the  aid  of  1 1  unt er's  "Three 
Catalogues,"  1  have  had  these  collections  searched  for  notes  on 
Levet. 

They  give  no  pedigree  of  Levett,  but  many  notes  on  the  family. 
Volume  exxxv  contains  a  pedigree  of  Mote,  made  from  oral  evidence 
of  Emmanuel  Mote  in  1631,  and  shows  the  marriage  of  Dr.  John  Levet 
to  Mary  Mote.  There  is  also  a  Lindley  pedigree  which  shows  no  eoii- 
neclion  with  Levett.  On  folio  83  appear  notes  in  DodswOrth'.s 
own  hand,  "In  cailis  Tho.  Levett  de  Tixover  in  com.  Hot:  7  Carol! 
1631."  These  give  extracts  from  Syward,  Went  worth  and  Barnlv 
deeds,  but  mention  no  marriage  of  our  Thomas  Levet. 

Eolios  83-84  recite  the  daughters  and  coheiresses  of  William  Went- 
worth  of  Spro  thorough.    They  were  : — 

1.  Isabel,  married  ....  Barker  of  Doore  in  Derbyshire. 

2.  Elizabeth,  married  William  Levett  of  Melton. 

3.  Cecilia,  married  William  Cokayne  of  ITaxey  in  the  Isle  of  Axholme. 

4.  Johanna,  married  Nicholas  Methley  of  Donc:ister. 

This  William  Went  worth  married  Cecilia  ....  and  died  in  1531, 
his  will  being  proved  at  York  llth  November  1531.  lie  had  a  son 
Alexander,  who  predeceased  his  father.  Dodsworth's  suggestions 
as  to  the  parentage  of  'William  Went  worth  were  incorrect,  lie  was, 
I  think,  a  son  of  Richard  Went  wort  h  of  Bret  t  on,  by  his  wife  Isabel, 
daughter  of  William  FitzwiHiam  of  Sprotborough. 

Thomas  Levet  gave  to  Dodswoith  a  Chartulary  of  St.  John  of  Bontc- 
fract,  recently  printed  by  the  Yorkshire  Record  Society.  lie  had 
some  collection  of  Yorkshire  documents,  one  of  which,  concerning 
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Roche  Abbey,  is  quoted  in  Dugdalc's  (rectius  Dodsworth's)  Monasticon, 
as  "  ex  autographo  penes  Tliomani  Levet  nuper  de  Tikesovere  in  Com. 
Rutland." 

Levet  remained  at  Lincoln's  Inn  from  1621  to  1628.  Probably 
at  Oxford  he  had  formed  the  acquaintance  of  Richard  Berry,  of  whom 
we  shall  hear  next,  and  who  also  lived  during  these  years  in  London, 
a  practising  physician  in  Fleet  Street.  A  close  friendship  had  grown 
up  between  the  two  men.  John  Levet,  in  his  answer  to  a  Chancery 
Bill  in  1651,  said  that  Dr.  Berry  "  was  a  great  professor  of  his  love 
to  the  Levets  for  Mr.  Thomas  Levet's  sake,  to  whom  he  did  acknowledge 
himself  behoulden  for  the  greater  part  of  his  fortune."  We  know  that 
the  title  to  several  properties  was  acquired  in  the  joint  names  of  Richard 
Berry  and  Thomas  Levet,  from  1623  to  1633. 

It  may  be  that  these  transactions  had  not  resulted  favourably  to 
the  finances  of  our  Thomas  Levet,  who  had  borrowed  considerable 
sums  from  Dr.  Berry.  About  1626  our  Thomas  Levet  took  a  step 
to  improve  his  financial  condition  by  marrying  Dame  Margaret,  the 
widow  of  Sir  Francis  Leigh,  of  Newnham  Regis  in  Warwickshire, 
father  of  the  Earl  of  Chichester,  then  a  baronet.  This  lady  before 
her  marriage  to  Sir  Francis  Leigh  had  been  the  wife  of  Roger 
Dale  of  Tixover  in  Rutland.  Roger  Dale  was  also  a  lawyer,  and  was 
the  son  of  Robert  Dale  of  Wincle  in  Prestbury,  Cheshire.  He  lived  first 
at  Collyweston,  Northamptonshire,  and  had  been  married  once  or 
twice  before.  His  first  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Tofte 
of  Orlingbury,  and  widow  of  Michael  Lewis  of  Tixover.  She  died  in 
1590.  Probably  the  second  wife  of  Roger  Dale  was  Margaret,  daughter 
of  George  Purefoy  of  Wolverhall  in  Warwickshire,  by  whom  he  had 
several  children  baptized  at  Collyweston.  On  the  register  at  Colly- 
weston in  1601  appears  the  burial  of  Mrs.  Margery  Dale.  Whether  it 
was  Margaret  (Purefoy)  Dale  who  married  secondly  Sir  Francis  Leigh 
and  thirdly  our  Thomas  Levet  is  uncertain,  for  in  Clutterbuck's  Hert- 
fordshire (vol.  ii,  p.  361)  it  is  stated  that  Margaret,  daughter  and  co- 
heiress of  Sir  John  Broekett  of  Brockett's  Hall,  and  first  the  wife 
of  Sir  John  Cutts  of  Childerley  in  Cambridgeshire,  married  secondly 
Roger  Dale  of  Tixover  and  is  buried  beside  her  first  husband  at  Lol- 
worth  in  Cambridgeshire.  The  notes  of  Mr.  Justin  Simpson  on  the 
Dales  in  The  Genealogist  and  the  Reliquary  do  not  clear  up  the  mystery 
of  Roger  Dale's  marriages. 

But,  whether  she  were  Margaret  Purefoy  or  Margaret  Broekett, 
we  know  that  Dame  Margaret  Leigh,  who  married  Thomas  Levet,  had 
been  the  widow  of  Roger  Dale  of  Tixover,  and  was  well-to-do.  Roger 
Dale  had  left  to  her  for  life  the  manor  of  Tixover  and  the  management 
of  his  considerable  estate,  as  appeals  by  his  will,  of  which  an  abstract 
follows  : — 

The  Will  of  Roaicu  Dalk  of  Tekesore  in  the  county  of  Rutland 
esq.  5  November  1622.  To  be  buried  in  the  Church  of  Tekesore. 
Whereas  the  great  extent  of  the  Manors  of  Tekesore  and  Minion  is 
granted  and  assigned  by  Christopher  Vicars  gent,  one  of  the  pages  of 
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J  I.  M.'s  Privy  Chamber  at  my  request  and  to  my  use  to  John  Robyns 
of  Blatherwick  in  the  eo.  of  Northampton  gent,  and  at  my  like  request 
by  him  conveyed  to  St  Edward  Harrington  of  Ridlington  co.  Rutland 
knt.  &  bart.,  Sir  William  Bulstroode  of  Uppingham  in  the  said  co.  of 
Rutland  knt.,  George  Crooke  of  the  Inner  Temple  London  esq.,  Ellis 
lieylc  of  the  same  esq.,  Thomas  Crewe  of  Gray's  Inn  in  the  co.  of 
Middlesex  esq.  and  John  Brocket  of  the  town  of  Wcsthamsted  in  the 
co.  of  Hertford  esq.,  to  such  uses  as  I  the  said  Roger  Dale  by  my 
last  Will  <fe  Testament  appoint.  That  the  said  Manor  by  virtue  of  the 
said  Extent  shall  be  to  the  use  of  my  wife  Margaret  Dale  for  her  life 
according  to  my  writing  thereof  made  to  Francis  Crawley  of  Grays  Inn 
in  lieu  of  the  lease  of  Berysteed  in  Warmington,  Northants  which  I 
sold  to  Mr.  Thomas  Elmcs  by  her  and  Mr.  Crawley's  consent  as  by  his 
deed  of  release  it  may  appear.  And  after*  the  decease  of  my  wife 
then  to  the  use  of  my  son  Roger  Dale  for  the  term  of  his  life  and  after 
his  decease  to  the  first  son  of  my  said  son  and  the  heirs  male  of  the  said 
first  son  and  for  lack  of  such  issue  to  the  second  son  of  my  said  son  and 
his  heirs  and  for  lack  of  such  to  every  other  son  of  said  son  &  their  heirs 
and  for  lack  of  such  issue  then  to  the  use  of  my  second  son  and  so  to  every 
other  son  of  my  body  &  their  heirs  and  for  lack  of  such  issue  then  to 
the  use  of  the  heirs  female  of  my  body  and  for  lack  of  such  to  the  right 
heirs  of  me  during  the  continuance  of  the  extent.  To  my  son  Roger 
Dale  my  close  in  Duddington  tailed  Willkins  Wonge  for  term  of  his 
life  and  after  to  the  first  son  of  his  body  &  their  heirs  with  remainder 
as  aforesaid.  To  my  son  Birkhead  and  his  wife  £50  and  to  his  two 
daughters  my  grand-children  £50  a  piece.  If  my  son  Birkhead  make 
his  wife  a  competant  jointure  as  he  hath  promised  to  do  then  I  will 
the  bond  of  £1000  wherein  he  stands  bound  to  me  shall  be  delivered  to 
him.  To  my  daughter  Anne  Dale  1000  marks  to  be  employed  to 
her  good  until  she  come  to  the  age  of  18  or  be  married.  To  my  daughter 
Frances  £500  to  be  employed  to  her  good  until  she  come  to  age  of  18 
or  be  married.  Whereas  I  stand  bound  to  my  friend  Francis  Crawly 
esq.  in  a  statute  to  leave  my  wife  £500  I  will  she  pay  herself  in  goods 
and  cat  I  ell  or  in  money  owing  to  me.  To  t  he  said  Mr.  Crawley  £5. 
For  that  I  have  not  found  my  son  to  listen  to  my  counsel  but  run 
extrawdinary  courses  to  (lie  displeasure  of  Almighty  God  his  own  hurt 
and  my  discredit  and  the  discredit  of  his  friends  notwithstanding 
I  ever  carried  a  tender  fatherly  care  over  him  to  have  brought  him  up 
in  the  fear  of  God  and  to  have  gotten  understanding  to  have  been  able 
to  have  managed  that  I  should  leave  to  him  and  to  that  end  never  with- 
held that  might  be  for  his  good.  But  finding  my  endeavours  in  vain 
am  now  forced  to  entreat  my  wife  (whom  I  make  sole  executrix)  to 
take  the  manageing  of  my  estate  upon  her  and  by  all  good  means  she 
can  reclaim  my  said  son  from  his  bad  courses  and  to  live  the  residue 
of  his  life  in  the  true  fear  of  God.  And  further  my  Will  is  that  £3000 
shall  be  bestowed  in  lands  and  assured  to  my  said  son  for  life  with  like 
remainders  as  I  have  settled  my  other  lands  in  Tekesore  and  Manton. 
To  my  sister-in-law  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Dale  of  London  widow  £30  in  ieu 
of  four  pictures,  one  chair,  six  stools  and  a  cupboard  I  had  of  her. 
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I  will  that  all  such  bonds  &  writings  as  I  have  of  her  late  husband's 
my  brother  William  be  delivered  to  her.  To  my  sister  E'len  Dawes 
£10.  To  Jane  and  Bennett  Yorke  £50  a  piece.  To  each  of  my  servants 
half  a  year's  wages.  To  Ann  Howlatt.  To  the  poor  of  Teksore. 
To  the  poor  of  Duddington.  My  friends  George  Crooke  esq.  and  Ellis 
Heyle  esq.  overseers,  to  each  of  them  £5.  To  Sir  Thomas  Coventrye 
knt.  H.M.'s  Attorney  General  £10.  To  my  friend  Mr.  Brownlowe 
and  Mr.  John  Harris,  Benchers  of  the  Inner  Temple.  To  my  nephew 
William  Dale  servant  to  my  nephew  Rudyard  towards  his  setting  up 
to  be  paid  when  he  shall  be  a  freeman  of  London.  To  Mr.  Richard 
Mere  the  head  butler  in  the  Inner  Temple.  To  Mr.  Lowe  the  head 
cook.  To  my  servant  Alexander  llumfreys.  Witnesses  :  Nathaniel 
Byrkhead,  Will.  Child,  notary  public,  Alexd.  Humfreys.  Proved  in 
the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  the  27th  day  of  January  1624 
by  Margaret  Dale  relict  and  executrix.    (3  Bijrde.) 

The  Inquisition  Post  mortem  of  Roger  Dale  is  briefly  as  follows  : — 
(Chancery  Inquisitions  Post  Mortem.  Scries  II,  vol.  172, 
No.  106.)  Roger  Dale  of  Tekesore,  esquire.  Inquisition  taken  at 
Uppingham,  co.  Rutland,  23  September  1  Charles  I  (1(525).  One 
William  Kirkhani  of  Finstead,  Northants,  esq.,  seized  of  the  manors 
of  Tekesor  and  Mainton,  co.  Rutland  and  Doddington,  co.  Northants, 
was  adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  of  £31,000  to  the  crown  in  34  Elizabeth. 
Roger  Dale  acquired  (by  transactions  here  recorded)  both  the  crown 
interest  and  Kirkham's  title  in  and  to  the  premises.  Dale  was  also 
seized  of  a  messuage  called  the  White  House,  and  other  tenements 
in  Tekesore  otherwise  Tixover.  By  indenture  dated  19  December 
19  James  I  between  the  said  Roger  Dale  of  the  1st  part,  and  George 
Croke,  now  one  of  the  justices  of  the  Common  Pleas,  and  Francis 
Crawley,  now  sergeant  at  law,  the  said  Roger  made  a  settlement  on 
Margaret,  then  his  wife,  now  Dame  Margaret  Leigh,  and  his  son  Roger. 
He  also  possessed  certain  woodland  in  Doddington  aforesaid,  and 
pasture  in  Nassington,  co.  Northants.  The  said  Roger  Dale  made  his 
will  at  Tekesore  5  Nov.  20  James  I.  He  had  acquired  from  Sir  German 
Poole,  Knight,  by  purchase,  the  manor  of  Counthorpe,  co.  Lincoln 
one-fourth  of  the  manor  of  Castle  Bythatn  and  one-half  of  the  manor 
of  Bytham  Parva  in  the  same  counly.  He  died  at  Tekesore  15  December 
21  James  I  (15th  December  1G23).  Roger  Dale,  his  son  and  heir, 
was  then  aged  25,  and  is  his  only  son  ;  but  he  left  3  daughters  viz. 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Nathaniel  Brickhead,  esquire,  Anne  Dale  and  Frances 
Dale,  all  now  living  at  Tekesore,  as  is  also  the  aforesaid  Dame  Margaret 
Leigh,  widow. 

Roger  Dale  left  a  sou,  also  named  Roger,  born  in  1595,  and  three 
daughters  (1)  Elizabeth,  who  married  Nathaniel  Birkhead  at  Colly - 
weston  in  1605,  (2)  Anne,  and  (3)  Frances.  This  son  Roger  filed  a 
bill  in  Chancery  in  1025  against  Sir  Francis  Leigh  and  Lady  Margaret 
his  wife,  of  which  an  abstract  follows  : — 

2  January  1025.  Your  suppliant  Roger  Dale  Esq.  sonn  &  heire  of 
Roger  Dale  late  of  Tekesore  in  com.  Rutland  deed.    Whereas  the  said 
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Roger  Dale  the  father  did  by  his  will  appoint  that  Margaret  his  then 
wief  &  now  wief  unto  Sir  Francis  Leigh  of  Newnham  Regis,  Kt.,  should 
manage  his  whole  estate  and  further  willed  that  £3000  should  be  assured 
to  your  suppliant  for  lief.  But  how  this  was  assured  to  your  suppliant 
is  unknowne  to  him  by  reason  that  the  said  Sir  Francis  Leigh  and  Mar- 
garett his  wief  have  all  the  deedes  &c.  in  their  hands  and  will  not 
acquaint  your  suppliant  with  the  contents  of  them.  And  whereas 
the  said  Roger  Dale  the  father  left  sufficient  assets  to  discharge  all 
debts  &  legacies  and  £3000  besides  to  purchase  landes  as  in  his  said 
will  is  provided  and  yet  a  great  surplusage  to  remaine  to  his  widow 
for  her  owne  use.  But  so  it  is  that  notwithstanding  the  said  Roger 
Dale  the  father  dyed  above  one  year  since  and  the  said  Lady  Margarett 
might  convenyently  have  bestowed  the  said  £3000  in  good  lands, — 
yet  the  said  Margarett  during  her  widowhood  and  the  said  Sir  Francis 
Leigh  &  Lady  Margarett  his  wief  contrary  to  the  trust  in  her  reposed 
and  to  theutent  that  they  may  make  a  great  gayne  &  benefit  to  them- 
selves have  neglected  and  refused  and  still  doe,  to  pay  out  the  said 
£3000  according  to  the  true  intent  &  meaning  of  the  said  Roger  Dale 
the  father,  and  likewise  refuse  to  allow  your  suppliant  any  maintenance 
to  live  upon.  And  your  suppliant  in  the  lief  tyme  of  his  said  father 
did  mary  one  Margarett  Andrewes,  daughter  and  heire  of  Anthony 
Andrewes  Esq.  deceased,  with  whom  he  had  lands  of  inheritance  in 
Bisbrooke  in  Rutland  of  the  yearly  value  of  £280  :  and  the  said  Roger 
Dale  the  father  because  he  would  have  your  suppliant  to  be  at  his 
dyrection  and  to  relye  wholly  upon  him,  and  yet  not  meaning  to  make 
any  benefit  to  himself  procured  your  suppliant  to  make  a  lease  or  some 
other  estate  to  himself  when  your  suppliant  was  e3rther  wthin  age 
or  els  newly  come  unto  his  age  of  21  years  and  the  said  Roger  Dale 
the  father  took  the  profits  of  the  said  landes  for  seven  years  amounting 
t  »  £2000  at  the  least,  but  always  intended  to  pay  the  said  profits  to  your 
suppliant.  But  the  said  Lady  Margarett  and  Sir  Francis  Leigh  have 
kept  all  the  profitts  and  doe  denye  to  make  any  satisfaction  to  your 
suppliant.  And  whereas  the  said  Margarett  your  suppliants  former 
wief  died  at  Tekesore  about  five  years  since,  then  sojourning  with  your 
suppliants  father  and  left  at  the  house  of  your  suppliants  father  apparell, 
plate  &c.  to  the  value  of  £100  at  the  leaste  wch  in  right  did  belong 
to  your  suppliant.  Notwithstanding  the  said  Ladye  Margarett  the 
mother  did  detayne  and  convert  this  to  her  owne  use.  Prays  for 
subpoena  to  be  dyrected  to  the  said  Sir  Francis  Leigh  and  Lady  Mar- 
garett his  wief.    (Chancery  Proceedings,  Series  TT,  bundle  345,  No.  37.) 

Dame  Margaret  Dale  had  perhaps  been  sought  in  marriage  by  the 
elder  Sir  Francis  Leigh  because  of  her  large  inheritance.  Indeed, 
Sir  Francis,  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  the  daughter  of  Lord  Elles- 
mere,  had  apparently  turned  his  attention  to  rich  widows.  His  second 
marriage  was  at  Stepney  in  1G17  to  Susan,  the  widow  of  Paul  Banning 
of  Little  Bentley  in  Essex.  She  died  in  1023  and  he  then  married 
Margaret,  the  widow  of  Roger  Dale,  in  1021-5.  Sir  Francis  died  in 
August  1025,  and  had  made  a  jointure  for  the  benefit  of  Dame  Margaret, 
which  was  attacked  in  that  year  by  his  son,  Sir  Francis,  in  Chancery 
Proceedings,  of  which  an  abstract  follows  : — 
II 
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(Chancery  Proceedings,  series  II,  bundle  408,  no.  84.)  Sworn  4  Feb. 
1625-6.  The  answer  of  John  Brocket t  the  younger  esq.  def.  to  Sir 
Frauncis  Leigh  knight  and  bait.,  Richard  Hoodc  and  others.  The 
def.  saith  that  about  the  time  in  the  bill  mentioned  a  treaty  of  marriage 
was  had  between  Sir  Frauncis  Leigh  deceased  and  dame  Margaret 
Leigh,  then  Margaret  Dale  widow  of  Roger  Dale  esq.  deceased.  And 
that  Sir  Frauncis  made  great  suit  to  obtain  dame  Margaret's  consent 

to  intermarriage  with  him   And  that  the  said  Sir  Frauncis 

dec.  had  conveyed  the  goods  and  personal  estate  of  her  the  said  dame 
Margaret  to  Mr.  Serjeant  Crawley  and  this  def.  with  others,  but  the 
particulars  dame  Margaret  did  not  then  relate.  But  since,  this  def. 
hath  been  informed  that  it  was  for  the  securing  of  a  jointure  for  her. 

but  he  hath  never  seen  any  of  the  deeds   And  the  def.  denies 

that  Sir  Frauncis  dec,  to  his  knowledge  did  by  writing  under  his  hand 
and  seal  demise  the  manor  of  Withibrooke  lands  etc.  mentioned  in  the 
said  bill  unto  Mr.  Serjeant  Crawley  and  this  def.  and  others  for  21  years 
to  commence  after  the  death  of  Sir  Frauncis  Leigh  deceased. 

(Chancery  Proceedings,  bundle  365,  no.  82.)  The  answer  of  Dame 
Margarett  Leigh  widdowe  def.  to  Sir  Francis  Leigh  knight  and  bart. 
The  def.  saith  that  she  did  not  profess  unto  the  plaintiff's  father  that 
she  had  in  clear  personal  estate  £1000  or  any  other  certain  sum,  but  she 
confesses  that  upon  speeches  had  with  her  said  late  husband  the  com- 
plainants father  before  intermarriage  with  him,  she  acquainted  him 
with  the  value  of  the  inventory  of  the  personal  estate  of  her  former 
husband  Roger  Dale  esq.,  but  could  not  affirm  unto  him  what  therof 
would  come  to  her.    And  she  denies  that  she  promised  £4000  or  any 

other  certain  sum  unto  the  complainants  father   And  she 

denieth  that  she  knoweth  of  any  other  consideration  why  the  com- 
plainant's father  should  make  the  jointure  than  marriage  and  the  love 
and  affection  Sir  Francis  Leigh  her  late  husband  pretended  unto  her 

before  marriage  the  said  complainant  and  his  father  would 

not  confirm  her  jointure   The  said  defendant  without  cause 

given  or  offered  by  her  late  husband  departed  and  lived  far  remote 
from  him  against  his  liking,  her  reason  for  living  far  remote  from  him 

is  given  in  a  former  answer   And  she  denies  that  she  promised 

to  deliver  up  the  bond  of  £7,000  or  regrant  the  said  pretended  lease, 
or  deliver  up  the  said  personal  estate. 

The  answer  of  Francis  Crawley  to  the  same  bill  contains  no  additional 
information,  but  states  that  Dame  Margaret  was  a  cousin  german 
to  his  (Francis  Crawley's)  wife. 

It  seems  not  improbable  that  our  Thomas  Levet  had  also  an  eye  for 
the  rich  dower  of  Dame  Margaret.  Directly  upon  their  marriage, 
Thomas  Levet  moved  from  Lincoln's  Inn  to  his  wife's  manor  of  Tixover, 
and  here  he  lived  and  died,  lie  bought  from  the  heirs  of  Roger  Dale 
the  lands  in  Castle  Bytham  and  elsewhere  in  Lincolnshire,  and  imme- 
diately converted  them  into  money.  Among  these  lands,  curiously 
enough,  was  a  cottage  in  Little  Bytham  which  he  sold  to  the  tenant, 
Richard  Somerby,  a  direct  or  collateral  ancestor  of  the  New  P]ngland 
Somerbys. 
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About  this  same  time  our  Thomas  Levet  sold  his  Yorkshire  estates. 
The  Melton  lands  which  he  had  inherited  from  his  father  he  sold  to  his 
brother  John,  and  a  small  acreage  in  Bentley  and  Arksey  he  sold  to  his 
uncle,  William  Levet,  who  died  at  Bentley  in  1638,  leaving  this  land 
to  another  nephew,  Thomas  Levet,  son  of  his  brother  Robert,  who 
had  settled  on  the  Levet  estates  at  Normanton  (Chancery  Inq. 
Post  Mortem,  Series  II,  vol.  564,  no.  153).  This  latter-named 
Thomas  Levet  was  an  ancestor  of  Mr.  Milner-Gibson-Cullum  of  Haw- 
sted,  Suffolk. 

Thus  by  1635  our  Thomas  Levet  was  a  prosperous  squire  of  Rutland, 
of  which  small  shire  he  was  made  High  Sheriff  in  1639-40.  His  diffi- 
culties in  connection  with  the  unpopular  ship-money  tax  are  shown 
as  follows  : — 

The  State  Papers  (Domestic),  Charles  I,  vol.  xv,  p.  465,  contain  the 
folio  wing  abstract  of  a  letter  from  him  to  the  Council,  dated  17th  Feb- 
ruary 1639-40  :  "  Upon  December  20  I  received  instructions  for  levying 
the  ship  money  :  and,  on  January  20,  the  Lords'  second  letter,  re- 
questing me  to  pay  by  February  20  such  moneys  as  I  should  by  that 
time  have  collected.  I  have  lain  sick  here  in  London  since  Martinmas 
(November  11)  :  Nevertheless  I  have  by  my  agents  been  framing  my 
assessment,  and,  I  hope,  by  diligence,  to  bring  in  the  whole  money 
for  my  small  county  by  April  1st." 

Probably  Thomas  Levet  took  the  King's  side  in  the  fast-ensuing 
troubles,  but  no  mention  of  him  occurs  during  those  years.  lie  died, 
probably  ;tt  Tixover,  about  1655.  By  1651  he  was  apparently  in 
no  good  financial  condition,  for  we  shall  see  from  Dr.  Berry's  will 
that  a  bequest  of  £40  a  year  was  left  for  his  maintenance.  It  may 
be  that  these  legacies  to  the  Levets  were  an  attempt  on  Dr.  Berry's 
part  to  atone  for  his  too  shrewd  dealings  with  them — or  it  may  be 
they  came  from  pure  goodness  of  heart  on  the  part  of  that  worthy. 

While  Thomas  Levet  was  thus  becoming  a  squire  in  Rutland,  his 
brother  John  was  practising  law  at  York.  He  seems  to  have  been  an 
able  lawyer,  but  an  unthrifty  person.  He  was  in  1638,  and  again  in 
1668,  Commissary  for  the  Consistory  of  York.  In  1635  he  married 
a  considerable  heiress,  Mary,  daughter  of  Emmanuel  Mote,  and  acquired 
the  manors  of  Melton  and  Bentley.  The  latter  he  sold  directly,  and 
seems  to  have  borrowed  large  sums  from  Dr.  Berry,  pledging  the  Melton 
estates  as  collateral  security.  Probably  John  Levet  failed  to  pay  his  in- 
terest, and  Dr.  Berry  began  to  press  his  claims.  In  vain  John  Levet  tried 
to  sell  Melton,  first  to  Sir  John  Melton  and  then  to  Sir  Arthur  Ingram, 
and  in  1650  he  was  forced  to  relinquish  t  he  estate  to  Dr.  Berry  and  to 
move  his  own  family  from  Melton  Hall.  At  this  time  Berry  was  himself 
called  to  London  to  appear  before  the  Parliamentary  Committee  for 
Compounding,  and  he  never  returned  to  Yorkshire,  dying,  as  we  shall 
see,  in  1651.  But  the  Melton  estates  were  fast  in  Dr.  Berry's  hands, 
and  he  ordered  them  to  be  sold  in  his  will.  One  of  the  codicils  to  his 
will  recognizes  some  unhandsome  dealings  with  Dr.  Levet  and  his 
wife,  to  whom  is  left  an  annuity  of  £100,  dependent  on  Dr.  Levet's 
aiding  in  the  sale  of  the  Melton  lands. 
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Thus  tlie  Levct  estates  in  Melton,  and  the  larger  estate  there  which 
John  Levet  got  through  his  wife,  fell  into  the  hands  of  Dr.  Berry's 
heirs,  and  the  name  of  Levct  disappears  from  the  Melton  registers. 

Richard  Berry  was  an  interesting  and  acquisitive  character.  He 
is  frequently  referred  to  in  Hunter's  Deanery  of  Doncaster,  which  con- 
tains extracts  from  his  letters.  He  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Berre  of 
Walesby  in  Lincolnshire,  a  wealthy  yeoman.  This  Thomas  Berre 
or  Berrie  was  apparently  quite  distinct  from  the  Burys  of  Grantham. 
His  family  appears  in  the  transcripts  of  the  Walesby  parish  registers, 
where  he  was  often  churchwarden.  Whether  he  was  Lincoln  born 
or  not,  I  cannot  say,  and  the  files  of  Lincoln  wills  shed  no  light  on  the 
matter.  He  died  in  1592,  and  his  will  was  proved  in  the  Prerogative 
Court  of  Canterbury.    An  abstract  follows  : — 

The  will  of  Thomas  BerrS  of  Wailesbye  in  the  County  of  Lincoln 
yeoman,  dated  1st  April  1592.  To  be  buried  in  the  parish  church  of 
Waylesbie.  To  the  reparation  of  the  parish  church  of  Usselbye  6/8. 
To  the  reparation  of  the  parish  church  of  Tevelbye  3/4.  To  the  poor 
people  of  the  following :  Market  Raisen,  Middle  Rayson,  Stainton-le-Hole, 
Claxby,  and  Norinauby,  Thoreswaye,  and  Osgarbye.  To  my  servants  12/- 
a  piece.  To  the  daughters  of  my  son-in-law  William  Foxe  20/-  a  piece 
and  to  his  son  John  Foxe  40/-.  To  his  son  Samuel  40/-.  To  everyone  of 
my  sister  Dorothy's  children  20/-  apiece.  To  every  one  of  my  sister 
Eden's  children  20/-  a  piece.  To  my  sister  Margaret  40/-.  To  every 
one  of  her  children  20/-  a  piece.  To  the  poor  of  Tevilbye.  To 
the  poor  of  Usselbye.  To  the  mending  of  the  cawsye  in  Walesbye. 
I  release  Oliver  Osgarbye  and  Henry  Osgarbye  all  such  debts  as 
they  owe  me.  To  Susanna  my  daughter  500  marks  and  one  silver 
salt,  to  be  paid  at  age  of  21  or  day  of  marriage.  To  my  son  William 
100  marks  and  one  silver  spoon.  To  my  son  Richard  100  marks. 
That  Richard  Bynne  shall  have  custody  of  my  son  Richard  and  of  his 
said  portion  and  for  the  bringing  of  him  up  until  age  of  21.  To  my 
son  Anthony  Berrie  100  marks  and  one  silver  spoon  to  be  paid  at  age 
of  21  and  that  my  son-in-law  William  Foxe  shall  have  the  custody 
of  my  said  son  and  his  portion.  All  my  interest  and  term  of  years 
in  a  close  or  pasture  called  the  great  Rydinges  in  Bleasbie  in  the  parish 
of  Leggisbie  co.  Line,  together  with  all  issues  and  profits  to  be  divided 
among  my  children.  To  my  other  two  daughters  Elizabeth  and  Helen 
200  marks  a  piece  and  one  silver  spoon  at  their  ages  of  21  or  at  marriage. 
If  any  of  my  said  children  die  before  age  of  21  or  marriage  then  their 
portion  to  be  divided  amongst  the  rest.  That  my  executors  shall  put 
forth  to  increase  my  daughter  Susanna  her  portion  for  so  long  as  she 
shall  remain  within  age  and  pay  yearly  to  my  brother  in  law  Richard 
Bynnie  of  Kelsey  £6  -  13-4.  That  my  brother-in-law  Francis  Glewe 
of  Lincoln  shall  have  the  custody  of  Helen  my  daughter.  To  my 
said  son  Richard  all  my  lands  and  tenements  which  I  purchased  of 
Sir  William  Holies  knt.  in  the  town  fields  of  Biirroughe  als.  Burghe, 
Ingoldmelles,  Winthorpe  in  le  marsh  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  to 
him  and  heirs  male  of  his  body  for  ever,  the  rents  to  be  taken  by  my 
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said  brother  in  law  Richard  Bynnie  for  such  time  as  the  said  Richard 
my  son  shall  be  under  21  to  the  use  of  my  said  son.  The  said  Richard 
Bynnie  to  bring  up  my  said  son  Richard  and  to  put  him  at  the  University 
of  Oxford  or  Cambridge.  If  the  said  Richard  and  Anthony  die  without 
heirs  male  then  the  aforesaid  lauds  to  be  sold  by  my  executors 
and  the  price  to  be  divided  among  my  children  living.  To  my  son 
William  all  my  lands  and  tenements  in  the  town  lields  of  Middle  Raysen, 
Drax  and  Lyssingley  co.  Line,  which  I  lately  purchased  of  one  Richard 
Utterbye  and  John  Osgarbye  to  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever.  To  my  said 
son  William  my  two  closes  of  pasture  in  Walesbye  in  the  said  county 
in  a  place  called  Brathinges  to  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever  also  all  my 
vicarage  and  right  of  Patronage  in  the  Church  of  Owresbye  co.  Line, 
to  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever.  To  my  son  Anthony  my  messuage  in 
Theddlethorpe  co.  Line,  to  him  &  his  heirs  tor  ever,  also  6  acres  of 
pasture  lying  in  Great  Carleton  in  the  said  county.  All  my  leases, 
tythes,  &c.  which  I  have  in  the  Baylee  of  Lincoln  commonly  called  the 
Ramme  to  be  sold  and  divided  among  my  children  viz  :  Margery, 
William,  Elizabeth,  Anthony,  Helen,  Richard  and  Susanna.  To 
William  Wrawbye  of  Usselbye  co.  Line.  20/.  All  my  interest  which 
I  have  by  Lease  in  the  tenement  wherein  I  now  dwell  in  Walisbye 
Norman  by  and  Ot  bie  to  be  sold  and  the  money  to  be  divided  among 
my  children.  The  residue  of  my  goods  &  chattels  to  be  divided  among 
my  children  equally.  My  son-in-law  William  lfoxe  to  be  my  executor 
and  I  give  him  £5.  My  friend  Thomas  Granthum  of  Walisbye  husband- 
man to  be  overseer  and  I  give  him  40/-.  To  the  poor  of  Walisbye  to 
be  equally  divided  10/-.  Witnesses  William  Sowthe,  Oswell  Falsett, 
Thomas  Tipping,  John  Anderson  Sanderson  (sic),  William  Marchell, 
John  Marchell  the  writer.  Proved  at  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canter- 
bury lOl  li  February  by  Thomas  Urowne s  notary  public  procurator 
lor  William  Kox  executor.  (96  Nevelt.) 
The  children  of  Thomas  Berre  were  : — 

1.  William,  baptized  at  Walesby  7th  April  1566.    He  was  living 

in  1609,  but  I  have  no  further  record  of  him. 

2.  Margery,  married  William  Foxe,  and  had  several  children  by 

1592. 

3.  Elizabeth,  under  age  in  1592  ;   married  John  Cater  of  Langton 

by  Wragby.  Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  Richard 
Filkin,  a  Puritan  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Cromwell's  time. 

4.  Ellen,  baptized  at  Walesby  12th  December  1583. 

5.  Anthony,  under  age  in  1592  ;  apparently  dead  in  1651,  when  his 

widow  was  left  a  bequest  in  Dr.  Berry's  will. 

6.  Richard,  born  in  1585-6,  of  whom  next. 

7.  Susanna,  baptized  at  Walesby  17th  November  1588  ;  married 

John  Monkton  of  Garton  and  Burland,  ancestor  (through  his 
son,  Major  John  Monkton  of  Melton)  of  the  Viscounts  Galway. 

Richard  Berry  was  educated  at  Oxford,  following  his  father's  wish. 
He  was  matriculated  at  St.  Albans  Hall  in  1602,  aged  sixteen,  and 
proceeded  B.A.  of  Lincoln  College,  1606,  M.A.  1609,  and  B.Med.  161L 
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He  followed  the  practice  of  medicine,  and  (unusual  for  a  yeoman's 
son)  studied  at  the  University  of  Padua,  from  which  he  obtained  a 
diploma  in  1620.  Settling  in  London,  he  became  a  Doctor  of  Medicine 
in  Fleet  Street. 

Hunter  states  that  in  1626  he  obtained  from  Clarencieux  a  grant 
of  the  following  arms  and  crest  : — 

Arms. — Argent,  two  bars  between  three  crosses  formee  fdchee,  Gules. 

Crest. — A  cross  formee  fdchee  Gules  between  two  wings  Argent. 

These  arms  I  cannot  identify  in  Pap  worth,  Berry  or  Burke.  Perhaps 
they  were  intended  to  presume  a  descent  from  the  Berrys  of  Devon, 
one  line  of  which  family  bore  Argent,  tivo  bars  Gules. 

Richard  Berry  had  some  inheritance  from  his  father,  but  must  have 
been  a  natural  financier,  to  judge  from  his  rapid  rise  to  wealth.  As 
early  as  1023  he  acquired  a  large  estate  in  Havercroft  and  Hodroyd 
from  the  dissolute  Sir  Richard  Gargrave,  and  steadily  from  then  until 
his  death  he  acquired  other  estates  in  Yorkshire.  I  find  no  trace  of 
him  in  Lincolnshire,  and  his  life  seems  to  have  been  spent  in  London 
and  in  Yorkshire. 

By  some  early  and  irregular  connection  he  had  a  natural  daughter, 
Mary,  his  only  child,  who  married  Marmaduke  Monckton,  a  captain 
of  Foot  in  the  King's  Army,  and  a  brother  of  Major  John  Monckton 
of  Melton.  Captain  Monckton  assumed  the  name  of  Berry  on  his 
marriage. 

Late  in  life  Dr.  Berry  married  Prudence,  the  daughter  of  that  unhappy 
Thomas  Gargrave  who  was  hanged  at  York  for  murder  in  1595.  They 
had  no  issue.  This  lady  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Gargrave  by  his 
wife  Katharine,  daughter  of  Thomas  Wentworth  of  Wentworth  Wood- 
house,  and  aunt  to  the  great  Earl  of  Strafford.  So  that  the  yeoman's 
son  of  Wales  by  was  now  connected  with  the  principal  families  of  the 
North. 

We  may  imagine  the  worthy  doctor  as  now  settling  down  into  a 
landed  proprietor  of  Yorkshire.  He  brought  to  this  position  the  same 
intelligence  which  had  made  him  a  thorough  student  of  medicine — 
improved  his  estates,  rebuilt  the  house  at  Hodroyd,  and  steered  his 
course  so  carefully  through  the  intricacies  of  the  Parliament  struggles 
that  his  great  estates  were  kept  together  and  in  his  hands,  in  spite  of 
the  bitter  enmity  of  his  Puritan  neighbour,  Colonel  Bosvileof  Gunthwaite. 

Dr.  Berry's  behaviour  during  the  Civil  War  is  called  by  Mr.  Hunter 
"  ambiguous  and  wary."  Perhaps  in  his  last  struggle  before  the  Com- 
mittee he  obtained  the  aid  of  his  nephew  Richard  Filkin  the  Lincoln- 
shire justice-o i-t he-peace  ;  perhaps  he  owed  the  fortunate  ending  of 
his  suit  to  more  intimate  financial  methods.  In  1649  he  came  to 
London  to  appear  before  the  Committee,  and  lie  died  there  in  1651,  a 
short  fortnight  after  the  issue  was  won  for  him.  His  will  is  an  inter- 
esting document,  and  the  abstract  which  follows  shows  by  its  numerous 
codicils  the  minute  attention  which  he  gave  to  his  affairs. : 

Richard  Bkrry,  doctor  in  phisicke.  My  body  to  be  buried 
at  night.    All  my  manors,  lands  &c.  to  John  Fountaine  of  Lincoln's 
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Inne  esq.  and  his  heirs  upon  trust  to  perform  my  will,  and  if  he  die 
before  my  will  performed  then  he  to  take  care  to  entrust  some  other 

to  see  the  same  performed   Until  my  debts  are  paid  I  would 

have  £100  paid  yearly  to  my  daughter  Mary  Berry  and  after  my  debts 
are  paid  £300  yearly  to  her,  during  her  life.  And  if  she  hath  any  children 
then  my  executor  to  convey  to  those  children  at  their  full  ages  all  my 
lands  in  Himsworth  and  Kinsly  Parke  and  Hodroyde  Havercrofte 
and  Askerne  so  as  the  husband  she  marrieth  doth  assume  the  name  of 
Berry  for  his  surname,  charged  with  the  said  £300  yearly  to  their 
mother  during  her  life.  For  want  of  issue  of  her  or  in  case  such  issue 
die  without  issue  I  would  have  Himsworth  lands  and  Kinsley  Parke 
to  be  conveyed  to  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  my  nephew  John  Cater 
and  the  heirs  of  such  eldest  son  in  remembrance  of  the  kindness  shewed 
to  me  by  my  sister  Elizabeth  his  grandmother.  And  my  house  and 
lands  in  Hodroyde  and  Havercrofte  and  Askerne  to  my  nephew  John 
Munckton  and  his  heirs.  I  will  that  as  well  my  lands  at  Himsworth 
and  Kinsley  Park  as  Hodroyed  and  Havercrofte  shall  stand  charged 
with  such  payments  as  I  shall  appoint  by  this  my  will  or  any  codicil. 
John  Fountayne  to  be  executor.  To  my  nephew  Marmaduke  Monkton 
20/.  yearly  for  life.  To  my  sister  Berry  the  wife  of  my  brother 
Anthony  Berry  20  marks  yearly  for  life,  to  Mrs.  Hickes  the  wife  of 
Thomas  Hickes  Apothacary  my  friend  whilst  he  lived  10/.  yearly  for 
lile.  To  the  eldest  son  of  my  said  nephew  John  Cater,  and  to  my 
nephew  John  Munkton  either  of  them  40/.  yearly  until  they  respectively 
shall  enjoy  the  lands  hereby  devised  to  them.  After  my  debts  are 
paid  I  would  have  £1000  raised  out  of  my  estate  devised  to  my 
executor  and  divided  amongst  all  the  children  and  grandchildren  of  my 
sisters  which  have  no  particular  legacy  by  my  will  and  shall  be  alive 
at  my  death.  To  the  lord  Bradshawe,  lord  president  of  the  council  of 
state,  who  was  sometime  of  my  council  a  ring  of  the  price  of  5/. 
To  Luke  Robinson  esq.  and  his  wife,  each  of  them  rings  of  5/.  apiece. 
To  Mr.  Ruddle  10/.  To  his  wife  405.  for  a  ring.  To  Harrington 
Fountaine,  son  of  the  said  John  Fountaine,  100/.  To  John 
Founiaine,  Thomas  Fountaine  and  Ellen  Fountaine  three  other 
children  of  the  said  John  Fountaine  50/.  apiece,  unless  my  lands  at 
Melton  may  be  sold  and  then  I  give  to  each  of  them  50/.  apiece  more. 
To  John  Corance  esq.  100/  ,  and  I  desire  him  to  be  assistant  to  the 
performance  of  my  will.  To  John  Hewley  esq.  a  ring  of  5/.  price. 
To  the  poor  of  the  parish  where  I  die,  10/.  To  Ursula  the  wife  of 
Edward  Saikeld  5/.  yearly  for  life. 

Hated  28  May  1651.  Witnesses  :  John  Beale,  Henry  Whittaker, 
William  Baynes. 

Codicil,  29th  May  1651. 

To  Ellen  Mather  my  maid  servant  5/.  yearly  for  life.  And  I 
will  there  be  a  very  fair  and  handsome  pavement  of  broade  paveinge 
stone  laid  alonge  that  side  of  Fleet  Street  where  Mr.  Ruddles  howse 
stand eth  before  his  doore  and  soe  alonge  to  and  before  Mr.  Beales  house 
the  grocer  which  was  my  auntient  lodginge.  Touching  the  40/.  yearly 
given  to  the  eldest  son  of  my  nephew  John  Cater  by  my  will,  if  he

have  heirs  of  his  body  the  same  to  go  to  such  heirs  ;  remainder  to  the 
eldest  son  of  my  nephew  Richard  Cater  and  his  heirs.  And  so  for  the 
40/.  yearly  given  to  my  nephew  John  Monkton,  if  he  hath  heirs 
of  his  body  to  go  to  such  heirs  ;  remainder  to  his  brother  Marmaduke 
Munkton  and  his  heirs.  If  my  daughter  Mary  Berry  marry  without  the 
consent  of  my  executor  then  that  whatsoever  I  have  given  to  her  or  her 
children  shall  be  void.  Whereas  there  is  a  bond  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
John  Turney  my  attorney  wherin  Sir  Walter  Norton  and  Mr.  Levett  are 
bound  to  me.  I  do  declare  that  the  same  is  none  of  my  estate,  and  Mr. 
Primat  knoweth  to  whom  it  doth  belong.  Also  a  bond  in  my  name 
from  Sir  Thomas  Worsley  and  Sir  Edward  Worsley  is  in  trust  and  I 
never  had  the  bond,  but  I  have  acquainted  my  exor.  therewith.  I 
would  have  40/.  yearly  paid  to  the  use  of  my  auntient  acquaintance  Mr. 
Thomas  Levett  for  his  mayncteiumce  durcinge  his  life,  and  my  lands 
charged  with  other  annuities  by  my  will  to  stande  charged  therewith. 
To  Mrs.  Booth  a  ring  of  5/.  To  Mr.  Winslowe  a  like  ring.  To  Robert 
Nelson  of  Thorpe  in  llowden  in  Yorkesheire  61.  I  had  from  him  14 
or  15  years  ago.  Over  and  besides  the  share  belonging  to  my  two  kins- 
men John  Dawson  and  John  Gibbon  out  of  the  money  devised  by 
my  will  among  my  sisters  children  and  grandchildren,  I  give  to  each 
of  my  said  two  kinsmen  200/.  apiece  to  be  raised  out  of  the  sale  of 
Melton  or  any  other  my  estate. 

Witnesses  :  Arthur  Ruddle,  Oswald  Jarvis,  Edward  Salkeld,  Ursula 
Salkeld,  her  mark. 

4  June  1651.  Whereas  it  is  pertended  that  I  did  engage  myself 
upon  Mrs.  Levett  her  joyninge  in  a  line  with  her  husband  Doctor 
Levett  of  the  manors  and  lands  in  Melton  to  provide  100/.  yearly  for 
her  for  her  life  for  the  support  of  her  and  her  children.  Although  I 
do  not  remember  any  such  promise  yet  my  will  is  that  if  she  or  her  hus- 
band endeavour  to  advance  the  sale  of  Melton  lands  and  that  after  the 
said  landes  sold  and  the  debts  and  damages  due  to  me  satisfied  there 
shall  not  be  sufficient  left  to  make  good  100/.  yearly  to  her  during  her 
life,  then  my  exors.  shall  charge  upon  my  other  lands  in  Hi  ms  worth 
and  Kinsley  Park  100/.  yearly  to  the  said  Mrs.  Levett  during  her  life, 
so  as  she  and  her  husband  release  all  pretences  of  promises  touching 
the  pretended  demand  of  100/.  a  year.  And  this  100/.  yearly  to  begin 
to  be  paid  when  Melton  is  sold.  Witnesses  :  Josiah  Primatt,  John 
Dawson,  Oswald  Jarvis. 

8  June  1651.  Whereas  I  have  devised  an  annuity  to  my  daughter 
Mary  Berry  during  her  life  and  certain  lands  to  be  settled  upon  her 
children  at  their  full  age,  if  she  marry  with  the  assent  of  my  exor., 
and  that  my  said  daughter  die  and  her  husband  overlive  her,  that  such 
husband  shall  out  of  my  lands  charged  with  my  said  daughter's  annuity, 
have  an  annuity  of  150/.  during  his  life.  And  after  her  death  a  like 
annuity  shall  be  paid  for  the  education  of  her  children,  until  they  attain 
full  age.  That  after  Melton  be  sold  the  annuity  to  my  nephew  Marma- 
duke Munkton  be  doubled.  Witnesses  :  Josiah  Primat,  Oswald  Jarvis, 
the  mark  of  (Haul)  Granger. 

Proved  4th  July  1651  by  the  exor.    (138  Grey.) 
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Thus  between  1651  and  1655  passed  away  both  of  these  interesting 
characters.  In  spite  of  an  exhaustive  search  no  probate  proceeding  has 
been  found  for  Thomas  Levet  nor  for  his  brothers  John,  Ralph  or  Peter. 
If  such  could  be  found,  it  might  furnish  the  exact  clue  to  the  ancestry 
of  a  long  line  of  American  Leavitts,  for  thus  is  the  name  now  spelled 
with  us. 


A  PEDIGREE  OF  THE  FAMILY  OF  HOLLAND  OF 
MOBBERLKY,  fN  THIS  COUNTY  OF  CHESTER,  DRAWN 
ABOUT  THIS  YEAR  1650. 

This  pedigree  is  drawn  on  a  square  of  vellum,  measuring  about 
26o  by  25J  inches.  In  the  middle  is  a  large  shield  of  six  quarterings, 
with  the  Holland  crest  on  an  esquire's  helmet  of  ornate  form,  and  there 
is  a  bold  much-scrolled  mantlet,  but  no  motto. 

At  the  four  sides  of  the  vellum  is  a  continuous  branch  of  a  tree, 
coloured  green,  with  leaves  sprouting  at  each  side,  and  on  this  are  ten 
rather  large  impaled  shields  with  a  scroll  or  cartouche  below  each, 
on  which  the  names  of  the  persons  are  ideally  written  in  a  formal  hand. 
The  generations  begin  at  the  left -hand  bottom  corner  of  the  vellum, 
and  run  upwards,  then  cross  at  the  top,  next  come  down  the  right- 
hand  side,  and  finish  along  the  bottom. 

The  last  shield  (No.  10)  is  merely  an  outline  with  a  line  down  the 
centre  :  to  this  shield  and  to  the  previous  one  (No.  9)  t  he  cartouches 
have  been  added  in  the  eighteenth  century,  the  pedigree  as  originally 
drawn  having  evidently  finished  with  the  lowest  shield  on  the  right 
(No.  8),  tin;  other  two  being  then  mere  outlines.  The  Norbury  impale- 
ment (No.  8)  was  painted  in  at  the  time  of  these  additions. 

The  cartouches  or  scrolls,  which  are  representations  of  strolls  of  vellum 
having  their  sides  curled  backwards  and  shewing  below  black  tongue- 
like ornaments  on  their  backs,  are  similar  in  design  to  like  scrolls  on 
some  of  the  panel  monuments  painted  by  the  third  Kandle  Holme. 
The  lettering  also,  and  the  general  appearance  of  the  shields,  suggest 
that  he  was  the  artist  who  drew  this  pedigree,  though  he  seems  to 
have  worked  with  rather  less  detail  and  not  so  carefully  as  usual  ;  the 
lions,  however,  are  vigorously  drawn  and  the  mantlet  of  the  large 
central  shield  is  bold  and  effective. 

On  the  whole  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  Handle  Holme  drew  this 
pedigree  about  the  year  1650  for  William  Holland  of  Mobberley,  who 
was  buried  there  6th  December  1654. 1  It  includes  his  son  John  (bap- 
tized at  Manchester  22nd  January  1631-2,  and  died  at  Macclesfield 
17th  January  1704-5),  but  did  not  originally  include  John's  son  John

NOTES    TO    THE    PEDIGREE    OF  CHARDIN. 

1  His  eloquent  memorial  in  Westminster  Abbey  consists  of  a  plain  tablet 
in  the  south  aisle  simply  inscribed  :  "  Sir  John  Chardin.  Nomen  sibi  fecit 
eundo."  It  is  surmounted  by  a  terrestial  globe,  on  which  is  marked  the  course 
of  his  travels. 

Very  voluminous  Chardin  MSS.  appeared  in  the  further  salo  at  Sotheby's 
of  Sir  Thomas  Phillipp's  Collections  on  2G  April,  1911. 

2  John  Peter  De  Laet,  described  as  Colonel  in  General  Collidert's  [sic] 
Scotch  regiment,  left  a  son,  Jan  (living  1756),  and  three  daughters,  for  whom 
Andre  Girardot  de  Chan  court  and  George  Chardin  were  to  be  guardians.  The 
will  of  one  of  the  latter,  to  bo  "  of  like  force  whether  wrote  in  French  or 
Dutch,"  made  at  Culemborgh  in  1750,  was  proved  in  the  P.C.C.  (96,  Lynch)  in 
1760.  Tho  testatrix,  Maria  Magdalona  Sara  Do  Laet,  was  then  widow  of 
Pierre  Antoino  Constantin  Derieux  Descrosses,  with  a  son  Jan  Marianus

his  will  of  1712  that  his  brother,  Charles  Le  Coq  de  Duport,  had  for  twenty-five 
years  held  possession  of  his  lands,  had  been  imprisoned  in  1685-6,  and  was 
finally  expelled  in  1(187,  bring  "  d'un  esprit  vif  et  lier,  et  fort  opiniiitre."  He  had 
by  his  marriage  with  Madeleine,  dau.  of  Henri  M uysson,  Sieur  do  Toillon,  two 
sons  and  i  hree  daughters.  The  elder  son,  Theodore,  who  was  somewhile  in  La 
Melonioro's  regiment,  fell  in  Holland,  administration  being  granted  to  the  father 
on  "6  October,  1702.

The  Soots  Peerage,  edited  by  Sir  James  Balfour  Paul,  C.V.O.,  LL.D., 
Lord  Lyon  King  of  Arms.  Volume  IX.  Edinburgh  (David 
Douglas). 

The  concluding  volume  of  this  monumental  work  contains  Addenda 
and  Corrigenda  to  the  eight  preceding  volumes,  together  with  a  copious 
and  excellent  Index.  Considering  the  huge  mass  of  details  with  which 
the  compilers  of  the  Scuts  Peerage  have  had  to  deal,  the  Addenda 
are  far  less  extensive  than  might  have  been  expected,  and  consist 
chiefly  of  additions  contributed  by  persons  possessing  special  knowledge 
received  too  late  for  insertion  in  the  body  of  the  work.  The  corrections 
are  still  fewer  than  the  additions,  and  none  of  them  of  great  importance. 
The  Argyll  Charter  Chest  has  supplied  some  particulars  lacking  in  tin4 
Campbell  pedigree,  and  (lie  luvenlary  of  the  Writs  of  the  Earldom  of 
Dundonald ,  which  has  been  published  since  the  issue  of  the  t  hird  volume 
of  the  Scots  Peerage,  has  caused  several  changes  in  that  of  Cochrane. 
The  corrections  to  the  Dalhousie  article  need  not  be  alluded  to  here, 
as  they  have  been  fully  dealt  with  by  Sir  James  Ramsay  in  the  last 
number  of  The  Qeneulot/ist.  Under  "  Galloway  "  another  generation 
has   been   inserted   between  Alexander,    third  of  Oarlies,  and  the 
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Alexander  who  was  killed  at  Flodden.  The  true  place  on  the  pedigree 
of  the  Barr-lye  branch  lias  also  been  made  clear.  In  the  fourth  volume 
Sir  Alexander  Home,  w  ho  succeeded  in  1424,  is  made  lather  to  the  first 
Lord  Home,  but  it  has  now  been  ascertained  that  they  were  one  and 
the  same  person,  and  that  Sir  Alexander  Home's  wife,  Marion  Lauder, 
was  through  her  mother,  Katherine  Landells,  heiress  of  Landells. 
In  the  article  on  the  Lords  lluntly,  John  Gordon,  Dean  of  Salisbury 
temp.  James  I,  has  been  added  to  the  pedigree,  but  there  is  no  mention 
of  his  curious  will,  which  has  been  printed  by  Mr.  J.  Henry  Lea  in  his 
abstracts  of  Register  "Soame."  In  this  will  the  Dean  recites  that  he 
had  been  "gentleman  of  three  kings'  chambers  in  Prance,  to  wit, 
Charles  IX,  Henry  III  and  IV,"  and  desires  to  be  buried  before  his  seat 
in  the  choir  of  Salisbury  Cathedral. 

Two  slight  errors  in  the  Corrigenda  may  be  noted.  On  page  3 
the  wife  of  Sir  John  Lenthall  is  given  as  Hester  instead  of  Bridget, 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Temple,  and  on  page  II,  line  30,  Lacy  should 
be  Lucy. 

A  word  of  praise  is  due  to  Mrs.  Alexander  Stuart,  by  whom  the 
comprehensive  Index  has  been  most  carefully  compiled  on  an  excellent 
and  very  simple  plan.  This  Index  contains  between  forty  and  fifty 
thousand  names  and  is  in  itself,  as  Sir  James  Balfour  Paul  remarks 
in  his  editorial  note  at  the  beginning  of  the  volume,  "a  valuable 
compendium  of  Scottish  family  history." 

Ladbroke  and  Irs  Owners.    By  S.  H.  A.  II.    Bury  St.  Edmunds 
(Paul  &  Mathew). 

This  history  of  a  Warwickshire  parish  from  Domesday  to  modern 
times  is  the  work  of  tin;  editor  of  the  well-known  series  of  Suffolk  Green 
Books,  who  has  had  access  to  a  large  collection  of  deeds  and  family 
papers,  of  w  hich  abundant  use  has  been  made.  Ureal  pains  have  been 
taken  to  give  an  accurate  account  of  the  owners  of  Ladbroke  resident 
on  the  soil,  the  de  Lodbrokes,  Dudleys  and  Palmers,  and  a  chapter 
has  also  been  devoted  to  the  overlords,  though  the  information  con- 
cerning the  latter  has  been  merely  compiled  from  printed  sources. 
The  Lodbrokc  pedigree  commences  with  William  de  Lodbroke,  who 
in  I  105  held  a  knight's  fee  in  Ladbroke  of  William,  Earl  of 
Warwick,  and  who  may  have  been  grandson  of  a  certain  William, 
Domesday  tenant  there  under  the  Count  of  Meulan,  Turchill  of  War- 
wick, and  Hugh  de  (<rentmaisnil.  From  the  William  of  11&5  to  the 
sale  of  Ladbroke  to  the  Catesbys  in  or  about  1311),  the  pedigree  of  the 
de  Lodbrokes  is  deduced  in  much  detail,  with  abstracts  of  evidences, 
and  for  a  great  part  of  the  way  it  is  fortunately  confirmed  by  some  suits 
on  the  Plea  Rolls,  which,  however,  seem  to  have  escaped  the  author's 
attention.  The  Catesbys  do  not  appear  to  have  lived  at  Ladbroke 
and  the  account  of  them  is  therefore  not  quite  so  lull  as  in  the  case 
of  the  resident  owners,  but  it  is  of  considerable  interest  and  not  lacking 
in  extracts  from  the  public  records.  Of  the  allied  family  of  Throck- 
morton also  some  valuable  particulars  are  supplied.  In  1597  the 
manor  was  sold  by  Robert  Catesby,  whose  subsequent  complicity  in 
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the  Gunpowder  Plot  is  historical,  to  Sir  Robert  Dudley,  illegitimate 
son  of  Robert  Earl  of  Leicester,  and  his  wife  Alice  Leigh,  afterwards, 
by  one  of  the  most  curious  patents  which  has  ever  passed  the  Great 
Seal,  treated  by  Charles  1  Duchess  Dudley.  From  the  Dudleys  the 
estate  passed  by  purchase  in  1632-3  to  William  Palmer  of  London, 
whose  descendants  still  own  it  and  who  came  from  a  Staffordshire 
family  from  which  the  Earls  of  Selborrte  also  descend.  The  greater 
part  of  the  volume  is  occupied  with  the  history  of  the  Palmers  and  their 
intermarriages,  the  earlier  part  of  the  pedigree  being  based  upon  one 
drawn  up  by  the  late  Dr.  G.  W.  .Marshall,  York  Herald.  Stress  is 
laid  on  a  point  of  some  interest  which  was  the  subject  of  judicial  in- 
vestigation in  the  reign  of  Charles  I,  namely  tin1  confusion  long  existing 
between  the  manor  of  hadbroke  and  what  was  known  as  the  manor  and 
grange"  of  the  same.  Notwithstanding  the  decision  in  the  case  referred 
to  above,  it  seems  blear  that  the  author  has  proved  his  contention 
th;ii  the  manor  itself,  being  held  by  military  tenure,  was  distinct  from 
the  manor  ami  grange,  once  in  possession  of  the  Cistercian  Abbey  of 
Combo  and  held  in  socage.  Both  passed  through  different  channels 
to  the  Dudleys  and  from  them  to  the  Palmers. 

Separate  chapters  deal  with  Domestic  Letters  1740-1751),  the  Hall, 
the  Library,  Family  Portraits,  .Manor  Court  Rolls,  an  old  map  of  the 
parish  in  I  (>.'><),  the  religions  houses  formerly  owning  possessions  in 
Ladbroke,  and  the  Church  and  I  tec  tors  of  the  parish.  'The  illnst  rations 
include  several  interesting  port  raits.

This  publication  has  already  been  noticed  in  The  Genealogist  and  its 
scope  fully  explained.  The  final  portion  includes  an  [ildex  with 
Addenda  and  Corrigenda.  Anything  which  Mr.  Rye  has  to  say  about 
Norfolk  families  must  always  receive  a  welcome  from,  and  be  of  use  to, 
genealogists,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  thai  this  work  is  hardly  as 
authoritative  as  might  have  been  expected  from  him,  and  contains 
some  statements  which  have  long  ago  been  sent  to  limbo.  To  take 
an  instance,  in  the  account  given  of  the  great  house  of  de  Valoynes 
on  page  064,  blunders  are  repeated  on  the  authority  of  Banks  from 
which  Mr.  Rye  would  have  been  saved  by  perusal  of  an  article  written 
in  The  Genealogist  as  long  ago  as  January,  1882,  l>v  the  late  Mr. 
.).  A.  C.  Vincent  (O.S,,  vol.  \i.  pp.  1-7).  and  since  then  other  writers 
liavo  greatly  added  to  I  he  information  there  supplied.  When  due 
allowance  is  made  for  ha  le  and  careless  correction  of  proofs  an  error 
such  as  "the  line  of  I  Hall  li  duster  "  for  the  fee  of  Blanchminst  er,  on 
page  1)75,  is  surprising. 

Air.  Rye's  criticism  of  the  pedigrees  of  Steward,  Townsend,  Walpole 
and  WodehOuse  are  well  worthy  of  careful  attention,  but  he  has  already 
elsewhere  given  to  us  much  of  what  appears  in  these  pages. 

On  page  !)  I  I  a  grant  of  arms  to  Allen  Trowte  ot  Norfolk  by  T.  Trowte, 
Norroy,  Hi  Kdward  III,  is  quoted  with  the  remark  from  .Mr.  Rye  that 
he  cannot  remember  where  he  got  it  and  M  cannot  in  the  leas),  under- 
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stand  it  or  find  cither  the  grantor  or  the  grantee."  We  suggest  that 
the  source  of  his  information  was  Mr.  -J ewers'  "  (Grants  and  Certificates 
of  Arms,"  The  Genealogist,  N.S.,  vol.  xxvii,  p.  228.  Reference  to  the 
record  of  the  original  grant  at  the  College  of  Arms  shows  that  Harl. 
MS.  1,  359,  from  which  Mr.  Jewers  copied  it,  is  quite  correct,  except 
that,  the  chevron  in  the  arms  should  be  pur  pure,  not  sable  ;  the  grantee 
is  described  as  k%  Alan  Trowte  of  Norfolk"  and  the  grantor  "Thomas 
Trowte,  Norroy." 

Transactions  of  the  Historic  Society  of  Lancashire  and 
Cheshire  for  the  year  1913.  Volume  lxv.  New  Series,  volume 
xxix.    Liverpool  (printed  for  the  Society),  1914. 

The  longest  and  most  important  paper  in  this  volume  is  Mr.  llonald 
Stewart-Brown's  kV  Notes  on  Child  wall,"  compiled  for  the  most  part 
from  the  Parish  Books,  which  commence  as  early  as  1571.  Among 
much  that  is  interesting  in  this  paper  we  can  only  refer  to  the  copy 
of  six  inscriptions  relating  to  the  Norris  family,  formerly  in  glass 
windows  in  Childwall  Church,  these  being  taken  from  a  fuller  transcript 
than  that  to  be  found  in  the  second  volume  of  the  Topographer  and 
Genealogist.  Mr.  Peet,  who  has  written  much  on  the  history  of  Liver- 
pool, contributes  a  valuable  article  on  the  church  of  St.  Nicholas 
in  that  city,  with  an  account  of  the  ancient  chapel  of  St.  Mary  del 
Quay.  Mr.  C.  R.  Hand  writes  of  a  "  Liverpool  Castle  Token,"  being 
a  tradesman's  token  issued  in  16(59  by  Charles  Christian,  grocer,  with 
a  representation  of  the  gateway  of  Liverpool  Castle,  which  Mr.  Hand 
compares  with  old  views  of  the  building  and  declares  to  be  k>  the  only 
contemporary  frontal  view  of  the  gateway  existing."  Mr.  J.  Paul 
Rylands  describes  an  armorial  bench-end  in  llawarden  Church  with 
the  arms  of  the  family  of  Poole  of  Poole  in  Wirral  can  ed  thereon, 
quartering  Buertdn  and  Capcrihurst.  The  will  of  Ranulphus  Pooh4, 
or  Pole,  for  whom  the  bench-end  is  believed  to  have  been  made,  dated 
12 March  1537-8,  and  his  Inquisition  Post  Mortem  are  appended.  Other 
contributions  of  interest  are  the  lAuuider's  Statutes  of  Malpas  Grammar 
School  from  the  enrolment  on  the  Chester  Plea  Roll  1528,  and  an 
account  of  the  now  demolished  Edge  Lane  Hall.  As  in  all  the  publica- 
lions  of  this  Society,  nearly  every  article  contained  in  the  volume 
is  illustrated. 

Fleetwood  Family  Records.  Collected  and  Edited  by  B.  W.  Buss. 
Vol.  I,  Parts  I  and  II.    (Privately  printed.) 

Under  this  heading  it  is  proposed  to  issue  a  history,  to  be  completed 
in  about  eight  parts,  of  the  ancient  and  widespreading  family  of  Fleet- 
wood, upon  which  Mr.  Buss  is  a  recognised  authority.  Part  I  contains 
the  Settlement  on  the  Marriage  of  Caryl  Fleetwood  and  Phoebe  Evered 
of  Liverpool,  dated  28  April  1727,  and  a  curious  letter  from  the  Sloane 
MS.  in  the  British  Museum,  written  by  Edward  Fleetwood  at  Padua 
in  1648.  Part  11  gives  a  pedigree  of  Fleetwood  of  Wood  Street,  Cheap- 
side,  and  another  showing  the  connection  between  the  families  of 
Fleetwood  and  Shelley. 
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In  a  short  paper  on  the  Nevills  of  Essex  (The  Genealogist,  vol.  xxvii, 
Part  II,  pp.  116-117,  October  1910)  I  gave  some  account  of  the  Nevills 
of  Suffolk.  I  am  now  attempting  to  preserve  in  cold  print  all  that 
I  have  since  collected  and  arranged. 

From  further  searches  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Nevills 
of  Debenham,  who  lasted  till  1674  if  not  later  (Hearth  Tax  Returns) 
were  a  branch  of  the  Nevills  of  Assingtou.  Agnes  Saekville  marries 
John  Cobat  (Corbet)  and  then  John  Nevill.  Harl.  Chart.  48,  II.  1, 
says  : — 

li  Sachent  tous  vous  que  sont  (ici)  et  ceus  que  sont  avenyr  que 
Roger  Corbet  de  Hadleye  euy  grante  et  per  ceste  ma  presente  chartre 
conferme  a  John  Cobbet  mon  fvtz  et  a  Agnesc  sa  femme  mon  Manor 
de  Asynton  ove  lea  appertenances  en  la  eounte  de  Southfolk,"  etc. 
Witnesses,  Win.  &  Robert  Corbet  and  John  de  Odingseles. 

John  Nevill  was  of  Aspal  in  Dcbenliam  ;  he  is  probably  the  same  as 
the  John  Nevill  "  Donzel  of  the  diocese  of  Norwich,"  who  died  1-112, 
according  to  the  Papal  Registers,  and  the  following  references  appear 
to  relate  to  him  : —

and  penitence,  to  John  Nevyle  "  donzell  "  diocese  of  Norwich  (Papal 
Registers,  1412). 

From  Weaver's  Funeral  Monuments  the  Nevills  of  Debenham  were 
evidently  of  consequence,  as  they  were  buried  inside  the  church  (see 
monuments  to  John  Nevyll  147_\  and  George  Nevyll  1490). 

1  must  go  on  to  Ipswich  and  begin  with  the  Robert  Nevyll,  who 
is  proved  by  Early  Chancery  Proceedings  to  have  been  in  1476  of  that 
town  and  his  brother  Harry  or  Henry  of  London  in  1486.  Whether 
they  were  the  descendants  of  Robert  the  Commissioner  of  1398,  of 
Ipswich  and  Harwich,  or  of  Hugh  Nevill  of  Langham  of  1398  (Langhani 
is  seven  miles  from  Ipswich)  I  cannot  profess  to  say  ;  or  whether  this 
Robert  was  a  scion  of  Assingtou  is  equally  obscure  at  present. 

Harry  was  a  citizen  and  ironmonger  of  London  in  1180.  Henry 
Nevell  of  London,  Ironmonger  v.  the  Sheriffs  of  London  ;  action  by 
Nicholas  Bedford  of  Newbury  on  a  bond  given  on  behalf  of  William 
Poull  late  Prior  of  Carnasey.  (Early  Chancery  Proceedings,  148G-90, 
151-1G3.) 

There  seem  to  have  been   relatives.    Alice  Nevyle  late  wife  of 
John  Nevyle,  ironmonger  v.  tho  Sheriffs  of  London.    Action  of  debt 
M 
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by  Roland  Bird  of  London  ironmonger  against  the  estate  of  the  said 
John  whereof  complainant  is  not  administrator.     (Ibid.  151-115.) 

I486.  Harry  Nevill,  citizen  and  ironmonger  of  London  v.  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  of  London.  Action  of  debt  by  John  Blackbourne  on 
a  bond  bought  of  John  Ambroys  de  Nigrono  merchant  of  Genoa. 
London—  [Ibid.  81-72.) 

1480.  Protection  for  Henry  Nevill  of  London,  ironmonger,  and 
John  Nevill,  his  son.    (Pat.  Roll,  27  Dec.  1486.) 

14(J1.  John  Nicholas  and  Roger  Smalwode,  Exors.  of  Harry  Nevyll 
citizen  and  ironmonger  of  London  v.  John  Austyn  deceased,  citizen  and 
fishmonger  of  London  feoll'ee  to  uses.  Messuage  called  "  The  Galley," 
late  of  the  said  Harry  in  St.  Botolph's.  (Early  Chancery  Proceedings, 
103-19.) 

Harry  died  in  1490.  Will  dated  Oct.  14,  1488.  (P.C.C.  28  Milles.) 
He  asks  to  be  buried  in  the  Churchyard  of  St.  Botolph's  ;  his  property 
to  be  divided  into  two  parts — one  part  to  Annes  "  my  now  wife,"  and 
the  other  part  to  Roger  Nevell,  William  Nevell,  and  Margarete,  my 
children  evenly  to  he  divided  between  them.  He  goes  on  :  "I  will 
that  my  tenement  callyd  'the  Galey'  alter  my  decease  be  sold  by  my 
executors."  Exors.,  John  Nicholas,  Agnes  Nevyll  and  Roger  Smal- 
wode.   Proved  2  Aug.  1490. 

The  children  evidently  being  by  a  former  wife  seem  to  have  been 
of  full  age.  I  may  add  in  passing  that  there  are  many  entries  of  Nevills 
in  St.  Botolph's  for  very  many  years  alter.  I  did  not  enquire  after 
1746,  when  Hugh  Nevill  was  a  victualler  there.  The  point  here  conies 
in  :  was  it  possible  that  one  of  the  brothers,  William  or  Roger,  returned 
to  Suffolk  and  settled  at  Barking  near  their  kin?  The  following 
pedigree  will  explain  my  difficulty.  Nicholas  Nevyll  of  Button  (1479) 
had  three  sons,  Edmund,  William  and  John.  Edmund,  born  1490, 
was  nine  when  his  father  died  (Sutton  Court  Rolls).  11  Nicholas  was 
one  of  the  Ipswich  family — Sutton  is  two  miles  off — then  the  pedigree 
would  be  somewhat  as  follows  : —

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I  thought  at  one  time  that  William  of  Sutton  was  the  same  as  William 
of  Barking,  but  I  afterwards  found  that  in  the  Land  Revenue  Court 
he  was  "  juratus  "  at  Sutton  on  some  land  case  in  1540,  when  the  other 
William  paid  subsidy  at  Barking.  The  probabilities  seem  to  be  that 
Roger,  the  youngest  son  of  Henry,  returned  to  his  kindred  and  bought 
a  farm,  but  it  is  a  pure  guess  on  my  part.  William  of  Barking  again 
was  apparently  the  father  of  Roger  who  died  in  1584  leaving  a 
nuncupative  will. 

1584.  Nov.  25.  [B.  27.]  Roger  Nevill  of  Barking.  To  my  eldest 
son  John  20/-  at  the  age  of  26,  to  my  daughter  Alice  20/-  at  marriage 
or  age  of  24,  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  40/-.  Elenor  my  wife  legatee 
and  executrix.    (Ipswich  Wills.) 

He  left  a  large  family  by  his  two  wives:  John,  born  circa  1560, 
married  Mary  .  .  .  .;  Alice,  baptised  15(52  ;  Elizabeth,  baptised  1568; 
William,  baptised  1574  ;  John,  baptised  1576  ;  Elizabeth,  baptised 
1579  ;  Roger,  baptised  1581  ;  Susan,  baptised  1583.  John  born  circa 
15G0  had  4  children  baptised  at  Barking,  viz.,  John,  Dec.  28  1588, 
Mary,  1595,  Simon  and  Susan. 

Roger,  baptised  1581,  married  and  had  children  who  were  all  buried 
at  Barking  ;  but  there  is  no  trace  of  the  burials  of  the  two  Johns 
except  at  Long  Melford,  eleven  miles  off,  where  the  Nevill  entries 
extend  from  1590  to  1745,  when  the  family  either  dies  out  or  moves 
again.  There  John  Nevill  is  buried  1614,  and  John  married  in  1615 
is  buried  there  also. 

The  Long  Melford  entries  begin  in  1590  with  the  baptism  of  Thomas 
son  of  Edward  Nevill  in  June,  and  here  the  troubles  of  the  genealogist 
really  begin  for  this  Thomas  was  apparent!;/  no  kin  to  the  other 
Nevills,  but  was  probably  identical  with  Thomas,  son  of  Edward  Nevill 
oi  Wyston.  The  true  awkwardness  comes  in  when  we  find  that  all 
the  Long  Melford  family .  after  this  christen  sons  Edward.  If  names 
mean  anything — they  don't  always — then  the  first  John  Nevill  of  Long 
Melford,  who  died  in  1614,  June  15,  was  not  John  Nevill  of  Barking, 
born  1560,  but  John  Nevill  a  brother  of  Edward  Nevill,  and  both  of 
them  were  Nevills  of  Writ  tie  in  Essex,  and  so  probably  of  the  family 
of  Hugh  the  Lion  on  that  side.  Edward  was  a  yeoman  of  Wyston  in 
Suffolk,  but  his  will  explains  where  he  reallv  came  from. 

Will  dated  20  May  159 1  (B.C.0.  32  Lewyn.j  To  son  Thomas  Nevell  £55 
in  the  hands  of  John  Tendringof  Boreham,  Essex,  yeoman.  Todaughter 
Grace  £41  and  leases  in  Boreham  and  Writ  tie,  Essex.  To  son  Thomas 
lease  of  a  tenement  in  Boreham.  To  the  said  Grace  leases  in  Wryttle 
and  Roxwell,  Essex.  If  my  children  die  in  minority  the  goods  to  be 
divided  between  my  brother  John  Nevill  and  my  sister  and  her  children. 
My  brother  James  Shiner.  Exors.,  my  cousin  William  Weald  of  Wryttle 
yeoman  and  John  Turnyshe  of  Wryttle  yeoman  and  John  Brewer 
of  Springfeyld,  Essex,  yeoman.  Overseer,  my  cousin  Thomas  Nevell1 
of  Stock  [Harvard |,  Essex,  yeoman. 

1  Thomas  was  son  of  Hugh  Nevill  of  Brightlingsea.  Seo  Thomas'  Inquisition 
Post  Mortem  1003  which  Peter  le  Neve  cooked  up  into  the  Inquisition  Post 
Mortem  of  Thomas  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Nevill,  of  the  Latimer  family.  (Harl. 
MSS.  3882). 
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It  is  a  moot  point,  and  I  am  afraid  I  must  leave  it  so  at  present  ; 
it  is  an  open  choice  between  Writtle  or  Barking,  and  unfortunately 
the  Writtle  registers  are  deficient,  but  Thomas  Nevill  occurs  in  the 
AVrittle  Subsidy  of  1544,  and  the  balance  of  evidence  seems  in  favour 
of  the  Writtle  extraction. 

After  this  the  troubles  are  not  so  great.  John  Nevill  of  Long  Melford 
born  about  1588,  married  Elizabeth  Haxell  of  Long  Melford, 
October  24,  1615.  His  children  were  Mary,  baptised  1616  ;  John, 
baptised  1617,  died  1626;  Rose,  baptised  1620 ;  Edward,  baptised 
1623;   Anne,  baptised  1625,  buried  1629  at  Long  Melford. 

Edward-  married  Rebecca  and  continued  the  line.  His  children  were 
Rebecca,  baptised  1645;  Edward,  baptised  July  25,  1648;  Isaac, 
baptised  1 650  ;  Isaac,  baptised  1651  ;  Sara,  baptised  1653  ;  Rachell, 
baptised  1656;  Susan,  baptised  1660;  John,  baptised  1  (><>.* i  ;  Robert, 
baptised  1667.  Edward  and  his  brother  John  were  apparently 
maltsters,  as  were  Isaac  Nevill  of  Melford,  1712,  and  John  Nevill  of 
Melford,  1724.    (Bury  Wills.) 

The  copyholders  of  the  manor  are  distinguished  by  the  several  let  ters 
of  the  English  alphabet,  and  the  following  entries  occur: —

Of  Edward  Nevill  by  ye  Churchyard  Gate  for  four  pound  of  hops 
worth  10/-  per  pound  lor  the  tithe  of  the  forty  pound  hops  which  he 
had  growing  upon  his  backside,  in  all  3/4. 

1752.  Mr.  Nevell  of  Lavenham,  his  quit  rent  4  years,  1/8.  Long 
Melford  Rectory  Tithes,  1678,  fo.  168.  Jermyn's  "Collections  for 
Suffolk,"  Harl.  MS.  370  (5168-8196). 

Edward  (bp.  1618)  moved  to  Ipswich  it  seems  about  1674,  for  on  the  9th 
of  July  1674  he  married  Anne  Cook  at  St.  Margaret's  there,  and  secondly 
Sarah  Shinglewood  3]  August  1701,  who  died  1756.  Mr.  F.  B.  Quicke 
in  his  book  on  Wherstead  says  "  the  chief  land-owning  families  at 
Whcrstead  in  the  seventeenth  century  were  the  Goodings  and  the 
Cooks.  Of  the  former  family,  was  Captain  Richard  Gooding  who  in 
1615  was  one  of  the  members  of  the  Suffolk  Committee  Cor  nominating 
Presbyterian  ministers."  The  Cooks,  Mr.  Quicke  believes,  belonged 
to  the  same  stock  as  the  celebrated  Sir  Edward  Coke,  who  had  a  property 
in  Whersted  called  Bourn  Hall.  An  Edmund  Nevill  of  Coddenhajm 
was  also  a  member  of  the  same  Committee,  1611. 

At  Ipswich  Edward  Nevill  bought  a  brewery  eventually.  The 
indenture  is  in  my  own  possession  : —

of  the  HU-niine  of  live  shillings  Lawful  Lnglish  money  to  him  in  hand  payd  by  the 
sayd  Edward  Nevill  att  or  before  the  ensealing  and  delivery  of  these  presents 

-  Edward  was  bur.  23  June  1671,  and  his  widow  Rebecca  13  Feb.  1707. 
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the  receipt  whereof  the  sayd  Thomas  Berry  doth  hereby  acknowledge  hath  bar- 
gayned  and  sold  and  nevised  and  by  these  presents  doth  bargain  sell  and  devyse 
unto  the  sayd  Kdward  NYvill  all  that  messuage  or  tenement  and  maulting  ollieo 
houses  outhoiiM-s  mill  mill  house  barnes  stables  yards  gardens  orehards  lands  fix- 
tures pipes  ami  squills  of  lead  lie  red  it  atnen  is  and  premises  whatsoever  thereunto 
belonging  or  appcrtcyning  with  their  and  every  of  their  appurtenances  situate 
lying  and  being  in  the  [>  wish  of  St  Matthew  in  Ipswich  aforesaid  late  in  the  oecupa- 
cion  of  William  Johnson  or  his  assigns  and  alsoe  all  those  two  tenements  or  cottages 
with  the  yards  stables  and  appurtenances  adjoining  unto  the  aforesaid  messuage 
or  tenement  and  now  in  the  tenures  and  occupacions  of  William  Grim  wood  and 
Wdliam  C'oekerell  assignee  or  assignees  situate  lying  and  being  in  the  same 
parish  of  Si  Matthew  in  Ipswich  afore>ayd  and  the  reversion  and  reversions 

remaynder  and  remaynders  to  have  and  to  hold  unto  the  sayd 

Rdwaed  Xevill  his  executors  administrators  and  assigns  from  the  day  next  before 
the  day  of  the  date  hereof  and  to  the  full  end  and  term  of  one  whole  year  yeilding 
and  paying  t  he  rent  of  one  peppereorne  att  the  end  of  the  sayd  term  if  it  be  demanded

In  conclusion  it  may  be  added  that  the  family  has  always  used  the 
coat,  Azure,  three  bustards  rising,  and  John  Nevill  of  Ockbrook  had 
a  seventeenth  cent  my  seal  with  the  three  bustards,  but  I  am  not  at 
all  sure  that  they  were  necessarily  Or  :  they  may  have  been  Argent,  as 
there  is  no  traceable  Hide  with  Nottingham,  where  the  Azure  and  Or  coat 
was  used  by  John  Nevill  of  Nottingham,  ironmonger,  in  KIT;").8  Isaac 
Nevill  of  Lavenham  who  died  a  very  wealthy  man  has  the  ('oat 
incised  on  his  loinb  in  Lavenham  Church  ;  he  was  a  Long  Melford 
Nevill,  and  was  in  Ids  lime  pricked  for  High  Sheriff  of  Suffolk.9 

He  was  son  of  Isaac  Nevill  ol  Long  Melford  and  was  baptized 
th'  i"  January  13,  1(187-8.  He.  is  described  in  his  will  as  clothier;  the 
Cloth  Mills  of  Suffolk  were  at  that  time  important.

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The  coat,  which  has  no  tinctures,  has  the  three  bustards  rising  for 
Nevill,  impaled  with  the  coat  of  Wiseman,  for  his  second  wife  Sarah,  who 
was  heiress  of  Thos.  Wiseman  of  Horningsheath  (Horringer),  near  Bury 
St.  Kdniunds — a  eheiron  Ermine  between  three  coronets.  The  crest  is 
that  of  Wiseman,  a  tower  with  a  demi-Moor  armed,  etc.  These  are 
the  arms  of  the  important  Essex  family  of  Wiseman. 

By  the  north  aisle  door  is  an  armorial  slab  to  "Hannah  Mudd,  wife 
of  John  .Mudd,  Esq.,  and  daughter  of  Isaac  Neville,  Gent.,  13  Dec. 
1807,  aged  70."  The  arms  are  those  of  Mudd  impaling  the  three 
bustards. 

The  Register  records  various  of  the  burials  above  and  the  marriage 
on  29  December  ITlH)  of  John  Nevill  of  Melford  and  Susan  Blower 
of  Sudbury.  John  w  as  a  cousin  of  Isaac.

To  his  daughter  Hannah  Nevill  lands 
and  larms  in  Layhain,  lladleigh,  Shelly,  etc.,  and  £3,300;  and  to 
his  youngest  daughter  Susan,  wife  of  John  Fisk,  farms  and  lands  at 
Bury  St.  Edmund^  etc.,  and  two  tenements  at  Long  Melford  and  a 
sum  ot  £3^)35.

granted  to  William  Dimes  the  Admor  of  the  said  Hannah  Mudd  dec. 
The  said  Hannah  Mudd  survived  her  co-executors  and  died  in- 
testate." 
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Isaac,  third  son  of  Edward  Nevill  of  Long  Melford  and  Rebecca, 
his  wife  (see  p.  144),  was  bap.  there  25  Feb.  1651.  He  had  by  his 
wife  Susan  a  son,  the  above  Isaac,  afterwards  of  Lavenham,  and  a 
daughter  Susan,  born  1694,  married  to  Thomas  White.  In  his  will  at 
Bury  he  makes  his  son  his  heir,  with  directions  to  purchase  an  estate 
of  £600  for  his  daughter.    He  was  buried  11  Dec.  1712. 

His  brother  John  Nevill,  bap.  at  Long  Melford  3  Aug.  1663,  had,  by 
his  wife  Alice,  four  sons — (1)  John,  bap.  1691,  mar.  at  Lavenham  to 
Susan  Blower,  of  Sudbury,  29  Dec.  1720;  (2)  Nathaniel,  bap.  20  Jan. 
1694;  (3)  Edward,  bap.  l2  May  1695;  (4)  Isaac— all  four  being 
mentioned  in  his  will  proved  at  Bury  3  Mar.  1724. 

Robert,  another  brother  of  Isaac  Nevill  the  elder,  was  bap.  a'.  Long 
Melfoid  14  Aug.  1667,  and  was  doubtless  the  Robert  who  married 
Alice  Bacon  at  St.  Matthew's.  Ipswich,  27  Sep.  1691.  There  was  also 
a  Robeit  Nevill,  soldier,  who  married  Margaret  Peace  at  St.  Peter's, 
Ipswich,  in  1709,  but  whether  he  was  the  same  there  is  nothing  to 
show.

THE  CAMPBELLS  OF  LARIGS  AND  STRONMIALACHAN. 
(TACKSMEN.) 

In  The  Genealogist,  New  Series,  vol.  xxviii,  p.  32,  I  had  occasion 
to  quote  from  a  letter,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  Anne,  daughter  of 
James  Campbell  and  Mary  Fisher,  married  kk  Glenmore's  brother, 
the  Rev.  Peter  C,  Minister  of  Kilninver  "  ;  and  (writing  from  memory, 
as  1  bave  not  the  work  by  me  to  refer  to)  1  believe  the  "Statistical 
Account  "  of  Argyllshire  states  that  this  cleric  was  a  brother  of  Glen- 
inore,  although  1  have  not  yet  found  documentary  proof  of  the  fact. 
At  any  rate,  we  may  start  with  this  as  a  probability. 

Now,  Dr.  Hew  Scott,  in  his  Fasti  Ecclesiae  Scoticanae  (Edinburgh, 
1870,  Part  Y,  p.  71),  assert*  that  this  minister1  was  a  "son  of  Mr. 
Archibald  C,  min.,"  was  ordained  as  minister  of  Kilninver  10  May 
1757,  married  (11  December  17(>(>)  Anne  Campbell  (who  died  23  March 
1815),  and  died  8  November  171)7,  having  a  son,  Archibald,  an  eminent 
mathematician,2  and  a  daughter,  who  married  Hugh  Macdougall, 
minister  of  Killin. 

How  much  of  the  above  statement  by  Dr.  Scott  can  be  accepted 
without  further  proof  it  would  be  hard  to  say.  Not  a  few  of  his  asser- 
tions in  regard  to  other  clerics  are,  to  say  the  least,  open  to  question, 
while  some  I  know  to  be  untrue.  It  is  probable,  however,  that  all 
entries  in  regard  to  ordination,  periods  of  incumbency  and  so  forth 
are  fully  worthy  of  credence  ;  and  I  think  it  likely  that  the  marriages

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and  children  of  ministers  from  about  1740  onwards  may  be  taken  as 
correct,  seeing  that  such  details  could  probably  be  gleaned  from  the 
Presbytery  Records.  But  on  one  point  I  am  very  sure  that  Dr.  Scott 
is  in  error,  and  that  is  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Peter's  father  ;  and  as  this 
offers  a  somewhat  interesting  study  of  the  values  of  conflicting  evidence, 
I  propose  to  set  forth  what  I  know  about  the  matter. 

In  1906  I  was  in  correspondence  with  a  Mrs.  (Isabella  Margaret) 
Archer,  of  Longford  Hall,  Longford,  Tasmania,  who  informed  me 
that  she  was  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Lauchlin  Mackinnon  Campbell, 
of  Oatlands,  Tasmania,  who  was  then  living,  aged  85,  and  that  she  was 
writing  to  me  from  notes  taken  of  conversations  she  was  then  holding 
with  her  father,  who  was  too  old  to  attend  to  such  matters  himself. 
I  should  add,  also,  that  she  had  undertaken  these  "  conversations  " 
in  order  to  be  able  to  reply  to  a  letter  I  had  addressed  to  her  father. 
To  put  it  shortly,  Mr.  Lauchlin  M.  Campbell's  information  amounted 
to  this  : — 

His  father,  Capt.  John  Campbell  (Breadalbane  Fencibles)  of  Duntulm, 
Skye,  was  born  at  Dalmally  and  died  in  the  West  Indies,  being  the  son 
of  Alexander  Campbell,  tacksman  of  Larigs,  who  was  the  son  of  John 
Campbell,  tacksman  of  Stronmialaehan  in  Glenorchy.  Now,  a  person's 
evidence  as  to  all  that  concerns  his  grandparents  is  recognized  as 
admissible  ;  and  .since  the  statement  comes  practically  direct  from 
Alexander's  grandson,  we  may  take  that  much  as  proved.  Further, 
I  think  the  universal  experience  of  genealogists  is  that  an  educated 
person  invariably  knows  the  Christian  name  of  his  great-grandfather 
in  the  male  line.  At  any  rate,  J  June  never  found  this  to  fail  myself  ; 
and  when  1  add  that  Mrs.  Archer  gave  me  the  place-name,  Stron- 
mialachan,  with  some  reserve,  admitting  that  she  was  not  sure  if  she 
had  the  word  correctly,  and  that  I  have  verified  the  existence  of  such 
a  person  as  John  between  172(>  and  1771,  we  seem  to  be  on  pretty  sure 
ground.  Furthermore,  Mrs.  Archer  stated  that  her  father  ''thought  " 
that  John  was  the  son  of  Hugh  Campbell — which  I  shall  later  show 
to  be  quite  correct. 

Let  us  now  turn  to  the  evidence  of  contemporary  records.  On 
12  September  1798  Colin  Campbell,  Collector  of  Customs  at  Fort 
William,  was  served  heir  to  his  brother,  Archibald  Campbell  of  Glen- 
more3  ;  and  on  16  February  1802  we  have  the  confirmation  of  the  said 
Olcnmore's  Testament,4  which  was  given  up  by  his  brother,  Alexander 
Campbell,  tacksman  of  Larigs,  and  by  his  sisters  german,  Mary,  relict 
of  Peter  Lindsay  of  Rocaird,  Christ  iane  wife  of  Alexander  McCalman 
late  tacksman  of  Tirvean,  and  Margaret  relict  of  Hugh  Campbell  of 
Barinaddy.  Hence  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  Alexander  Campbell, 
tacksman  of  Larigs,  was  brother  to  Peter  Campbell,  minister  of  Kil- 
niuver.  Therefore,  if  Dr.  Scott  is  correct  in  giving  Peter's  father  as 
Rev.  Archibald  Campbell,  Mr.  Lauchlin  Mackinnon  Campbell  must 
have  been  mistaken  in  supposing  his  great-grandfather's  name  to  have 
been  John.

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Now,  I  have  most  carefully  examined  the  record  of  every  minister 
of  the  name  of  Archibald  Campbell,  as  given  in  the  Fasti,  and  nowhere 
do  I  find  any  such  as  having  had  a  son,  refer,  minister  of  Kilninver. 
There  are,  indeed,  only  three  that  could  possibly  have  been  his  father, 
if  we  consider  the  dates  :  Dr.  Archibald  Campbell,  minister  of  Larbert ; 
Archibald  Campbell,  minister  of  Kilmonivaig,  and  later  of  Lismore  ; 
and  Archibald  Campbell,  minister  of  Weem.  And  one  can  only  remark 
that  Dr.  Scott  himself  appears  to  have  been  in  some  doubt  on  the  point, 
else  why  did  he  not  state  the  parish  of  which  Peter's  father  had 
charge  ? 

But  if  we  suppose  that  Peter's  father  was  John  Campbell,  tacksman 
of  Stronmialachan,  we  find  ourselves  at  once  in  comparatively  smooth 
water,  for  on  18  July  1755  the  Testament5  of  John  Campbell  of 
Cloichombie  was  witnessed  by  Mr.  Peter  Campbell,  student  in  divinity, 
son  of  John  Campbell  in  Stronmialachan  in  («lenorchy.6  Now,  seeing 
that  Peter  Campbell,  minister  of  Kilninver,  was  ordained  in  1757,  it 
is  pretty  certain  that  lie  must  have  been  a  "student  in  divinity" 
in  1755;  and  since  the  only  other  minister  of  the  name  of  Peter  (or 
Patrick)  Campbell  that  was,  according  to  the  Fasti,  ordained  within 
anything  like  a  reasonable  period  after  1755,  was  a  Minister  of  Classary, 
who  can  be  shown7  (quite  apart  from  the  Fasti)  to  have  been  a  son  of 
James  Campbell  of  Duchernan,  minister  of  Kilbrandon  or  Seil,  we  are 
forced  to  one  of  three  conclusions  :  either  the  student  died  before 
ordination,  or  he  became  minister  of  Kilninver,  or  else  his  father's 
name  was  James.  And  even  this  last  hypothesis  will  scarcely  bear 
examination,  since  Peter  Campbell,  minister  of  Classary,  was  not 
ordained  till  17(51.  One  can  scarcely  imagine  a  parent  of  those  days 
waiting  patiently  through  nine  years  for  his  son  to  satisfy  the  examiners  ! 
Besides,  we  have  it  on  the  authority  of  Dr.  Scott  that  the  minister  of 
Classary  was  born  in  1739.  A  boy  of  sixteen  would  hardly  be  asked 
to  witness  a  will. 

I  do  not  think  the  most  captious  critic  can  any  longer  question  that 
Archibald  Campbell  of  Clenmore  and  his  brothers  and  sisters  were  the 
children  of  John  Campbell,  tacksman  of  Stronmialachan;  and  so  I 
will  leave  that  point  and  examine  the  descent  further.  I  may  say, 
however,  that  1  am  not  sorry  to  have  this  opportunity  of  exposing 
a  fallacy  in  the  Fasti,  as  I  have  evidence  that  Dr.  Scott's  statements 
elsewhere  in  this  work  have  been  accepted  as  though  they  were  sound 
proof  in  themselves  ;  and  as  I  understand  that  another  edition  of 
these  volumes  is  in  contemplation,  it  seems  to  be  just  as  well  that 
genealogists  should  stand  on  their  guard.  From  a  study  of  the  internal 
evidence  of  the  old  work,  1  judge  that  Dr.  Scott  made  praiseworthy 
efforts  to  come  in  touch  with  the  living  descendants  of  clerics  and 
accepted  their  statements  on  many  points  without  question.  After 
all,  we  must  not  blame  him.  That  was  a  recognised  method  of  con- 
structing pedigrees  in  those  bad  old  days  !

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My  notes  on  the  pedigree  of  Glenmore  begin  with  the  mention  of 
Dongall  Campbell,  son  of  deceased  Archibald  Campbell  in  Over  Larigs, 
on  4  January  1075,  in  a  liferent  grant  by  Alexander  Campbell  of  Loch- 
nell  to  his  wife,  Margaret  Stewart8  ;  and  as,  on  29  July  previously, 
we  have  an  alienation  of  half  the  4  inerkland  of  Camuslaich  (in  the 
Isle  of  Seil)  to  Hugh  Campbell  in  Over  Larigs,  witnessed  by  the  said 
1 1  null's  brother,  Dougall,9  we  are  justified  in  taking  both  these  men 
as  sons  of  Archibald.  On  4  September  1707  Hugh  Campbell  in 
Stronmialachan  gave  a  bond  ''or  £-42  to  William  Ronton,  collector 
of  excise  in  Argyllshire10;  on  26  December  1712  he  had  a  discharge 
as  one  of  the  parties  concerned  in  a  transaction  about  the  delivery 
of  some  cattle11;  and  on  4  and  10  July  1719,  in  a  document  dated  at 
Gafvelich  in  the  Isle  of  Seil,  he  appears  in  company  with  Patrick 
McLachlan  of  Kilbride  and  John  Campbell  of  Sanaigmore  as  cautioner 
for  Duncan  Campbell  in  Leek  on  the  lattcr's  appointment  as  guardian 
to  his  nephew1-  ;  and  he  died  in  June  1726,  his  testament  being  given 
up  by  .John  Campbell,  his  lawful  son. 1:1  In  the  confirmation  of  this 
testament  the  deceased  is  styled  "  in  Stronmialachan  in  the  parish  of 
Clachandysart,"  which  parish  is  situated  in  Glenorchy. 

It  will  be  observed  that  I  have  spoken  of  Hugh  Campbell  in  Stron- 
mialachan as  though  he  were  identical  with  Hugh  Campbell  in  Over 
Larigs  ;  but  this,  of  course,  is  only  proved  inferentially.  It  is  obvious 
that  the  tacksman  of  Stronmialachan  was  grandfather  to  the  minister 
of  Kilninver,  and  therefore  also  to  Alexander  Campbell,  tacksman  of 
Larigs;  and  since  we  have  this  conjunction  of  the  two  properties, 
Stronmialachan  and  Larigs,  and  since  this  arrangement  accords  with 
Mr.  Lauchlin  Mackinnon  Campbell's  memory  of  traditions  concerning 
his  great-great-grandfather,  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  correct- 
ness of  the  assumed  identity. 

I  imagine  that,  prior  to  his  father's  death,  John  enjoyed  a  tack  of 
Ardletle.  At  any  rate,  we  find,  among  the  debtors  to  the  estate  of 
Dugald  Mr Kellar,  whose  testament  14  was  confirmed  on  29  August 
1771,  the  name  i>[  John  Campbell,  late  in  Ardletle,  now  in  Stronmia- 
lutluui  in  Ulenoivhv.    'This  is  the  latest  reference  1  have  to  John. 

As  we  have  already  seen,  John  had  the1  following  issue  : — 
Archibald  Campbell  of  Clenmore. 

Colin  Campbell,  Collector  of  Customs  at  Fort  William,  whose 

descendant,  I  presume,  was  the  husband  of  the  writer  of  the 

letter,  quoted  at  the  beginning  of  this  paper. 
Peter  Campbell,  minister  of  Kilninver,  whose  marriage  and  issue 

have  already  been  given. 
Alexander  Campbell,  tacksman  of  Larigs,  who,  since  he  appears 

to  have  inherited  the  family  tack,  was  probably  the  eldest  son.

The  subjoined  part  pedigree  of  this  important  but  not  too  well- 
known  branch  of  the  ancient  ducal  House  of  Buckingham  is  intended 
chiefly  to  aid  in  distinguishing  between  the  various  Sir  Humphrey 
Staft'ords  who  flourished  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries, 
but  concerning  whose  identity  considerable  confusion  often  exists. 
Only  the  actual  line  of  succession  is  given,  and  younger  children  are  as 
a  rule  omitted.  The  precise  dates  when  knighthood  was  conferred  are 
wanting  in  most  cases,  but  an  approximate  date  is  given  as  the 
nearest  to  which  substantial  evidence  points.  I  have  only  to  add  that 
for  much  interesting  matter  relating  to  the  St  affords  of  Southwick  I 
am  indebted  to  two  able  articles  upon  "  Southwick  Court  and  its 
Owners,"  in  Wiltshire  Notes  <£  Queries,  vol.  i,  pp.  557-559  ;  vol.  ii, 
pp.  L,55-2()l  ;  vol.  iii,  193-202.

The  Titled  Nobility  of  Europe.  An  International  Peerage.  Com- 
piled and  Edited  by  the  Marquis  of  Ruvigny.  London  (Harrison  & 
Sons). 

That  an  International  Peerage  is  a  distinct  want  there  can  be  no 
manner  of  doubt.  The  ignorance  which  prevails  in  this  country 
regarding  the  relationship  to  each  other  of  members  of  the  Royal 
Families  of  Europe  will  be  apparent  from  a  glance  at  our  leading  daily 
newspapers,  and  that  there  is  an  even  greater  lack  of  acquaintance  with 
the  nobility  of  the  Continent  is  not  open  to  question.  As  a  record, 
therefore,  of  the  Royal,  Princely  and  Noble  Houses  of  Europe  before 
the  great  War,  this  elaborate  work  should  be  in  demand,  though 
it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  Author  will  hardly,  at  any  rate  for  a  considerable 
period,  be  able  to  fulfil  his  intention  to  issue  it  as  an  annual  book  of 
reference. 
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It  has  been  compiled  somewhat  on  the  lines  of  the  well-known 
Almanac  de  Gotha,  but  upon  a  far  more  extensive  plan,  being  divided 
into  two  parts,  the  first  containing  an  account  of  every  reigning 
sovereign  in  Europe  with  the  living  members  of  his  family,  while  the 
second  includes  the  mediatized  princes  of  Germany  and  those  descended 
from  morganatic  alliances,  together  with  the  nobility  of  each  country 
arranged  alphabetically  under  their  respective  titles. 

Part  I  is  absolutely  complete,  but  this  cannot,  of  course,  be  said 
of  Part  II,  for  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  many  genuine  titles  have 
been  omitted.  It  is  indeed  admitted  in  the  Preface,  which,  by  the 
way,  has,  owing  to  the  international  character  of  the  book,  been  printed 
in  five  languages,  that,  as  now  issued,  the  work  is  only  exhaustive  as 
regards  British,  Spanish,  Belgian  and  Portuguese  titles,  though 
for  all  ranks  above  that  of  Baron  the  Author  has  aimed  at  completeness, 
all  the  greater  German  dignities  being  included  and  every  French 
dukedom,  whether  of  Bourbon  or  Bonaparte  creation. 

The  arrangement  adopted  in  Part  I  for  the  younger  branches  of 
Royal  Houses  is  not  a  little  confusing,  and  if,  as  we  hope,  this  book 
may  reach  another  edition,  it  would  be  well  to  substitute  numbered 
pedigrees  with  indented  lines  as  in  most  of  our  Peerages.  As  it  is, 
we  fear  that  the  public  will  often  find  it  difficult  to  decide  the  exact 
relationship  to  a  monarch  of  some  of  his  cadets.  We  have,  for  instance, 
been  unable  to  discover  the  position  of  the  father  of  the  Archduke 
Eugene  of  Austria,  who  nows  hold  an  important  military  command. 
There  is  at  least  one  omission.  Under  Bavaria,  the  Crown  Princess 
is  on  p.  2-1  merely  styled  Duchess  Marie  Gabrielle,"  her  parentage 
not  being  stated,  while  on  p.  28  H.U.I  I.  is  not  included  among  the 
daughters  of  the  late  Archduke  Charles  Theodore. 

The  Author  has  taken  extraordinary  pains  to  record  all  the  titles, 
dignities  and  honours,  as  well  as  the  orders  to  which  royal  personages 
are  entitled,  and  in  the  case  of  the  greater  number  of  Sovereigns  well 
executed  illustrations  of  their  arms  have  been  provided,  though  they 
have  not  been  blazoned.  The  first  of  these  illustrations  is  curiously 
enough  the  heraldic  insignia  of  Prince  William  of  Wied  as  "  King  of 
Albania."  For  Baden,  Hesse,  Luxemburg,  Monaco,  Montenegro  and 
Schleswig  Holstein  there  are  no  illustrations,  why  we  do  not  know. 

In  Part  II  nothing  genealogical  has  been  attempted,  for  living  persons 
only  are  recorded  in  these  pages,  but  at  the  head  of  most  of  the  titles 
there  is  a  brief  statement  relating  to  their  creation  and  the  terms  of 
the  remainder  with  which  they  were  granted,  together  with  dates  of 
subsequent  confirmation  and  recognition.  Where  a  title  has  descended 
in  the  female  line  there  is  a  short  account  of  the  different  families 
through  which  it  has  passed,  and  there  is  also  in  nearly  every  case  a 
record  of  previous  dignities  of  the  same  territorial  designation,  even 
though  no  blood  relationship  may  have  existed  with  the  present  holder, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  Earldom  of  Fife.  There  is  also  a  most  useful 
Index  to  Surnames,  Titles  merged  in  other  honours,  and  to  titled 
members  of  a  family  where  their  names  differ  from  that  of  the  head  of 
the  house. 

In  conclusion,  it  must  be  distinctly  understood  that  no  evidence 
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is  offered  of  the  right  of  any  claimant  to  a  dignity,  and  indeed  proof 
would  often  be  found  impossible,  there  being  in  many  countries,  as 
in  Republican  France,  no  proper  tribunal  to  pronounce  on  the  validity 
of  any  such  assumption. 

Notes  on  Shotwick  in  the  County  of  Chester.    By  F.  C.  Beazley, 
F.S.A.    Liverpool  (Edward  Howell,  Ltd.),  1915. 

Perhaps,  in  the  not  very  distant  future,  ample  parish  histories  may 
be  more  in  request  than  the  ponderous  county  histories  to  which  we 
have  been  accustomed.  Such  a  change  would  bring  some  advantages, 
for  many  parochial  details  are  necessarily  excluded  from  our  county 
histories,  as  being  of  minor  importance,  which  would  have  especial 
interest  for  parishioners  and  others. 

In  his  Notes  on  Shotwick,  Mr.  Beazley  has  supplied  a  small,  sequestered, 
old-world  village  with  a  history,  and  has  told  the  story  of  its  past  with 
discrimination  and  care,  recording  many  forgotten  particulars  in  a 
way  that  will  appeal  directly  to  the  dwellers  in  that  neighbourhood 
as  well  as  to  antiquaries. 

Church  Shotwick,  though  now  a  very  quiet  inland  hamlet  lying  near 
to  the  edge  of  the  great  salt  marshes  of  the  "  Sands  of  Dee,"formerly 
stood  upon  the  estuary  of  the  river  and  must  have  witnessed  many 
stirring  scenes.  A  very  short  distance  to  the  south,  and  extra 
parochial,  was  the  royal  manor  and  park  of  Shotwick,  with  its  castle, 
now  marked  only  by  grassy  mounds  ;  while  the  passage  of  the  sands 
and  channels  of  the  estuary  to  Flint  commenced  close  to  the  church. 
Here,  in  all  probability,  Henry  III  and  Edward  I  embarked  on  their 
military  expeditions  into  Wales. 

The  volume,  includes  accounts  of  the  church,  church  plate  and 
incumbents,  with  copies  of  all  the  monumental  inscriptions  within 
the  church  and  of  many  in  the  churchyard. 

The  history  of  the  picturesque  old  hall  is  given,  together  with  the 
descent  of  the  manor,  and  the  pedigrees  of  the  families  of  Ifockenhull, 
Nevitt-Bennett  and  Doe  are  carefully  traced.  The  place-names  and 
field-names,  also,  are  dealt  with,  but  Mr.  Beazley  somewhat  con- 
temptuously refuses  to  put  forward  any  derivation  of  "Shotwick" 
on  the  ground  that  it  is  "  not  demonstrable,"  and  contents  himself 
with  quoting  authorities,  none  of  whom,  we  observe,  are  in  agreement, 
and  with  giving  a  list  of  the  various  spellings  found  from  Domesday 
onwards. 

In  the  Appendix  there  are  copious  extracts  from  the  parish  register 
from  1599  to  1731  ;  these  have  been  largely  taken  from  the  Bishop's 
Transcripts  at  Chester,  since  the  register  remaining  in  the  parish-chest 
only  begins  in  1721.  The  Appendix  also  contains  a  copy  of  a 
Commission  for  Uniformity  of  the  Seats,  dated  1706,  and  the  Articles 
of  Enquiry  of  several  bishops  with  the  answers  thereto,  dated  1778, 
1789,  and  1811.  '  j  -  _ 

The  illustrations  consist  of  fourteen  plates  and  a  number  of  maps  and 
sketches,  as  well  as  coats  of  arms  drawn  by  Graham  Johnston,  herald- 
painter  to  the  Lyon  Court.    There  is  a  full  index. 
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The  History  of  Calwich  Abbey.     By  Mary  Teresa  Fortescue. 
London  (Simpkin  &  Co.).    Winchester  (Warren  &  Sons,  Ltd.). 

Founded  before  1149  for  Augustine  Canons  by  Nigel  Fitznigel,  the 
ancestor  of  the  ancient  Derbyshire  family  of  Longford  and  Margaret 
his  wife,  Calwich  was  never  of  much  importance  and  its  history  is 
not  very  interesting  until  the  Dissolution.  The  Authoress  of  this 
pleasantly  written  volume  tells  in  much  detail  the  story  of  the  families 
connected  with  the  place  and  with  the  manor  of  Ellastone.  This 
manor  was  shared  with  the  Verduns  by  the  Longfords,  and  until  their 
male  line  ended  early  in  the  seventeenth  century  they  were  possessed 
of  considerable  influence  in  Derbyshire,  marrying  with  some  of  the 
best  known  families  in  that  and  the  neighbouring  counties,  such  as  the 
Deyncourts,  Fitzherberts  and  Tr affords.  At  the  Reformation,  Sir 
Ralph  Longford  obtained  a  lease  of  Calwich,  but  soon  afterwards  the 
Abbey  passed  into  the  possession  of  John  Fleetwood,  who  had  also  pro- 
cured a  grant  of  the  Priory  of  Penwortham  in  Lancashire.  By  him 
Calwich  was  left  to  his  eldest  son  Thomas,  father  of  Sir  Richard  Fleet- 
wood, who  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1611.  Suffering  both  for  their  religion 
and  their  loyalty  these  Fleetwoods  endured  great  privations  and  their 
history  is  an  interesting  one.  Here  the  Authoress  wanders  somewhat 
far  from  Calwich  in  relating  the  fate  of  other  branches  of  this  wide 
spreading  family,  for  which  we  are  not  disposed  to  quarrel  with  her, 
and  the  large  tabular  pedigree  at  the  end  of  the  book  will  do  much 
to  clear  up  some  of  the  difficulties  which  arise  when  there  have  been 
ten  or  twelve  children  in  each  generation,  all  of  whom  have  married  and 
left  issue.  The  next  family  to  possess  Calwich  was  that  of  Granville, 
or  more  properly  Grenville,  descended  from  the  hero  of  the  Revenge 
and  from  Sir  Bevill  Grenville,  the  cavalier.  A  photograph  of  Opie's 
well  known  portrait  of  Mrs.  Delany,  the  most  interesting  of  the  later 
members  of  this  historic  race,  forms  one  of  the  illustrat  ions  to  this  volume. 
She  was  often  a  visitor  at  Calwich  in  the  time  of  her  brother  Bernard 
Granville.  Very  readable  chapters  are  added  concerning  two  other 
celebrities  connected  with  the  neighbourhood,  Jean  Jacques  Rousseau, 
who  staved  for  a  time  hard  by  at  Wootton,  and  Mary  Anne  livans, 
better  known  as  "George  Eliot,"  whose  family  were  long  settled  at 
Nor  bury,  and  who  has  introduced  Ellastone  into  Adam  Bede  as 
"  Hayslope.'' 

Visitation  of  England  and  Wales.    Edited  by  Frederick  Arthur 
Crisp.    Volume  XVIII.    (Privately  printed.) 

In  these  days  when  no  public  or  private  archives  can  be  considered 
absolutely  safe,  the  families  recorded  in  Mr.  Crisp's  printed  Visitation 
may  be  regarded  as  fortunate.  This  volume  is  larger  than  usual  and 
contains  thirty-nine  pedigrees,  none  of  them,  according  to  the  scheme 
of  the  work,  reaching  further  back  than  the  grandfather  of  the  present 
head  of  the  family.  Among  the  pedigrees  here  printed  are  those  of 
seven  Peers — Earl  Howe,  The  Earls  of  St.  Germans  and  Westmorland, 
Viscount  Combermere  and  Barons  Ashcombe,  Bagot,  and  De  La  Zouche 
of  Haryngworth,  the  last  named  having  died  while  the  volume  was  in 
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the  press,  being  succeeded  by  his  sister,  now  a  Baroness  in  her  own  right. 
One  nobleman  of  entirely  English  origin,  though  of  foreign  creation, 
Baron  Dimsdale,  who  has  his  Majesty's  permission  to  bear  the  title 
in  this  country,  is  also  included,  as  are  three  Baronets,  the  Rev.  Sir 
Robert  Boughey  of  Aqualate,  Sir  Frank  Crisp  and  Sir  John  Scott, 
the  latter  being  the  son  and  successor  of  the  well  known  contractor  and 
publisher,  the  late  Sir  Walter  Scott.  Among  untitled  families  are  the 
Fanes  of  Fulbeck,  co.  Lincoln,  a  younger  branch  of  the  Westmorland 
family  and  now,  since  the  sale  of  Apethorpe,  owners  of  more  land  than 
the  head  of  their  house  ;  the  Cubitts  of  Catfield  Mall  in  Norfolk,  not, 
to  judge  from  the  arms  they  bear,  of  kin  to  Lord  Ashcombe,  though 
both  families  come  from  the  same  county  ;  and  the  Pennymans  (formerly 
Worsley)  of  Ormesby  Hall,  co.  York.  The  genealogy  of  the  distinguished 
surgeon,  Sir  Alfred  Downing  Fripp  and  that  of  Sir  John  Frederick 
Bridge,  organist  of  Westminster  Abbey,  are  of  special  interest.  In 
addition  to  the  usual  armorial  illustrations  there  are  reproductions  of 
two  miniatures,  those  of  Colonel  Jonathan  Passingham  of  Jlendwr,  co. 
Merioneth,  who  died  in  1835,  and  Prudence  his  wife. 

Parish  Register  Society  of  Dublin  Publications.  The  Marriage 
Entries  from  The  Registers  of  the  Parishes  of  St.  Andrew, 
St.  Anne,  St.  Audoen,  and  St.  Bride,  Dublin. — 1632-1800. 
Edited  by  D.  A.  Chart,  M.A.,  M.R.I.A.  (Printed  for  the  Society 
by  William  Pollard  &  Co.  Ltd.,  Exeter). 
For  the  first  time  this  well  known  Society  prints  parish  registers  in 
part  only.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  the  experiment  adds  to  the 
list  of  subscribers.  Marriage  entries  are  to  a  parish  register  what  the 
plums  are  to  a  pudding,  and  when  these  alone  are  printed,  there  is,  it 
is  to  be.  feared,  small  chance  that  Baptisms  and  Burials  will  be  seen 
in  type.  The  four  registers  chosen  are  all  of  them  of  considerable 
interest,  and  three  of  them  go  back  to  the  seventeenth  century.  The 
Marriages  at  St.  Andrew's  commence  in  1072  and  include  those  of  several 
Peers  and  Baronets.  Arthur,  Viscount  Ely  was  married  here  in  1706  ; 
the  Bishop  of  Cork  in  1707  ;  Robert,  Earl  of  Kildare  in  1708-9  ;  Viscount 
Hillsborough  in  1747-8  ;  Sir  George  Ribton,  or  Ripton  as  here  spelt, 
in  1768  and  Sir  William  Vigers  Burdett  in  1769.  At  St.  Anne's  too, 
where  the  entries  do  not  commence  until  1719,  several  members  of  the 
Irish  Peerage  were  married,  amongst  them  John,  Earl  of  Darnley, 
in  1766,  Lord  Dunboyne  in  1773,  and  Lord  de  Clifford  in  1789.  There 
are  in  this  register  a  large  number  of  persons  styled  Esquire,  some  of 
them  being  resident  in  London,  as  John  Lloyd  of  the  Middle  Temple  in 
1787,  and  Francis  Plaistow  of  Cray's  Inn  in  1800.  At  St.  Audoen's 
the  registers  were  not  at  first  very  carefully  kept,  but  there  are  some 
interesting  entries.  A  Worcestershire  gentleman  was  married  in  1673 
and  Sir  Robert  Adair  in  1720.  At  St.  Bride's  there  is  a  considerable 
admixture  of  French  names  belonging  to  the  large  Huguenot  colony  in 
Dublin,  and  at  St.  Andrew's  also  there  arc*  many  foreign  names.  There 
are  three  Appendixes  to  the  Volume.  In  the  first  of  these  Mr.  Chart, 
to  whom  great  credit  is  due  for  his  careful  editing,  gives  a  list  of  mar- 
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riages  found  in  Parochial  Returns  (answering  to  Bishop's  Transcripts 
in  England),  but  which  do  not  occur  in  the  registers.  Appendix  II 
contains  a  list  of  Occupations  and  Descriptions,  the  most  curious 
being  "  gager,"  "heckle  or  hackle  maker"  and  "movement  maker." 
The  third  Appendix  consists  of  the  names  of  places  mentioned.  As 
usual,  with  the  publications  of  this  Society  an  excellent  and  compre- 
hensive Index  of  Persons  is  provided. 

Genealogical  Abstracts  op  Wills  proved  in  the  Prerogative 
Court  of  Canterbury.  "  Register  Wootton,"  1658.  Volume 
VII.    By  William  Brigg.    (Privately  printed  for  the  Subscribers.) 

When  poring  over  the  huge  and  dusty  register  books  in  the  under- 
ground cellars  at  Somerset  House,  every  reader  has,  no  doubt,  longed 
to  take  home  with  him  one  of  them  and  study  it  at  leisure  by  his  own 
fireside.  This  opportunity,  as  far  as  Book  "  Wootton"  is  concerned 
Mr.  Brigg  gives  to  his  subscribers,  with  an  excellent  index  to  boot, 
and  those  who  take  advantage  thereof  will  be  sure  to  obtain  at  a  very 
moderate  cost  many  a  clue  to  the  problems  they  desire  to  unravel. 
Among  the  most  noteworthy  wills  in  this  volume  are  those  of  Martin 
Aylworth,  Fellow  of  All  Souls  College,  Oxford,  who,  though  a  Doctor 
of  Laws,  refers  to  his  'l  Phisicke  bookes  "  ;  John  Fleetwood  of  Pen- 
wortham  in  Lancashire,  who  does  not  seem  to  name  his  son  and  heir, 
Edward  Fleetwood,  but  only  "  my  younger  sort  of  children  "  ;  and  Sir 
Thomas  Wodehouse  of  Kimberley,  who  was  evidently  possessed  of 
artistic  tastes,  for  he  mentions  "  my  organ,  Jlarpsecall,  Chest  of  Vyolls 
and  all  other  my  musical!  instruments  nowe  beinge  or  to  be  placed 
in  the  musicke  roome  of  my  house."  Emme  Knyvett  of  Henham  in 
Suffolk  leaves  "  my  Ringe  with  the  Kinge's  picture  in  it,"  thus  pro- 
claiming her  loyalty  in  the  dark  period  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
will  of  Thomas  Shakespeare  of  Lapworth  in  Warwickshire,  no  doubt 
of  kin  to  the  immortal  William,  is  witnessed  by  two  persons  named 
Sly,  carrying  our  thoughts  to  Christopher,  the  worthy  tinker,  whose 
cognomen  was  probably  a  familiar  one  in  the  poet's  day  and 
neighbourhood. 

Hereward,  The  Fenman.  By  W.  E.  Foster,  F.S.A.  Leicester 
(Murrays,  Limited). 

As  long  ago  as  June  1889  Mr.  W.  E.  Foster,  a  well  known  Lincolnshire 
antiquary,  contributed  to  the  Spalding  Free  Press  a  letter  on  the  hero 
of  the  Fens.  This,  at  the  request  of  many  enquirers  for  copies,  he  has 
now  reprinted  at  the  modest  cost  of  One  Shilling.  Quoting  the  entries 
relating  to  Hereward  in  Domesday,  the  Anglo  Saxon  Chronicle,  and 
Florence  of  Worcester,  Mr.  Foster  combats  the  claim  of  Bourne  to  be 
his  birthplace,  and  that  of  the  Wakes  to  be  his  descendants.  Lastly 
he  denies  that  the  Saxon  leader  was  son  of  Leofric,  Earl  of  Mercia. 
Since  1889  all  these  myths  have  been  discarded  by  the  consensus  of 
antiquaries,  but  local  traditions  die  hard,  and  some  members  of  the 
Wake  family  still  devoutly  believe  in  Hereward  as  their  founder.  The 
claim  rests  on  very  slender  foundations,  as  this  little  pamphlet  shows, 
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but  is  not  more  shadowy  than  that  which  the  Editor  of  Burke's  Peerage 
annually  puts  forward  on  behalf  of  an  even  greater  house  than  that  of 
Wake,  and  which  may  be  found  at  the  head  of  the  pedigree  of  our 
premier  Duke  and  Earl  Marshal.  In  one  respect  we  are  inclined  to 
go  beyond  Mr.  Foster  and  to  think  that  the  llereward  who  was  before 
the  Conquest  an  undertenant  in  Warwickshire  and  Worcestershire,  was 
a  different  person  from  the  Lincolnshire  hero,  llereward  indeed 
would  seem  to  have  been  a  fairly  common  early  English  Christian 
name  and  to  have  become  a  patronymic  on  the  introduction  of  surnames. 

We  have  also  received  the  new  edition  of  Burke's  "  Landed  Gentr) ," 
which  we  hope  to  notice  in  the  April  number.

Ancestry  of  the  Smiths  of  Eardiston,  co.  Worcester, 
Baronets. — I  wish  to  obtain  particulars  concerning  the  earlier  descent 
of  Sir  William  Smith,  the  first  Baronet  of  this  family,  beyond  what  is 
contained  in  the  Baronetages.  Burke  says  that  he  was  kt  eldest  son  of 
Thomas  Smith  of  Burwaston  (sic),  Salop,  by  his  wife,  Letitia,  dau.  of 
Edward  Morris,  of  Burford,  in  the  same  co."  According  to  Foster 
his  father  was  "  Thomas  of  Bumaston,  Salop,"  and  his  grandfather, 
"  William  Smith,  of  Lindridge,  co.  Worcester."  The  late  Rev.  Compton 
Reade,  in  his  work,  entitled  kk  The  Smith  Family,"  published  in  1902, 
merely  repeats  Burke's  statement,  and  gives  no  further  help.  1  have 
been  unable  to  find  any  "  Burwaston  "  or  kl  Bumaston,"  in  co.  Salop, 
but  from  a  will  proved  in  B.C.C.  it  appears  that  there  was  in  the 
eighteenth  century  a  family  of  Smith  settled  at  Bur  wart  on  in  tiiat 
county.  This  will  is  that  of  Edward  Smith,  of  Burwarton,  co.  Salop, 
gent.,  dated  24  March  1773,  and  proved  20  July  following.  The 
testator  mimes  his  brothers,  William  Smith  and  Mr.  Thomas  Smith 
of  Dirty  Middleton,  co.  Hereford — his  daughters,  Mary  and  Anne 
Smith,  both  under  the  age  of  21— his  estate  in  the  parish  of  llartlebury, 
and  his  aunt,  Mrs.  Mary  Win  wood.  1  shall  be  glad  to  be  able  to  connect, 
if  possible,  this  Edward  Smith  with  the  Thomas  who  was  father  of  the 
first  Baronet.  The  mention  of  Winwood  is  suggestive,  as  according 
to  the  Baronetages  the  present  holder  of  the  title  and  all  his  brothers 
and  sisters  received  that  name  in  baptism.

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GENEALOGY  IN  A  "  BEEECHES "  BIBLE. 
(FAMILY  OF  SANDYS.) 

By  F.  H.  Suckling. 

At  the  sale  of  the  library  of  the  late  Honble.  H.  D.  Curzon,  of  East 
Dean  in  Hampshire,  a  V  Breeches  "  Bible,  dated  1587,  was  purchased 
by  Mr.  Thomas  Baker,  who  subsequently  found  in  the  fly  leaves  some 
genealogical  entries  of  interest.  They  relate  to  the  family  of  Sandys, 
who  for  many  generations  were  lords  of  the  Vyne  in  Hampshire  and 
of  Mottisfont,  near  Romsey,  in  the  same  county. 

The  book  appears  to  have  been  at  one  time  the  property  of  Colonel 
Henry  Sandys,  of  the  Vyne,  who  married  his  first  cousin,  Jane, 
daughter  of  Sir  William  Sandys  of  Fladbury,  in  the  county  of 
Worcester,  towards  the  end  of  the  the  reign  of  James  I.  On  the  death  of 
their  son,  the  last  Lord  Sandys,  the  bible  probably  passed,  with  Mottisfont 
Abbey,  to  the  Mills  of  Eling,  and  at  the  decease  of  the  last  baronet 
(Sir  John  Barker  Mill)  in  1860,  his  widow  bestowed  the  manor  of 
East  Dean1  upon  Mr.  II.  D.  Curzon,  and,  possibly,  the  bible  also. 
It  is  remarkable  that  no  historian  of  the  Vyne  has  troubled  to  identify 
Sir  Edwin  Sandys,  father  of  Colonel  Henry  Sandys,  and  husband 
of  Elizabeth  Sandys  the  heiress  of  the  estate,  and  to  point  out  that, 
although  she  and  her  husband  were  of  the  same  surname,  they 
originated  from  totally  different  families,  as  their  arms  show.2 

The  Sandys  had  long  been  resident  in  Hampshire  before  their 
acquisition  of  the  Vyne  by  a  marriage  with  an  heiress  of  the  Fyfhides, 
a  family  who  for  centuries  owned  live  hides  of  land  at  Fifield,  near 
Andover,3  and  who  were  considerable  landowners  in  the  fourteenth 
and  fifteenth  centuries.  In  131G  Sir  Roger  de  Fyfhide  held  the  third 
part  of  the  Ville  of  Ellesfield  jointly  with  the  Prior  of  Southwick,4  and 
in  1331-2  was  also  lord  of  the  manor  of  Woodgarston  which  was  in  the 
possession  of  his  widow,  Edith,  in  1340.  His  successor,  William  de 
Fyfhide,  is  said  to  have  obtained  Sherborne  St.  John,  alias  Sherborne 
Cowdray,  alias  the  Vyne,  by  the  grant  of  Fulke  de  Cowdray  in  1355.5 
Sir  W'illiam  died  seised  in  1361 6  of  the  manors  of  Bradley  in 
Hants  and  of  Kingston  Bowsey  in  Sussex  which  descended  to  his

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son  and  heir,  William  de  Fyfhide,  who  had  livery  of  his  lands  in  1365, 
and  deceased,  sine  prole,  in  the  tenth  year  of  King  Richard  II,  when  his 
estates  (together  with  the  Vyne)  devolved  upon  his  cousin  and  heiress, 
Joan,  wife  of  Sir  John  Sandys,  Knight  of  the  Shire,  and  Governor  of 
Winchester  Castle. 

But  neither  the  Fyfhides  nor  the  Sandys  made  the  Vyne  their  chief 
residence  until  1509,  when  William,  second  son  of  Sir  William  Sandys 
(ob.  14-96),  erected  the  present  mansion,  where  King  Henry  VIII  stayed 
with  him  in  1510.  He  was  Constable  of  Southampton  and  Treasurer 
of  Calais,  and  took  a  leading  part  in  the  festivities  of  the  Field  of  the 
Cloth  of  Gold.  He  was  created  Baron  Sandys  of  the  Vyne  in  1523. 
The  King  paid  several  visits  to  him  there,  and  on  the  last  occasion 
was  accompanied  by  Anne  Boleyn.    This  was  in  October  1535. 

Sandys  himself  thus  commented  in  a  letter  to  Lord  Cromwell  :— 
"  The  kings  highness  and  the  cjueen's  grace  came  hither  to  my  poor 
house  on  Friday  last  past  the  thirteenth  day  of  this  month,  and  here 
continued  till  Tuesday  next  ensuing." 

Lord  Sandys  was  Chamberlain  of  the  King's  Household  1530-1535. 

He  had  a  grant  of  the  dissolved  Priory  of  Mottisfont,  near  Romsey 
Abbey,  in  1538,  and  is  described  as  having  been  so  impatient  to  convert 
the  monastic  buildings  into  a  residence  that  in  the  May  of  that  year 
he  took  up  his  abode  in  the  house  of  Mr.  John  Atkinson,  the  parish 
priest.  He  was  there  again  in  August,  when  he  was  reported  to  have 
been  "  making  a  goodly  place  of  the  Priory  and  intended  to  lie  there 
most  of  his  life." 

His  will  is  dated  8  December  1540  and  was  proved  in  1542  (P.C.C., 
6  Spert).  He  was  the  second  son  of  Sir  William  Sandys,  of  Andover 
and  of  the  Vyne,  by  Edith,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Cheney.  The  pedigree 
of  their  descendants  is  thus  given  in  an  old  manuscript  parchment 
still  preserved  at  Mottisfont  Abbey.  The  other  children  were  "John, 
son  and  heir,  obt.  S.P.  and  Richard  (Kt.),"  and  Edith,  who  was  married 
first  to  Ralph  Lord  Neville,  and  secondly,  as  his  second  wife,  to 
Thomas  Lord  Darcy  (afterwards  beheaded  for  high  treason  on  the 
30th  of  June  in  the  thirtieth  year  of  Henry  VIII).  She  was  buried  in 
the  Friars  Minors,  Greenwich,  on  the  22nd  of  August  1529,  leaving 
issue  by  both  husbands. 

William,  first  Baron  Sandys,  married  Margery,  daughter  and  heir 
of  John  Bray,  and  also  heir  of  her  uncle,  Sir  Reginald  Bray,  K.G. 
Their  family  consisted  of  three  sons  and  four  daughters,  viz.  : — 

1.  Thomas,  son  and  heir. 

2.  John  (a  priest). 

3.  Reginald  (also  a  priest). 

1.  Alice,  married,  as  his  second  wife,  to  Walter  Baron  Hunger- 

ford.  ; 

2.  Margaret,  married  to  Sir  Thomas  Essex,  of  Lamborne,  co. 

Berks,  Kt. 

3.  Mary,  married  first  to  Sir  William  Pelham,  of  Laughton,  co 

Sussex,  Kt.,  who  died  on  the  7th  of  October  in  the  thirtieth

year  of  Henry  VIII  ;  and  secondly  to  Thomas  Palmer,  of 
Angmeringin  the  same  county.    Her  son,  Sir  Edward  Pelham, 
became  Chief  Justice  of  the  Irish  Exchequer. 
4.    Elizabeth,  married  Sir  Humphrey  Forster,  of  Aldermaston,  co. 
Berks,  Kt. 

Thomas,  son  and  heir,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  from  the 
14th  of  June  1543  to  the  5th  of  November  1558.  He  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  George  Manners,  first  Baron  lloos,  by  whom 
he  had  four  sons  and  six  daughters.  Leland  says  that  "  a  junior  of 
these  sons  was  executed  at  St.  Thomas  Waterings  on  the  18th  of  June 
1556  for  a  robbery  of  £3,000." 

The  manuscript  pedigree  of  the  family  of  Sandys  shows  four 
sons,  named  respectively  "  Henry,  William,  Walter  and  Humphrey." 
This  pedigree,  which  is  beautifully  written  on  a  long  parchment  roll, 
illuminated  with  coats  of  arms,  is  entitled  "  A  Genealogy  of  the  Sandyes" 
and  says  that  it  was  "  truly  and  faithfully  collected  out  of  the  Kings 
records  and  examined  as  also  compared  with  divers  other  pedigrees 
out  of  the  Office  of  Arms  by  Henry  Lily  Rouge  Rose  pursuivant  of 
arms  the  20  of  November  1635  and  upon  the  testimony  of  the  said 
Lily  being  a  sworn  officer  of  Amies  allowed  by  Sir  John  Borough 
Knight  Garter  Principal  King  of  Arms  24  day  of  the  same  month  "  .  .  . 

The  offspring  of  Thomas,  second  Baron,7  were  : — 

1.  Henry,  son   and   heir,  who  died  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father, 

leaving,  by  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William,  Lord 
Windsor  (this  lady  was  married  secondly  to  Sir  George  Pawlet 
or  Paulet  of  Crondall,  co.  Hants,  and  thirdly  to  Ralph 
Scroope  of  Hambleden,  co.  Bucks,  and  Cockerington,  co. 
Line.) — two  sons,  William,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather  as 
third  Baron  Sandys,  and  Thomas,  legatee  under  the  will  of  his 
uncle  Edward,  Lord  Windsor,  18  June  1573.8 

2.  William  Sandys. 

3.  Sir  Walter  Sandys,  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Maurice,  Win- 

chester, 21  September  1609.  Married  Mabel,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Wriothesley,  Earl  of  Southampton,  by  whom  he  had 
a  son,  William  Sandys,  who  married  in  1596  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Sir  William  Cornwallis  of  Brome  in  Suffolk.

This  Margery  was  daughter  of  Henry  Sandys  and  sister  of  William, 
third  Baron  Sandys. 
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William,    third  Baron   Sandys,  who   succeeded  his  grandfather, 

was  summoned  to  Parliament  from  the  8th  of  May  1562  to  the 
14th  of  November  1G2 1 .  He  owned  the  Vyne  for  sixty-seven  years, 
there  entertaining  Queen  Elizabeth  in  1569.  He  was  one  of  those 
peers  who  sat  upon  the  trial  of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  and  on  that  of 
Mary  Queen  of  Scots,  and  in  the  forty-third  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
himself  suffered  imprisonment  for  taking  part  with  the  Earl  of  Essex. 
By  his  first  wife,  Katherine,  daughter  of  Edmund  Brydges,  Lord 
Chandos,  lie  had  an  only  daughter,  Elizabeth.  He  died  on  the  29th  of 
September  1023,  and  the  title  devolved  upon  his  son  by  another  wife, 
William,  who  married  Alathea,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  Panton, 
but  deceased  sine  prole  in  1629,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Elizabeth 
his  half-sister,  wife  of  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  of  Latimers,  co.  Bucks, 
already  the  mother  of  three  sons  and  of  seven  daughters.  Of  the 
former,  William,10  son  and  heir,  and  Myles  both  died  unmarried,  while 
Henry,  the  third  son,  joined  the  Royalist  Army  and  was  killed  in 
1644. 

Burke11  says  of  this  officer  that  he  succeeded  as  fifth  Baron  Sandys, 
but  that  he  was  never  summoned  to  Parliament  on  account  of  the 
Civil  War.  The  parchment  pedigree  makes  no  mention  of  the  assump- 
tion of  the  title  by  either  Colonel  Henry  Sandys  or  his  wife,  but  it 
records  that  "  William  Lord  Sandys "  (their  son)  "  succeeded  in 
descent  from  his  grandmother,  she  being  sister  and  heiress  of  William 
Lord  Sandys  of  the  Vyne,  who  died  S.P."  Also,  in  the  marriage  licence 
of  Hester  Sandys  (Lady  Stede),1-  dated  the  17th  of  December  1632, 
it  is  stated  that  she  was  "  daughter  of  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  late  of  Eaton, 
co.  Beds,  deceased,"  and  the  licence  is  granted  "with  consent  of  her 
mother  Elizabeth  Baroness  Sandys."  It  is  probable  that  Elizabeth 
de  jure  Baroness  Sandys  survived  her  son  Henry,  who  therefore  never 
assumed  the  <  i tie  or  was  summoned  to  Parliament.  The  exact  date 
of  her  de;ith  is  unknown,  but  in  1649  her  grandson  William  is  in  a  Fine 
styled  "William  Lord  Sandys,"13  so  that  she  must  have  then  been 
dead. 

In  the  Visitation  of  Worcester 14  is  set  forth  the  descent  of  Miles 
Sandys  of  Latimers,  Bucks,  Clerk  of  the  Crown,  from  Robert  Sandis  of 
St.  Bees,  Cumberland.  By  his  first  wife,  Hester,  daughter  of  William 
Clifton  of  Brimpton,  co.  Somerset,  this  Miles  was  father  of  Sir  Edwin 
Sandys  who  married  Elizabet  h  Sandys  of  the  Vyne,  and  of  Sir  William 
Sandys  of  Eladbury,  Worcestershire. 

This  Visitation  explains  many  things  otherwise  obscure  in  the  Notes 
in  the  Breeches  Bible,  establishing  the  kinship  between  Colonel  Henry 
Sandys  (grandson  ot  the  third  Baron)  to  his  wife  Jane,  niece  of  Sir  Edwin 
Sandys  of  Latimers,  and  daughter  of  the  lattcr's  brother,  Sir  William

Her 
eldest  brother,  Sir  Myles  Sandys,  was  of  lirimpsheld,  eo.  (Jloucester.  Her 
second  brother,  William,15  married  Ce  cily,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Slede  of 
Stede  Hill,  and  her  third  brother,  was  Thomas  Sandys,  who  entered 
Hart  Hall,  Oxford,  in  June  1023,  aged  fifteen,  and  proceeded  B.A. 
in  1027,  the  year  after  he  stood  sponsor  to  her  eldest  son. 

This  V  isitation  gives  the  names  also  of  the  daughters  of  Sir  Edwin 
Sandys  by  Elizabeth  Sandys  (of  the  \  yne),  which  tally  with  the  parch- 
ment pedigree  of  the  latter  family  : — 

1.  Bridget,  married  lioger  Savage,  of  Beaurepaire,  Hants. 

2.  Mary,  married  Kichard  Atkyns,  of  Tullley  (Clos.),  and  died  in

3.  Jane,  married  first  John  Higgs  of  Gloustershire,  and  secondly 

to  Dr.  John  English,  who  in  103t  was  appointed  Rector  of 
Sherborne  St.  John  (the  parish  of  the  Vyne).  He  entered 
Balliol  College,  Oxford,  at  the  age  of  seventeen  in  1010  ;  was 
made  D.D.  in  1030.  Was  sequestered  in  1040  and  died  and 
was  buried  at  Cheltenham  on  the  20th  of  November  1047.

This  accounts  for  the  seven  daughters  of  Elizabeth  Lady  Sandys. 
Of  her  son,  Henry,  Burke  1<J  says  that  he  was  "a  brave  and  active 
cavalier  ollicer,  who  received  a  mortal  wound  at  the  fight  of  Bramdean, 
near  Aires  ford  in  Hampshire,  on  the  -9th  of  .March  1(511,  and  died  on 
the  Oik  of  April  ensuing. "  Tradition  says  he  died  at  Mottisfont  Abbey. 
The  date  of  his  marriage  to  Jane  Sandys  has  not  transpired,  but  from 
the  frequent  mention  of  "  my  mother  "  presiding  at  the  christenings 
of  his  children  it  would  appear  that  they  all  lived  together,  and  that 
the  children  were  some  of  them  privately  baptised  ;  also  that  the  last 
wras  Margaret,  who  must  have  been  born  about  1641-2  and  so  have 
been  but  a  toddling  child  when  her  father  died.  The  eldest  born 
was  (apparently)  Hester,  baptised  in  memory  of  her  great-grandmother 
(Hester  Clifton)  and  named  after  her  godmother,  Hester  Lady  Stede 
(her  father's  sister),  wife  of  Sir  William  Stede  of  Stede  Hill.

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The  following  is  the  list  of  the  entries  in  the  bible,  which  were 
evidently  made  by  Colonel  Henry  Sandys  until  his  death  in  1644,  when 
another  scribe  continued  the  family  record  : — 

"  1024.  Hester  was  boarne  the  18  of  May  in  the  yeare  of  our 
Lord  god  1624  and  of  James  of  Scotland,  and  was  crissened  by  William 
Kingston  esq1"  lady  Hester  Steede  and  my  sister  Savage."  (The 
latter  would  be  Colonel  Henry  Sandys'  eldest  sister,  Bridget,  married 
to  Roger  Savage  of  Beaurepaire.) 

The  second  entry  relates  to  the  writer's  son  and  heir  : — 

"  1626.  William  was  boarne  the  27  of  August  1626  and  was 
crissened  the  last  of  that  moneth  his  godfathers  weare  Thomas 
Sandys  and  Richard  Atkins  gen'  and  my  mother  was  godmother."  (This 
child,  in  1661,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  as  Baron  Sandys.  He 
was  entered  at  Balliol  College,  Oxford,  on  the  8th  of  February 
1638-9  at  the  age  of  twelve,  as  "  son  of  Henry  Saudis  of  Sher- 
borne, Hants,"  and  must  have  been  about  eighteen  at  the  time  of 
his  father's  death.  His  sponsors  were  his  mother's  brother,  Thomas 
Sandys,  and  Richard  Atkyns,  husband  of  his  father's  sister  Mary 
Sandys.) 

The  next  baptism  is  : — 

"  Miles  was  boarne  the  15  of  March  1636  about  nine  and  ten  in 
the  morning  being  Wensday  his  godfather  was  Dr  Jo.  English20 
and  Alexander  Holbrook  gen'  my  sister  Atkins  was  deputy  for  the 
right  hobl  Ann  Arundel,  he  was  crissened  the  same  day." 

"  Edwin  was  borne  on  munday  the  29  of  Aprill  1638  and  was 
crissened  on  tuesday  the  30  his  godfathers  were  Humphery  Noy 
Esqr  and  Willia  Sandys  my  sons,  my  mother  was  his  godmother." 
(This  was  Edwin,  afterwards  last  and  eighth  Baron,  who  died  s.p.) 

Humphrey  Noye  seems  to  have  been  husband  of  the  writer's  daughter, 
Hester,  born  in  May  1624.  He  is  described  in  the  Sandys  Roll  as 
V  Colonel  Humphrey  Noye  of  Cam  onion,"  and  in  Foster  as  "  Humphrey 
son  of  William  Noye,  King's  Attorney,  born  in  Cornwall,  matriculated 
at  Exeter  College,  Oxford,  the  2d  of  December  1631,  aged  17.  B.A. 
June  1634.  A  Royalist  Colonel  and  <J.1\  for  Cornwall,  where  he  was 
buried  in  December  1679."  21  The  Sandys  Roll  says  that  he  married 
"  Hester,  eldest  daughter  of  Colonel  Henry  and  Jane  Sandys,"  but  if 
she  was  the  same  Hester  whose  birth  was  chronicled  in  the  bible 
on  the  18th  of  May  1624,  she  must  have  been  a  very  young  wife  indeed, 
if  the  next  entry  in  the  bible  relates  to  her  son,  thus  : — 

"  lluinphery  Noye  was  boarne  the  20  of  May  1638  about  8  in  the 
morning  being  trinity  sonday  and  was  so  erissened  by  my  mother 
my  cosen  Atkins  ami  my  selfe,  he  departed  the  same  day  about  8 
at  night." 

"  William  Noy  was  borne  the  25  of  October  1639  being  friday 
and  was  crissened  the  same  day  by  my  selfe,  my  cousen  Paulet  deberty 
for  my  son  William  and  M  .  .  ."

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Burke's  Extinct  Peerage  gives  the  descendants  of  Catherine,  daughter 
and  heiress  of  Colonel  Humphrey  Noye  and  of  Hester  Sandys,  by  her 
marriage  with  William  Davies,  Esq.,  of  St.  Erith,  to  Carew  Davies 
Gilbert  of  Trelissick,  Cornwall,  "  now  senior  coheir  to  the  Barony  of 
Sandys."22  Hester  Noye  was  alive  in  1000,  when  mentioned  in  the  will 
of  her  sister  Margaret.25 

There  were  four  other  daughters  of  Colonel  Henry  and  Jane  Sandys 
not  mentioned  in  the  bible,  viz.,  Joan,  married  John  Harris  (alive  in 
1690),  Margery,  married  Sir  Edmund  Fortescue  of  Fallapit,  eo. 
Devon,  and  Alathea,  wife  of  Francis  Cofton,  or  Grafton.  The  parish 
registers  of  Mottisfont  begin  too  late  lor  Sandys  marriages  or  burials, 
but  from  a  tombstone  in  that  church  it  appears  that  Francis  Grofton 
was  "  of  Awbridge,"  when  he  was  buried  there  in  September  168-4, 
at  the  age  of  48,  and  the  title  deeds  of  "  Awbridge  House  "  (in  near 
proximity  to  Mottisfont)  show  its  connection  with  a  "  Francis  Go f ton  " 
before  that  date. 

A  fresh  leaf  in  the  bible  is  headed  by  the  entry  : — 

"  Alathea  Go f ton 
was  borne  the  15  of  Nouember 
1657 

Willyam  Lord  Sandys 
and  my  sister  Sauage  and 
Mis  Trott  was  Godfather 
and  Godmothers 
and  she  was  Chris  :  the  19  of  Nouember  1657." 

From  the  arms  on  his  stone  at  Mottisfont  it  is  evident  that  this 
Francis  Gofton,  or  Grofton,  was  related  to  the  family  at  Lambeth, 
whose  white  marble  monument,  ornamented  with  cherubs  and  a  coat 
of  arms,  was  to  be  seen  in  Lambeth  Church  in  1827,  with  the  following 
inscription  : — "  Here  lyeth  the  body  of  John  GotTton,  Esq.,  younger 
son  of  Sir  bYancis  GotTton  of  Stock  well,  who,  with  his  Lady  was  buryed 
in  a  vau.lt  in  Ibis  angle,  which  docs  belong  unto  that  Manor  House. 
His  elder  brother,  Francis,  died  in  France  Kill!,  and  He  departed  this 
life  the  ninth  daye  of  May  being  in  the  yere  of  our  Lord  1680  in  the 
71st  yeare  of  his  age." 

There  is  a  note  in  the  parish  records  of  Lambeth  as  to  the  bequest  of 
fifty  pounds  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  in  the  will  of  Sir  Francis  Grofton, 
dated  the  9th  of  December  l&SL 

No  other  Grofton  baptism  is  recorded  in  the  bible,  but  Alathea 
Sandys  evidently  had  a  son  who  was  named  in  the  will  of  Margaret 
Lady  Mill  in  1690. 

From  the  family  records  it  appears  that  William,  sixth  Baron  Sandys, 
at  the  Restoration  was  living  at  Mottisfont  Abbey,  having  sold  the

daughter  of  tlie  second  Earl  of  Salisbury,  and  died  sine  frole  in  1668 
at  the  age  of  42.  His  successor  was  his  brother,  Henry,  who  was 
summoned  to  Parliament  from  1669  to  1679,  and  died  unmarried, 
when  his  title  and  estates  passed  to  his  brother,  Edwin  Sandys.  He 
graduated  B.A.  at  Balliol  College,  Oxford,  in  1642,  and  also  deceased 
unmarried,  when  he  is  reputed  to  have  "  left  all  that  he  had  in  the 
world  to  his  nephew  Sir  John  Mill."  But  if  he  did  so,  he  certainly 
outlived  him,  and  was  eventually  succeeded  in  the  Mottisfont  estates 
by  his  great-nephew,  Sir  Richard  Mill,  fifth  Baronet,  on  whom  the 
"Breeches  Bible"  then  devolved,  and  who  scrawled  in  it  "  Richard 
Myhill  hys  booke." 

The  bible  contains  one  other,  almost  illegible,  baptism  that  possibly 
concerned  Margaret  Lady  Mill : — 

"  .  .  .  .  was  borne  ....  at  8  of  the  clock  in  the  .  .  .  .  of 
January  and  was  cristened  4,h  Julij  at  the  pish  Church  of  M  .  .  .  . 
her  godfather  was  Doctor  Stanley,  Mrs  Jane  .  .  .  nys  &  Lady  Mary 
Anderson."  In  all  probability  the  church  was  Mottisfont  (adjoining  the 
Abbey  grounds)  where  Dr.  Edward  Stanley  had  been  appointed  rector 
on  the  17th  of  March  1640-1,  so  would  be  there  in  the  following  year  to 
baptise  the  little  daughter  born  to  the  great  house  in  those  distressful 
times,  when  Waller's  troops  were  scouring  the  countryside,  and  the 
husband  and  father  was  away  with  his  troops.  The  good  doctor 
himself  fell  upon  evil  times  in  1653,  when  an  intruder  thrust  him  from 
his  living,  but  he  was  re-instated  in  16(30,  and  preached  the  Restoration 
sermon  in  Winchester  Cathedral.  In  all  probability  he  performed  the 
marriage  ceremony  for  Margaret  Sandys  in  August  1660,  when  she 
was  united  to  young  Sir  John  Mill,  a  lad  of  eighteen,  who,  like  his 
bride,  had  lost  his  father  in  the  Civil  War  and  had  suffered  persecution 
at  the  hands  of  the  Parliament  men. 

The  story  of  young  John  Mill  is  told  in  the  will  of  his  grandfather, 
the  first  baronet,  who  was  of  the  family  of  Mill  of  Camois  Court,  Sussex, 
settled  at  Newtonbury,  near  Southampton,  early  iii  (he  sixteenth 
century.  He  married  as  his  second  wile  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Fleming,  Knight,  of  North  Stoneham,  Lord  Chief  Justice 
of  the  King's  Bench,  and  had,  with  other  issue,  a  son  and  heir, 
John,  created  a  Knight  Banneret  by  Charles  I,  in  whose  service  he 
fell  fighting  near  Oxford  in  1643.  Sir  John  Mill,  Knight,  married, 
1641-2,  Philadelphia,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Knollys,  of  Grove 
Place,  Nursling,  near  Southampton,  by  whom  he  had  Sir  John 
Mill,  the  second  Baronet.  Philadelphia,  Lady  Mill,  who  afterwards 
re-married  to  Christopher  Roper,  Lord  Teynham,  is  named  in  the  list 
of  recusants  for  1655,  together  with  her  mother,  Catherine  Lady 
Knollys,  a  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Cornwallys,  Croom  Porter  to 
James  I.

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The  Will  of  Sir  John  Mill,  10th  August  164G.25 

I  John  Mill  do  hereby  declare  to  all  the  world  that  I  and  all  my 
children  have  been  educated  in  the  true  Protestant  religion,  according 
to  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England.  In  which  Protestant  faith 
I  have  always  lived,  and  by  Cod's  assistance  will  therein  die.  And  I 
pray  God  to  forgive  all  those  that  have  laid  an  unjust  imputation  uppon 
mee,  that  I  am  a  Papist.  Whereas  I  protest  in  the  presence  of  All- 
Mighty  God,  I  have  always  hated  the  Papist  religion  and  I  do  hereby 
protest  against  it  to  my  death,  and  as  loudly.  My  worldly  goods, 
God  knoweth,  I  have  very  little  left  to  bestowe,  either  uppon  my 
children  or  friends,  nor  that  my  personal  estate  hath  been  violently 
taken  awaie  from  mee  by  the  Soldiers,  and  my  yearlie  means  hath 
been  sequestered  by  the  space  of  three  yeares  last  past.  By  means 
whereof  I  have  lost  the  value  of  live  thousand  pounds,  besides  I  am 
indebted  and  engaged  in  respect  of  my  love  and  loyaltie  to  his  Matie, 
to  Severall  persons  uppon  specicilties,  and  otherwise  above  the  value 
of  tiive  thousand  pounds,  lor  the  payment  of  which  debts  and  of  all  other 
debts  which  I  shall  justly  owe  at  the  time  of  my  decease  ....  Whereas 
my  son,  John  Mill,  Kt.,  deceased,  desired  at  his  death  that  his  son, 
John  Mill,  should  be  brought  up  by  mee,  or  such  as  I  should  appoint, 
in  the  true  Protestant  religion,  which  I  intended  to  have  done,  and  to 
have  taken  him  from  his  mother  for  to  have  educated  him  accordingly, 
if  I  had  lived.  I  therefore  humblie  desire  his  Matie,  and  the  two 
H°"l"e  Houses  of  Parliament  to  order  that  the  tuition  of  the  said  John 
Mill,  my  Grandchild,  during  his  mynoritie,  for  educating  him  in  the 
Protestant  religion,  may  bee  committed  to  my  two  daughters,  Marie 
and  Constance  Mill  

Be<|u<\sts  to  testator's  sons,  Lewknor  and  Edward  Mill,  daughter- 
in-law  Philadelphia  Mill,  widow,  "  mother  of  my  said  Grand  Child." 
Son  Thomas  Mill,  executor.  Brother-in-law  Richard  Fleming,  kinsman 
Henry  Fleming.  Sir  John  was  buried  at  Fling  on  the  l()th  of  May  1648 
at  the  age  of  61,  and  his  will  was  proved  on  the  2nd  of  November  1648. 

The  married  life  of  his  grandson,  John  Mill,  was  passed  with  Margaret 
Sandys  ut  the  old  manor  house  of  Bury  in  Eling,  where  their  only  son 
John  was  baptised  in  1661,  and  their  daughter  Philadelphia  in  Sep- 
tember 1664  (buried  there,  February  1664-5).  He  died  at  the  early 
age  of  28  in  December  1670,  dating  his  short  will  on  the  21st  of  that 
month.  He  appointed  his  wife,  Dame  Margaret  Mill,  executrix,  together 
with  Ellis  Mewes,  Esq.,  of  Winchester.  The  witnesses  were  Francis 
Grofton,  Ellis  Mewes  and  Edwin  Sandys.20 

In  June  1679  young  Sir  John  Mill,  following  the  example  of  his  father, 
married  at  the  age  of  eighteen  to  Margaret,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Thomas  Grey,  of  Woolbeding,27  co.  Sussex.    Three  daughters  and  two

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sons  were  the  surviving  issue  of  this  marriage,  the  younger  son 
(afterwards  Sir  Richard)  being  only  born  a  few  months  before  his 
mother's  death,  and  he  was  a  baby  in  arms  when  she  was  buried 
at  Eling  on  the  29th  of  July  1691,  and  but  six  years  old  at  the  death 
of  his  father,  Sir  John  Mill,  who  died  in  February  1696.  From  that 
time  until  her  death  on  the  15th  of  June  1707,  Margaret  Sandys  (Lady 
Mill)  must  have  had  the  upbringing  of  her  little  grandson  among  her 
own  people,  and  perhaps  the  crude  writings  in  spare  pages  of  the  old 
bible  were  his  attempts  to  master  the  Sandys  lineage,  thus  :  "  William 
Lord  Sands  and  Mary  his  wife  and  Henery  Sands  and  Alathea  Gofton 
and  Mary  Savige  and  Jane  Haris  and  Bess  Hay  don."  "  Richard 
Myhill  hys  booke." 

Margaret,  Lady  Mill,  made  her  will  long  before  her  death  on  the 
26th  of  February  1690,  in  the  year  when  her  grandson  Richard  was 
born.  Therein  she  described  herself  as  "  Dame  Margaret  Mill  of 
the  parish  of  Saint  Brydes  within  the  City  of  London  widow."  She 
left  to  her  sister  Hester  Noy,  "  one  little  gold  Locket  wheren  is 
cyphered  in  hair  the  name  of  my  Sister  the  lady  ffortescue.  Unto  my 
sister  Alathea  Gofton  a  picture  of  my  Brother,  the  late  Lord  William 
Sands  sett  in  gold."  "Unto  my  Sister  Mrs.  Jane  Harris  one  other 
little  picture  of  the  said  Lord  William  Sands  sett  in  Silver  gilded." 
To  nephews  Gofton  and  John  Savage  ....  To  friend  Mrs.  Mary 
Crofts  ....  Lady  Mill  was  buried  at  Eling,  at  the  age  of  66,  on  the 
15th  of  June  1707,  having  outlived  all  her  brothers  and  seen  her 
grandson,  Richard  Mill,  not  only  succeed  to  their  estates  but  attain 
his  seventeenth  year.  He  was  married  at  Nursling  on  the  12th  of 
March  1712-13  to  Margaret,  daughter  of  Robert  Knollys,  of  Grove  Place 
in  that  parish,  by  whom  he  had  rive  sons  and  seven  daughters.  He 
evidently  took  great  pride  in  his  Sandys  ancestry  and  caused  their 
parchment  pedigree  to  be  added  to  at  the  Heralds'  College,  thus  : — 

"  The  further  continuation  thereof  down  to  Sir  Richard  Mill  of 
Mottisfont  Baronet  was  taken  from  the  Visitation  book  of  Hamp- 
shire, made  Anno  1686  by  Henry  St.  George,  Kt.,  then  Clarenceux 
King  of  Arms  and  the  information  of  the  said  Sir  Richard  Mill. 
In  witness  whereof  1  have  hereunto  subscribed  my  name  the  16th  day 
of  Januarie  172 J.  James  Green,  Bluemantle  pursuivant  of  Armes." 
This  is  followed  by  a  large  coloured  shield  of  six  quarterings : — 
1,  Sandys  ;  2,  Rawson  ;  3,  Sandys  ;  4,  Grey  ;  5,  Langdale  ;  6,  Sandys. 

Sir  Richard  Mill  departed  this  life  in  the  seventieth  year  of  his  age 
on  the  16th  of  May  1760,  one  hundred  years  after  the  marriage  of  his 
grandfather,  John  Mill  with  Margaret  Sandys,  youngest  daughter  of 
the  writer  of  the  Genealogical  Notes  in  a  "  Breeches  "  Bible. 
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THE   FAMILY   OF   PETER   DAVALL,   F.R.S.,   MASTER  IN

I.  Jean  Daval,  of  Bacqueville,  near  Dieppe  in  Normandy,  France, 
died  before  19  May  168G.  He  was  brother  of  Pierre  Daval,  of  Dieppe, 
surgeon,  who  came  to  England  and  lived  in  Cannon  Street,  London 
(of  whom  details  are  given  below  under  the  heading  of  "  Daval  of 
Dieppe  and  Cannon  Street  ").  Jean  Daval  of  Bacqueville  married 
about  1661  Anne  Samson  or  Sanson  (called  both  in  the  French  Church 
Registers).  On  the  9  April  1687  "  Anne  Davall  (Daval),  Mary, 
Magdalen,  Charles,  and  John  her  children  "  had  denization  as  English 
(see  "  Publications  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  London,"  vol.  xviii, 
1911,  p.  185).  The  Journal  of  Jacob  Lanoy,  of  Dieppe,  shows  that 
Ann  Sanson,  veuve  Daval,  had  a  daughter  Marie  living  1686.  On 
the  25th  April  1688,  at  the  Threadneedle  Street  French  Church,  was 
baptized  "  Pierre  his  de  Jacques  Letourgeon  et  Marte  sa  femme  " 
Tern  :  Pierre  Daval  et  Anne  Samson.  Marte,  wife  of  Jacques  Letour- 
geon, was  a  daughter  of  Gideon  Peregal,  of  Dieppe,  by  his  wife  Magdalen 
Daval,  who  was  born  1627.  On  the  22  January  1693,  at  La  Patente 
French  Church,  London,  "  Michel  Liege  et  Anne  Sanson  vefue  de 
Monr  Duual  "  1  were  sponsors  to  "  Anne  if.  de  Jehan  Thouard,  Oiuve, 
et  de  Anne  De  la  Castille."  On  the  1  November  1691,  "  Jacob 
Liege  et  Madelaine  Daual  "  were  sponsors  at  the  Threadneedle  Street 
French  Church,  London,  to  "  Madelaine  fi lie  de  Jean  Stuard  et  Anne 
sa  femme."  In  the  Artillery  French  Church  Registers  of  baptisms, 
10  .June  1697,  "  La  Veuve  Daval  "  was  sponsor  in  company  with  .Jean 
Philip  Const  entin  to  Philip,  first  .son  of  Philippe  Girnrdel  dit  Constentin 
und  Kster  ( •hofdant il.  On  the  22nd  June  1703  the  consent  was  given 
of  the  mother  of  Magdalen  Daval,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Anne's,  Black- 
friars,  spinster,  for  marriage  with  Paul  Berthon.  There  was  buried 
at  St.  Anne's,  Black  friars,  London,  on  21  September  1707  an  "  Ann 
Daval,"  but  there  is  nothing  to  show  if  this  was  the  widow  of  Jean 
Daval.  Jean  Daval  of  Bacqueville  and  Anne  Samson  his  wife  had 
issue — 

1.  Peter  Daval,  of  St.  Paul's,  Covent  Garden,  co.  Middlesex,  gentle- 

man, born  about  1661,  of  whom  below. 

2.  Marie  Daval,  born  c.  1667.    A  spinster  of  the  Artillery  Ground, 

London,  when  the  Vicar-General's  Ollice  granted  (29  October

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1697)  a  licence  for  her  marriage  with  Jean  Crucefix,  of  the 
Artillery  Ground,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  ciockmaker, 
aged  33,  at  St.  Mary  Magdalen's,  Knight  Eider  Street,  London. 
Marie  Daval  (whose  name  in  the  marriage  license  is  spelt 
"  Davall,"  and  she  is  stated  to  be  above  25  years  of  age) 
was  married  1  November  1697  at  St.  Botolph's,  Bishopsgate, 
London,  to  Jean  Crucefix,  of  the  Artillery  Ground,  London, 
watchmaker,  who  was  resident  from  1099  to  1702  in  "  Petit 
Cote  Lane."  lie  is  presumably  the  John  Crucefix  admitted 
to  the  Clockmakers  Company,  1712,  maker  of  sheepshead 
brass  clocks  with  arch  dial  brought  from  Holland.  One  of 
these  was,  and  may  still  be,  at  Stirling  Castle.  "  Jons  Cruci- 
fix, 66,"  was  buried  at  St.  Botolph's,  Bishopsgate,  London, 
27  December  1730.  "  Mary  Crucefix,  50,"  was  buried  at 
the  same  church  6  March  1717.  Jean  Crucefix  and  his  wife 
Marie  Daval  had  issue  :— 

(1)  .  Jean  Crucefix,  baptised  at  the  Artillery  French  Church, 

London,  9  November  1699,  as  "Jean,  son  of  Jean 
Crucefix,  watchmaker,  and  Marie  Daval,  his  wife, 
living  in  Petit  Coat  Lane."  Sponsor,  Robert  Crucefix. 
Peter  Daval,  Esq.,  of  the  Middle  Temple,  F.R.S., 
in  his  will,  dated  18  August  1756,  left  a  hundred 
pounds  each  to  "  my  cousins  John  Crucefix  and 
Michael  Berthon." 

(2)  .  Pierre  Crucetix,  baptised  at  the  Artillery  French  Church, 

London,  29  November  1702  as  "  fils.  de  Monsieur 
Jean  Cruccffix  horlogeur  demeurant  in  Petit  Cote 
Lane,"  born  18  November.  Sponsors,  "  Mr.  Pierre 
Daval"  and  "  Ellisabith  Crussellix."  Buried  at 
St.  Botolph's,  Bishopsgate,  London,  23  September 
1730. 

(3)  .  Marie  Crucefex,  born  17  September  1705,  baptised  at 

the  Artillery  French  Church,  London,  1-1  October 
1705  as  "  Marie  fille  de  Jean  Crucetix  et  Marie 
Daval."  Sponsors,  "  Jean  Costentin  and  Pricille 
Daval."  Peter  Daval,  of  St.  Paul's,  Covent  Garden, 
in  his  will,  1726,  left  five  pounds  to  his  niece,  Mary 
Crucefix.  She  married  Daniel  King.  In  the  will 
of  Peter  Davall,  Esq.,  of  the  Middle  Temple  (see 
below)  is  the  following  :  "  To  my  cousin  Mary  King 
all  my  table  linnen  and  to  her  husband  Daniel 
King  ten  pounds."  Peter  Davall,  Esq.,  made  his 
"cousin  Mary  King"  and  "cousin  John  Berthon" 
his  co-residuary  legatees.  In  the  will  of  Mrs.  Jane 
Berthon,  of  Little  Compton  Street,  Soho,  she  is 
mentioned  as  living  and  as  "  Mrs.  Mary  King  of 
Froome,  Somersetshire."  Mrs.  Daniel  King,  formerly 
Mary  Crucefix,  died  before  the  10  January  1789, 
having  had  issue  one  son  : —

i.  John  King.  On  25  April  1768,  Peter  Crucefix, 
of  Garrat  Lane,  Wandsworth,  co.  Surrey, 
watchmaker,  made  "  my  cousin  John  King  " 
one  of  his  executors  and  trustees  (see  will 
of  Peter  Crucefix,  proved  P.C.C.  29  April 
17C8).  John  King  died  before  29  December 
1774,  seemingly  without  issue,  having 
married  Elizabeth  who  was  men- 
tioned in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Jane  Berthon, 
of  Little  Cornpton  Street,  Soho,  December 
1774,  in  the  following  way  :  "To  Mrs. 
Mary  King,  of  Froome,  Somersetshire, 
five  guineas,  and  to  her  daughter  in  law 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  King,  widow,  also  five 
guineas."  Mrs.  Elizabeth  King  is  also  men- 
tioned in  the  will  of  John  Berthon  of 
Little  Cornpton  Street,  Soho,  dated 
10  January  1789,  as  follows:  "I  give 
to  my  very  good  friend,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
King,  widow  of  my  late  cousin  John 
King,"  and  "  I  also  order  and  desire 
that  my  Executors  may  and  do  pay  to 
Mr.  John  Theodore  Roy  the  sum  of  twenty- 
four  pounds,  six  shillings  and  three  pence 
yearly  by  half-yearly  payments  as  it 
becomes  due  during  his  natural  life  agreeable 
to  the  desire  and  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary 
King  of  ffroome,  Somersetshire,  and  also 
after  the  decease  of  the  said  John  Theodore 
Roy  to  transfer  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  King, 
widow  of  John  King,  son  of  the  above 
Mary  King,"  etc.,  etc.  The  mention  of 
Mr.  John  Theodore  Roy  suggests  that 
the  name  of  Daniel  King  was  originally 
Hoi  or  Roy,  and  that  Daniel  King  was, 
like  his  wife  Mary  Crucefix,  of  Huguenot 
origin.  With  the  death  of  John  King 
the  descendants  of  Jean  Crucefix,  of  the 
Artillery  Ground,  became  extinct  as  far 
as  is  known.2 

2  Jean  Crucifix,  of  the  Artillery  Ground,  London,  who  died  1730  and  was  buried 
at  St.  Botolph's,  Bishopsgate,  had  a  brother,  Robert  Crucifix,  of  St.  Swithin's 
Alley,  clockmakcr,  who  married  Susan  Bafbault,  sister  of  David  Barbault,  and 
had  issue  :  (I)  Robert  Crucefix,  of  St.  Margaret's,  Westminster,  grandfather  of 
Hubert  Crucefix  and  John  Cruceiix,  a  reduced  lOnsign  in  II.JM.  108th  Regt.  of 
Foot,  1702.  (2)  Peter  Cruceiix,  of  (jdrrat  Lane,  Wandsworth,  born  1700,  died 
unmarried  1708.  (3)  David  Cruceiix,  born  1705,  buried  at  Wandsworth,  1767. 
(4)  Susan  Crucefix,  bapt.  at  Threadneedle  Street  French  Church,  London,  19  Feb- 
ruary 1G92-3  ;  sponsors,  Le  Sr  David  Primerose  nre  Pasteur  et  La  Ve  Crucifix  ; 
married  before  6  July  1734  to  Louis  Roussel.  (5)  Elizabeth  Crucefix,  alive  6  July 
1734. 
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(4).  Paul  Crucefix,  born  4  April  1708,  baptised  at  the 
Artillery  French  Church,  London,  9  May  1708  as 
"  Paul  f.  de  Jean  Crucefix  et  de  Marie  sa  femme." 
Tern  :  "  Paul  Breton  et  Marie  Crucefix,"  mother 
of  the  child.  Paul  Crucefix,  an  infant,  was  buried 
at  St.  Botolph's,  Bishopsgate,  London,  23  January 
1708-9. 

3.  Magdalen  Daval,  born  1678,  a  spinster  of  the  parish  of  St.  Anne's, 
Blackfriars,  London,  aged  25,  when  the  Vicar-General's 
Office  granted,  22  June  1703,  a  licence  for  her  marriage  at 
St.  Mary  Magdalene,  Knight  Rider  Street,  London,  with 
Paul  Berthon,  of  St.  Ann,  Blackfriars,  London,  jeweller, 
aged  29,  a  bachelor.  Her  mother's  consent  was  given  to  the 
marriage.  Magdalen  Daval  married  at  St.  Mary  Magdalene, 
Knight  Eider  Street,  London,  on  the  24th  June  1703,  "  Le 
S'  Paul  Berthon  de  Chatellerault,"  a  Huguenot  (see  Act 
Book  of  the  Threadneedle  Street  French  Church,  1693-1708, 
p.  439,  29  October  1704).  On  the  17  November  1700 
"  Paul  Berton  and  Susanne  Pare "  were  sponsors  at  the 
Threadneedle  Street  French  Church,  London,  for  "  Marie 
Susanne,  f.  de  Pierre  Bouchet  Weaver  et  Sara  sa  femme." 
On  the  9  May  1708  Paul  Berthon ,  as  "  Paul  Breton,"  was 
Tern  :  for  Paul  Crucefix  (see  above).  On  the  30  May 
1708  "  Paul  Berton  "  was  admitted  to  the  Threadneedle 
Street  French  Church.  Tern.  M.  Monereau,  Deacre.  In  1731 
Paul  Berton  seems  to  have  been  an  Elder  of  the  "  Temple 
du  Soho."  Magdalen  Berthon,  w'e  Daval,  died  between 
7  November  1714  and  23  November  1716  ;  and  Paul  Berthon 
had  a  marriage  licence  from  the  Vicar-General's  Office  on  the 
last-named  date  as  "  Paul  Berthon  of  the  Liberty  of  the 
Tower  of  London,  widower,  aged  forty-two  years,"  to 
marry  Martha  Martineau,  which  marriage  took  place  at 
St.  Martin's  in  the  Fields,  London,  24  November  1716.

Martineau  as  "  present  wife"  and  his  sons  "Paul,  John  and 
Michael  Berthon."  Martha  Berthon,  nee  Martineau,  left  a  will, 
proved  P.C.C.  21  May  1753,  in  which  she  mentioned  "  John 
Berthon,  son  of  my  deceased  husband  Paul  Berthon,  Michael 
Berthon  son  of  my  late  husband  Paul  Berthon,  Paul  Berthon 
son  of  Paul  Berthon  of  Lisbon,"  to  whom  she  left  her  rose 
diamond  ring,  and  to  Daniel  Berthon  son  of  Paul  Berthon  of 
Lisbon,"  my  silver  tea  pot  and  little  cream  pot."  She  also 
mentioned  Mr.  Isaac  Berthon,  who  had  left  her  a  hundred 
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pounds  by  his  will,  proved  P.C.C.  2  May  1747,  in  which  he 
describes  himself  as  "  Isaac  Berthon,  born  at  Chatellerault 
on  the  6  August  1663."  Paul  Berthon  and  Magdalen  Daval 
his  first  wife  had  issue  : —

17  August  1727,  Jeanne  Sauret,  born  14  November 
1706,  baptized  at  the  Artillery  French  Church, 
London,  1  December  1706  as  "  fille  de  Jean  Sauret 
et  de  Marthe  sa  femme."  Sponsors,  "  Francois 
Beteilhe  and  Jeanne  Gaussen."3  Jeanne  Sauret 
was  daughter  and  eventually  sole  heir  of  Jean 
Sauret  of  Steward  Street,  London,  born  about  1664, 
died  1727,  an  Elder  of  the  Artillery  French  Church 
1704-5,  by  his  wife  Martha  Motet,  born  1672,  eldest 
daughter  and  eventually  coheir  of  Daniel  Motet 
of  Loudun  in  Poitou  and  his  wife  Louise  Allote. 
Paul  Berthon  died  in  Lisbon,  Portugal,  March 
1765,  and  was  buried  at  Lisbon  8  March  1765.4 
Jeanne  Berthon,  <n/e  Sauret,  died  at  Clapton,  11  June 
1791,  and  was  buried  in  her  son  Paul's  grave  in  the 
churchyard  of  the  old  Parish  Church,  Hackney, 
co.   Middlesex,   near  the   tower  of  that  church, 

18  June  1791.  The  announcement  of  her  death  in 
the  Gentleman's  Magazine,  vol.  lxi,  part  i,  p.  588, 
being  as  follows  :  "11  June  1791,  at  Clapton, 
Middlesex,  in  her  87th  year,  Mrs,  Jane  Berthon, 
widow  of  Paul  Berthon,  Esq.,  of  Lisbon,  merchant."

This  Charles  Daval  is  not  mentioned 
in  the  will  of  Peter  Davall  of  St.  Paul's,  Co  vent  Garden, 
nor  in  the  will  of  Peter  Davall,  Esq.,  of  the  Middle  Temple, 
F.R.S. ,  nor  is  there  mention  of  any  issue  of  Charles  in  these 
wills.

He  left  a  will  dated  18  January  1726  (O.S.)  as  "  Peter  Davall  of 
St.  Paul's,  Covent  Garden;  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  Gent.,"  in  which 
he  left  to  his  wife  Priscilla  I  )avall,  money,  household  goods,  and  "  as  many 
of  his  English  books  as  she  shall  choose."    lie  left  to  his  son,  "  Peter 
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Davall  of  the  Middle  Temple,"  all  the  books  his  wife  did  not  choose. 
To  his  "  niece  Mary  Crucefix,"  £5.  To  "  his  two  nephews  John  and 
Michael  Berthon,"  £5.  No  other  relations  mentioned.  Codicil  dated

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the  following  :  "A  Translation  from  the  French  of  the  Memoirs  of 
Cardinal  Retz,"  1723  ;  "A  Vindication  of  the  New  Calendar  Tables 
and  Rules  annexed  to  the  Act  for  regulating  the  Commencement  of 
the  Year,"  1761  ;  "  Reflections  on  M.  de  Lestes'  Comparison  of  the 
size  of  Paris  with  London  and  several  other  cities  "  (Phil.  Trans. 
Abr.  VII,  228,  1728),  an  article  treating  of  an  extraordinary  rainbow 
(lb.  IX,  682,  1749),  also  an  article  treating  of  the  sun's  distance 
from  the  earth  (lb.  XI,  677).  According  to  "  The  Middle  Temple 
Bench  Book,"  Peter  Davall,  on  account  of  his  skill  in  astronomy- 
was  entrusted  with  the  drafting  of  the  Bill  regulating  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  and  he  prepared  most  of  the  tables.

showed  to  my  late  dear  sister  in  her  last  illness,"  money  and  "  my 
small  Brilliant  Ring,"  also  money  to  her  daughter  Sarah  Benion  and 
to  Mrs.  Benion's  sons  (Mrs.  Benion  was  perhaps  widow  of  Benjamin 
Benion  of  St.  Paul's,  Covent  Garden,  apothecary,  a  friend  of  the 
Davals).  To  Mrs.  Dorothy  Bonham  of  Warnford,  spinster,  money 
and  his  silver  repeating  watch  which  was  given  him  by  the  late  Martin 
Folks,  Esq.,  with  the  chain  and  seals  belonging  to  it.  To  her  sister 
Mary  Bonham,  money.  To  Sarah  Cough,  widow,  "who  now  keeps  the 
widows  Golfer  a  house,"  money.  To  "  my  cousins  John  Crucefix 
and  Michael  Berthon,"  a  hundred  pounds  each.  Wearing  apparel 
and  money  to  Peter  Cossens,  his  servant.  To  "  my  friend  James  Burrow 
Esquire,"  money.  To  "  my  friend  George  Medcalfe,  Esq.,  all  such 
Books  of  mine  as  he  shall  have  in  his  custody  at  the  time  of  my  decease." 
To  "  my  friend  William  Pagett,  Esq.,  my  gold  watch  made  by  Graham." 
He  left  rings  to  Mrs.  Catherine  Goode,  widow  of  Benjamin  Goode,  Esq., 
Dr.  William  Bat  tie  and  Mrs.  Ann  Baltic,  his  wile  and  to  their  three 
daughters.  To  Robert  Hencley,  Esquire,  and  Jane  his  wife  and 
Bridgett  their  daughter.  To  Mrs.  George  Keene,  daughter  of  Morgan 
Keene,  Esq.  To  John  Jackson,  Esq.,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  to 
their  sons.  To  Mrs.  Mary  Calhivoe,  wife  of  Mr.  Isaac  Calhivoe,  and 
Mrs.  Susannah  Buckley,  daughter  of  Samuel  Buckley  deceased.  To 
"  each  of  the  brothers  of  the  Middle  Temple,  one  ring."  He  mentioned 
as  above  V  my  cousin  Mary  King  "  and  her  husband  Daniel  King. 
To  "  my  cousin  John  Berthon  for  his  own  use  a  hundred  volumes 
of  my  Books  to  be  chosen  by  him."  All  the  residue  was  left  to  his 
"  cousin  John  Berthon  "  and  his  "  cousin  Mary  King,"  Mrs.  King's 
half  to  be  in  trust  and  after  her  decease  to  "  my  cousin  John,  the  son 
of  the  said  Mary  King,  when  he  shall  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years."  In  the  case  of  his  death  before  his  mother,  half  of  Mrs.  King's 
moiety  to  pass  to  whomsoever  Mrs.  Mary  King  shall  by  deed  or  will 
appoint,  and  the  ot  her  half  shall  be  retained  by  "  my  said  cousin  John 
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Berthon  "  as  his  own  property.  In  the  Middle  Temple  Hall,  on  the 
left  side  going  up  the  Hall,  about  the  middle,  is  a  panel  thus  inscribed  : —

I.  Pierre  Daval,  of  Dieppe,  Franc  e,  and  of  Cannon  Street,  London, 
surgeon  (brother  of  Jean  Daval  of  Bac<jueville,  near  Dieppe),  was  in 
Amsterdam  1G86,  and  had  then  three  children.  When  he  came  to 
England  is  not  clear,  but  it  is  probable  some  time  between  1690  and 
1700.

He  married 
firstly  Madeliene  Routier.  In  1689  Madeliene  Routier,  wife  of  Pierre 
Daval,  was  a  godmother  at  Rotterdam.    After  her  death,  Pierre 

Daval  married  Susanna   She  died  leaving  a  will  dated  29  June 

1746,  proved  P.C.C.  1  July  1746,  in  which  she  left  all  she  had  to  Peter 
Martyn,  the  sole  executor.  She  had  one  son,  Pierre,  who  was  baptized 
at  the  Threadneedle  Street  French  Church,  14  June  1711,  but  he  died 
before  5  June  1713.  Pierre  Daval,  surgeon,  left  a  will  written  in  French 
and  dated  5  June  1713,  in  which  he  describes  himself  as  "  Peter  Daval, 
Chirurgeon,  living  in  Canon  or  Gun  Street  in  the  Artillery  at  Spittle- 
fields  "  ;  he  states  that  "  considering  the  frequent  tilts  of  the  gout 
which  occasion  violent  paines  to  me,"  he  makes  his  will,  in  which  he 
mentions  his  granddaughter  Mary  Magdalen  L'Etourgeon,  wife  of 
Isaac  L'Etouegou,  making  her  his  heir  if  his  present  wile  has  no  children. 
He  refers  to  a  hundred  pounds  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Andrew  Pallardy  ; 
to  his  estate  in  France,  purchased  by  a  decree  of  Nicholas  Mellville 
upon  which  his  late  wife's  jointure  of  1,900  Levers  Tournois  is  settled  ; 
to  his  house  called  the  Red  Ship  which  he  purchased  of  Madam  Faucon 
and  her  children.  To  his  wife  Susanna  Davall  five  tickets  in  the  Royal 
Lottery  of  the  year  1710  and  other  goods.  The  "  two  children  of  my 
grand  daughter  Mary  Magdalene  L'Etourgeon,"  viz.,  David  Daval 
L'Ktourgeon    his  godson,   and  Mary  L'Etourgeon   his  goddaughter. 

To  my  daughter-in-law  Mary  Daval,  widow  of  my  son."  To  my  niece 
Magdalen  Martin.  To  my  niece  Catherine  Routier.  "  My  study  of 
books  to  Isaac  L'Etourgeon,"  desiring  him  "  to  keep  the  ten  volumes 
of  sermons  of  my  son  David  Daval,  his  uncle  deceased."     "  Messrs.

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FURTHER  NOTES  ON  THE  CAMPBELLS  OF  DUNTROON. 

When,  some  few  years  back,  I  published  in  this  periodical  1  a  series 
of  articles  on  the  various  branches  of  the  Duntroon  family,  I  was  con- 
scious that  my  action  might  be  considered  premature,  seeing  that 
other  important  sources  of  information  were  likely,  at  no  distant  date, 
to  be  laid  open  to  the  public.  It  behoves  me,  therefore,  to  offer  an 
apology.  My  excuse  is  twofold.  In  the  first  place  it  was  my  hope 
(unrealized,  alas  !)  that  a  preliminary  publication  might  result  in 
correspondence  with  the  present-day  representatives  of  some  of  the 
families  dealt  with  ;  and  secondly,  as  I  was  about  to  take  up  a  temporary 
residence  in  a  country  less  suited  than  this  to  a  Northerner's  constitution, 
I  deemed  it  wiser  to  record  what  I  then  knew. 

In  presenting  this  further  instalment  of  notes  on  Duntroon,  my 
acknowledgments  are  due  in  three  quarters.  Miss  M.  0.  MacLachlan, 
of  Badarrooh,  Tobermory,  at  some  inconvenience,  1  fear,  to  herself, 
ransacked  the  effects  of  her  late  father,  Mr.  Dugald  MacLachlan,  of 
Loehgilphead,  until  she  unearthed  a  large  number  of  the  original 
documents  from  which  he  had  drawn  up  the  Raschoilie  Memoranda.2 
Having  transcribed  these,  I  submitted  them,  along  with  the  copies, 
to  the  Duke  of  Argyll,  who  very  kindly  revised  my  transcripts  ;  and 
in  addition  His  Grace  continued  (as  he  had  done  before)  to  furnish  me 
with  abstracts  of  deeds  concerning  Duntroon,  as  he  encountered  them 
in  his  examination  of  his  archives,  etc.  And  lastly,  besides  the  public 
benelit  he  has  conferred  by  issuing  his  work.  The  Clan  Campbell,  Sir 
Duncan  Campbell  of  Barcaldine  has  more  than  once  assisted  me  very 
materially  by  drawing  my  attention  to  useful  parallels  and  criticizing 
some  of  my  conclusions. 

Probably  the  most  interesting  thing  that  has  come  to  light  is  the 
parentage  of  the  progenitor  of  Duntroon,  discovered  among  Craufurd's 
MSS.  in  the  Advocates'  Library3  in  Edinburgh.  Craufurd  states  that 
he  had  seen  the  original  "  in  Duntroon's  hands."  I  shall  begin,  then, 
with  his  transcript  of  and  observations  on  this  document,  which  was 
dated  at  Dumbarton,  30  January  1422  : —

 Testibus  Domino  Johanna  Cambell  rectore  ecclesie  parochialis  Sancti 

Martyni  in  Ayrdhadynyse  (Ariskeodnish),  Dugallo  Cambell  et  Donaldo 
Cambell  fratribus  nostris,  Jieginaldo  Malcolmi  de  Craigynse  (Craignish) 
nostro  consanguineo,  dilectis  Duncano  juvene  filio  et  heredi  ("apparente" 
omitted)  prefati  Duncanif  ac  Johane  juvene  et  Eilar  Mackalar. 

Craufurd  states  that  the  document  bore  the  grantor's  seal  and  that 
of  his  eldest  son,  Celestine  Campbell  ;  and  he  then  goes  on  to  make 
the  following  remarks  : — 

"  1.  That  the  clerks  in  those  more  ancient  times  (for  this  was  a  time 
of  great  ignorance  and  irregularity  in  the  minority  of  James  I,6  while 
he  was  a  prisoner  in  England)  did  extremely  vary  in  their  styles  and  kept 
no  uniformity  even  in  their  writings  of  the  highest  consequence,  that 
it  sometimes  makes  it  a  little  hard  to  distinguish  their  designations 
without  a  due  care  and  reflection  on  the  writings  themselves. 

"  2.  In  this  Charter  by  Duncan  Cambell  of  Lochawa  dilccto  fratri 
suo  Duncano  Cambell  the  grantee,  seniori  the  elder  does  nor  can  import 
no  more  than  that  he  was  the  elder  brother  to  John  the  Parson  of 
Kilmartyn,  Donald  Cambell  and  Dugald  Cambell  three  other  brothers 
to  the  Granter. and  all  four  his  natural  brothers,  for  seniori  (sic)  frater 
noster  cannot  be  understood  to  be  an  elder  brother  to  Sir  Duncan  him- 
self, for  that  tho  the  tiling  had  been  as  it  was  not,  he  would  not  owne 
or  accnolege  so  much  in  so  authentick  a  deed.  JUit  it  is  obvious  the 
Senior  frater  as  applied  to  Duncan  the  grantee  is  only  to  distinguish 
him  as  the  eldest  of  the  Cranter's  natural  brothers  that  are  witnesses 
to  the  Charter. 

"3.  The  appelation  of  dilectus  frater  noster  in  the  style  and  desig- 
nation of  these  times  is  never  applied  to  a  Lawful  brother  but  to  a  natural 
brother,  for  the  style  uniformly  to  a  lawful  brother  is  carissimus  frater 
in  contra-distinction  to  Dilectus  when  applied  to  a  Natural  son  or 
brother. 

"  4.  To  fortifie  our  argument  here  the  granter  Sir  Duncan  Cambell 
of  Lochawa  gives  (his  Duncan  his  eldest  natural  brother  the  Estate 
disponed  for  service  and  inanrent  lo  he  held  as  freely  peaceably  and 
honourably  as  any  free  tenant,  (libert  enenteni)  held  of  the  Granter 
aut  predecessores  suos  Dominos  de  Lochawa,  which  is  not  to  be  supposed 
would  have  been  required  of  one  who,  even  suppose,  as  cannot  be 
supposed,  that  this  Duncan  the  grantee  was  the  elder  brother  of  Sir 
Duncan  the  granter,  that  he  could  ever  have  accepted  of  such  a  pitieful 
equivalent,  as  the  trifle  of  lands  as  disponed,  for  his  right  by  blood 
and  succession  to  the  great  estate  that  Sir  Duncan  succeeded  to  as  heir 
to  his  Predecessores  the  Dominos  de  Lochaw,  and  to  be  held  by  the

a  lawful  brother  to  another  originally. 

"  5.  The  Universally  received  opinion  of  all  the  many  different 
genealogies  that  have  been  given  of  the  House  of  Lochaw  take  notice 
that  this  Duncan  Cambell  was  a  natural  brother  of  Duncan  the  first 
Lord  Campbell  and  was  the  stem  and  root  of  the  Campbells  of  Duntroon, 
and  that  this  family,  the  descendants  of  this  Duncan  the  Grantee, 
have  ever  acquiesced  in  it  that  their  first  Ancestor  was  a  natural  brother 
of  the  House  of  Lochow  and  never  pretended  to  any  more.  So  that 
from  these  reasons  we  may  conclude  very  rationally  that  the  senior 
f rater  in  the  Charter  is  to  distinguish  him  from  the  other  3  natural 
brothers,  all  witnesses  in  the  Charter,  and  no  more  ;  and  so  we  shall 
conclude  the  remarks. 

"  6.  The  father,  the  Grantee,  is  designated  senior  to  distinguish 
him  from  his  son  Duncano  juvene  filio  et  heredi  to  the  Grantee." 

I  have  given  the  above  remarks  in  full,  because  their  very  naivete, 
is  the  best  evidence  that  Craufurd  had  actually  seen  the  original  Charter  ; 
and  I  am  sorely  tempted  to  leave  it  at  that  without  further  comment. 
As,  however,  his  observations  on  the  use  of  the  word  dilectus  raise  an 
important  issue,  and  since,  to  the  minds  of  many  persons,  the  written 
word  is  axiomatic,  I  will  criticize  Craufurd's  "  argument  "  shortly. 

At  the  outset  it  is  obvious  that  Craufurd  misread  fratri  meo  Duncano 
seniori  as  fratri  meo  seniori  Duncano — which  does  not  increase  our  con- 
fidence in  him  as  an  authority  on  old  documents  !  Having  made  this 
mistake,  he  is  much  puzzled  as  to  why,  if  the  grantee  was  the  elder 
brother  of  the  grantor,  he  did  not  succeed  to  the  wealth  and  position 
of  the  head  of  the  clan  ;  and  he  proceeds  to  account  for  the  puzzle 
to  his  own  satisfaction.  As  he  introduces  the  argument  of  illegitimacy, 
it  is  probable  that,  as  he  states  in  his  fifth  paragraph,  the  bastard  descent 
of  Duntroon  was  generally  accepted  in  his  day,  even  by  the  family 
itself.  But  even  of  this  we  cannot  be  sure,  as  it  is  notorious  that, 
up  to  quite  recent  times,  the  ad  hoc  line  of  reasoning  was  considered 
eminently  sound  ;  and,  as  1  shall  show,  CVaiifurd's  tendency  in  this 
direction  is  almost  indecent  in  its  frank  nakedness. 

Leaving  out  of  account  his  appeal  to  uniformity  in  paragraph  3, 
despite  his  contemptuous  denial  of  it  in  paragraph  1,  let  us  deal  with 
the  question  of  the  use  of  dilectus.  If,  as  Craufurd  would  have  us  believe, 
this  word  carried  the  restricted  implication  of  bastardy,  when  applied 
to  a  son  or  brother,  it  is  impossible  that  it  could  have  failed  to  bear  the 
same  implication  in  connection  with  other  relationships.  Now,  I  have 
taken  the  trouble  to  collect  a  few  cases  of  its  usage,  extending  over  a 
period  of  years  before  and  after  1422.

If  Craufurd  is  to  be  taken  seriously,  Brace's  sister,  her  stepson, 
and  her  second  husband,  Sir  Alexander  Fraser,  were  all  bastards, 
to  say  nothing  of  Barbreck  and  the  younger  Galstoun.  Indeed,  the 
word  dileclus  is  so  frequently  used  in  Scots'  documents  of  all  periods 
that  one  would  be  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  lawful  wedlock  must 
have  been  almost  unknown  in  the  realm  !  I  need  only  add  that  I 
have  submitted  the  question  to  several  able  antiquarians,  whose  opinion 
is  universal  that  Craufurd's  assertion  is  absurd.  And,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  it  was  very  rarely  indeed  that  a  bastard  was  mentioned  in  Scots' 
deeds  without  the  qualifying  epithet  carnalis — so  much  so,  that  the 
absence  of  this  word  in  connection  with  the  grantee  of  a  charter  can  of 
itself  be  almost  accepted  as  proof  of  legitimacy. 

Let  us  now  consider  Craufurd's  argument  regarding  the  homage 
and  manrent.  We  may  observe,  in  passing,  that  he  adds  the  word 
"  strictest "  quite  gratuitously — a  by  no  means  uncommon  trick 
with  one  that  is  conscious  of  the  necessity  to  "  fortifie  "  his  argument  ! 
However,  that  is  beside  the  point.  What  is  rather  remarkable  is  that 
Craufurd  should  have  insisted  on  the  point  at  all,  seeing  that,  as  the 
service  was  demanded  a  suis  et  heredum,  and  not  a  se  et  heredibus,  if 
his  pretensions  to  authority  were  reliable,  we  should  have  proof  herein 
that  the  grantee  was  not  illegitimate.  Need  I  say  that  my  confidence 
in  Craufurd's  judgment  is  not  equal  to  an  insistence  on  this  point  ? 
I  will  content  myself  with  quoting  the  remark  made  by  Sir  Duncan 
Campbell  of  Barcaldine,  when  I  drew  his  attention  to  the  point  : 
"  I  should  have  thought  some  such  service  was  necessary  under  feudal 
law."  I  may,  however,  add  that  I  think  the  original  must  have  read 
a  se  et  heredibus. 

Craufurd's  contortions,  literary  and  moral,  are,  indeed,  remarkable 
even  for  his  days;  but  we  may  note  that  he  later  came  to  his  senses, 
adding  his  sixth  paragraph  as  an  afterthought.  It  remains  for  me, 
however,  to  notice  his  fifth,  which,  as  I  have  already  observed,  may 
contain  something  of  the  truth. 

The  Northern  Chronicle  of  10  September  1913,  in  an  article  headed 
"  The  Celtic  Review,  August,  1913,"  contains  some  interesting  remarks 
oil  the  acceptance  of  stories  of  illegitimacy  as  follows  : — 

Rev.  A.  Maclean  Sinclair  gives  a  genealogical  account  of  the  Macdonalds 
of  Keppoch.  lie,  of  course,  repeats  the  usual  traditions  of  illegitimacy 
sometimes  manufactured  for  special  ends.  Angus,  son  of  Alastair  Carrach, 
is  described  in  a  charter  of  1463  as  a  lawf  ul  son  of  his  father,  and' Mr.  Sinclair 
draws  attention  to  this  ;  yet  lie  persists  in  placing  the  bar  sinister  contrary 
to  the  documentary  evidence,  which  is  the  only  testimony  of  value.    The  words

"  carnalis  "  or  "  naturalis  "  would  have  been  used  had  his  origin  not  been 
regular.  These  myths  are  hard  to  kill.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the 
reputed  illegitimacy  of  John  Dubh,  the  progenitor  of  the  Bohuntin  family, 
but  for  his  regular  descent  there  is  undoubted  documentary  evidence. 

I  cannot  go  so  far  as  to  agree  with  the  writer  of  the  above  that  the 
absence  of  "  carnalis  "  or  "  naturalis  "  is  proof  of  legitimacy  ;  but 
the  quotation  is  sufficient  to  show  the  little  value  that  can  be  attached 
to  a  story,  however  widely  current.  The  fact  (if  true,  as  I  dare  say 
it  was)  that  the  family  of  Duntroon  acquiesced  in  the  tale  of  their 
bastard  origin  proves,  of  course,  nothing  at  all.  Had  they  objected 
to  it  (which  is  more  than  doubtful,  seeing  how  bastardy  was  viewed 
in  Scotland),  they  would  assuredly  not  have  been  in  a  position  to  dis- 
prove it. 

On  the  evidence,  then,  we  are  justified  in  the  following  conclusions. 
First,  the  castle  and  lands  of  Duntroon  came  into  the  family's  possession 
after  30  January  1422,  else  the  grantee  of  the  above  charter  would 
have  been  styled  "  of  Duntroon."  Secondly,  the  grantee  was  a  brother 
of  Lord  Campbell,  and,  as  the  word  germano  is  not  used,  probably  not 
a  full  brother.  He  may  well  have  been  one  of  the  sons  of  Colin  longa- 
tach's  second  marriage  with  his  second  cousin,  Marion,  daughter  of 
Sir  John,  son  of  Dugald,  son  of  Sir  Niall  Campbell  of  Lochow,  the  papal 
indult  for  which  marriage  is  dated  1372.  On  the  other  hand,  he  may 
have  been  illegitimate  ;  but,  in  the  absence  of  any  proof  of  this,  we 
have  no  right  to  take  it  for  granted.  Indeed,  were  this  question  to  be 
raised  in  a  court  of  law,  it  is  certain  that  the  plea  of  illegitimacy  would 
be  negatived.  And  thirdly,  the  grantee's  son,  Duncano  juvene,  is  no 
other  than  the  Duncan  Yong  Campbell,  steward  of  Ariskeodnish 
in  1448,  to  whom  the  Craignish  precept,  quoted  above,  was  addressed 
by  Lord  Campbell. 

As  regards  the  Parson  of  Kilmartin,  on  4  June  1414  he  witnessed 
a  charter8  to  Ranald  of  Craignish  as  brother  of  Lord  Campbell.  Dugald 
and  Donald  appear  as  brothers  german  to  one  another  as  witnesses 
to  a  charter,  dated  at  Stirling,  18  January  1414,  by  Robert,  Duke  of 
Albany,  to  his  son(-in-law)  Lord  Campbell,  of  the  lands  of  Menstrie.9 
On  1  August  1442  we  find  Donald  a  knight,  when  he  witnessed  his 
brother's  foundation  charter  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  Kilmun.

Of  Capt.  William  Wiude,  the  Architect  of  Clicvedcn,  Newcastle 
House  in  Lincoln's  Inn  'Fields,  llanipstead  Marshall,  etc.,  almost 
nothing  beyond  his  work  appears  to  be  recorded.  Mr.  Reginald 
Blomiield,  in  his  "History  of  Renaissance  Architecture,"  says  that

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Winde  was  "  evidently  an  accomplished  artist,"  so  an  identification  of 
him  should  be  of  interest. 

In  the  Surrey  Archaeological  Society's  vol.  x,  p.  280,  there  is  a  short 
contribution  (by  myself)  relating  to  the  monument  of  Lady  Howard 
of  Escrick,  who  died  Dec.  19,  1716,  and  was  buried  with  her  sister, 
Magdalen  Winde,  in  a  vault  (recently  demolished)  in  Richmond 
churchyard.  These  sisters  were  daughters  of  Sir  James  Bridgeman, 
brother  of  the  Lord-Keeper.  When  collecting  matter  for  the  article  in 
question  I  took  some  trouble  in  order  to  identify  the  family  of 
Magdalen  Winde's  husband,  William  Winde,  and  the  result  is  shown 
in  a  tabular  pedigree  at  the  end  of  the  paper.  There  can  be  little 
reasonable  doubt  that  this  William  Winde  is  identical  with  the 
Architect.  The  name  is  extremely  rare,  and  whereas  Walpole  tells  us 
that  the  Architect's  drawings  and  prints  which  had  passed  into  the 
possession  of  his,  the  Architect's,  son  came  into  the  market  in  1741, 
Magdalen  Winde's  only  son,  William,  died  in  that  same  year.  This  is 
proved  by  a  grant  of  "Limited  Administration"  in  Lady  Howard's 
estate,  issued  in  1833,  in  connection  with  a  benefaction  under  her  will. 
In  applying  lor  the  grant,  the  administrator  made  oath  that  William 
Winde — who  was  executor  to  Lady  Howard — died  intestate  without 
any  known  relation  in  or  about  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1741. 

As  is  shown  in  the  pedigree  to  which  I  have  referred,  the  family 
hailed  from  South  Wootton,  Norfolk.  Both  the  father  (Lieut. -Col. 
Henry  Winde)  and  the  grandfather  (Sir  Robert  Winde)  of  William 
Winde  suffered  loss  in  the  cause  of  Charles  I.  Perhaps  Lieut. -Col. 
Henry  Winde,  whom  I  am  assuming  to  be  the  father  of  the  Architect, 
is  the  same  person  as  Henry  Winde,  of  St.  Margaret's,  Westminster,  in 
whose  estate  a  grant  of  administration  was  made  to  Elizabeth,  his 
widow,  Oct.  20,  1663  (Peculiar  Court  of  Dean  and  Chapter  of  West- 
minster). Another  Winde  item  that  I  did  not  place  in  the  pedigree 
is  that  Henry  Cromwell,  uncle  to  the  Protector,  is  stated  in  the 
Visitation  of  Hunts,  to  have  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir 
"  Thomas  "  Winde,  of  South  Wotton,  Norfolk.  Perhaps  Sir  "  Thomas  " 
should  read  Sir  "  Robert,"  in  which  case  Mrs.  Cromwell  was  aunt  to  the 
Architect.  The  subject  of  this  note  was  buried  at  St.  Martin's  in  the 
Fields,  April  28,  1722,  as  "  William  Wind."  In  case  negative  evidence 
of  identity  may  count  for  anything,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  Sir 
Balthazar  Cerbier  dedicated  his  "  Counsel  and  advice  to  all  builders  " 
to  forty  persons  of  good  social  standing  and  he  included  in  that  list  his 
"  disciple,"  Captain  William  Winde.  It  is  much  less  likely  that  this 
Winde  was  an  obscure  person  of  whose  entourage  nothing  whatever 
can  be  traced  than  that  he  was  a  namesake  who  was  in  such  a  position 
in  life  as  is  implied  by  the  pedigree  which  1  printed  in  the  Surrey 
Archa'ologicul  volume.

A  Genealogical  and  Heraldic  History  of  the  Landed  Gentry 
of  Great  Britain.  By  [the  late]  Sir  Bernard  Burke,  Ulster 
King  of  Arms.  Twelfth  Edition.  Revised  by  A.  C.  Fox-Davies, 
Barrister-at-Law.    London  (Harrison  and  Sons,  45,  Pall  Mall). 

This  always  popular  and  most  useful  work  of  reference  appears  for 
the  first  time  under  the  editorship  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Fox-Davies,  a  genealogist 
of  considerable  experience,  whose  services  the  publishers  have  been 
fortunate  in  securing.  From  his  editorial  Preface  we  are  glad  to  per- 
ceive that  he  is  not  content  merely  to  accept  the  statements  of  members 
of  the  families  whose  lineage  is  recorded  in  the  work,  but  aims  at 
personal  responsibility  for  the  accuracy  of  the  pedigrees  inserted. 
Such  an  aim  is  in  itself  a  distinct  gain,  and  a  manifest  improvement 
is  apparent.  Many  of  the  unproved  and  unprovable  assertions  which 
in  former  editions  have  been  a  source  of  irritation  to  genealogists  have 
happily  disappeared,  including  nearly  all  those  to  which  we  called 
attention  in  our  notice  of  the.  last  edition  eight  years  ago  (The  Genealogist, 
N.S.,  vol.  xxiii,  p.  191).  The  extravagant  claims  to  pre-Conquest 
descent  have  for  the  most  part  been  pruned  away,  though  the  Harcourts 
are  still  derived  from  "  Bernard,  a  nobleman  of  the  royal  blood  of 
Saxony  "  who  flourished  in  870,  and  the  Kingscotes  of  Kingscote 
from  "  Ansgerus  the  Saxon,"  living  085.  The  pretention  of  the  Bowlbys 
to  descend  from  "  Hugh  de  Bolebec,  one  of  the  followers  of  William 
the  Conqueror,"  is  another  survival  which  should  be  removed,  and  the 
claim  put  forward  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Biber-Erskine,  of  Dry  burgh,  to  be 
"  a  co-representative  of  the  Brus  of  Scotland  and  of  the  Scottish  kings  " 
seems  to  call  for  explanation  and  proof.  After  all  it  is  not  so  much 
in  the  direction  of  fabulous  ancestry  as  in  that  of  too  great  expansion 
that  the  Landed  Gentry  seems  now  to  be  threatened  with  loss  of  prestige. 
There  are  in  this  edition  something  over  3,000  pedigrees,  of  which  about 
620  relate  to  Scotland.  A  large  proportion  of  the  families  included 
in  the  work  have  never  possessed  any  considerable  acreage,  nor  can  it 
be  said  that  they  hold  a  recognised  position  in  their  respective  counties, 
while  several  do  not  now  retain  even  the  small  properties  they  once 
possessed,  but  reside  in  the  suburbs  of  London  or  at  marine  watering 
places.  We  shall  be  pleased  to  see  all  these  removed  to  the  tk  separate 
book  "  foreshadowed  in  the  Editor's  Preface  as  now  in  course  of  pre- 
paration. We  sympathize  with  Mr.  b'ox-Davics  in  his  reluctance  to  omit 
any  of  the  historic  families  who  have,  owing  to  "  the  vicious  and 
crushing  burden  of  the  taxation  levied  upon  land,"  been  forced  to  part 
with  their  estates,  and  trust  that  they  will  be  retained  until,  at  all 
events,  the  fate  overtakes  them  which  sooner  or  later  must  befall 
those  whose  lands  have  passed  to  strangers.  The  landless  chiefs  of 
the  Scottish  clans  we  shall  always  hope  to  find  in  the  Landed  Gentry. 
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Another  point  in  which  there  is  need  for  improvement  is  the  frequent 
gaps  which  are  to  be  found  in  the  lineage  of  ancient  and  historic  houses, 
while  modern  families  of  far  less  interest  are  treated  at  much  greater 
length,  their  very  prolific  younger  branches  being  set  out  in  great 
detail.  These  lacunce  are  especially  noticeable  in  Scottish  pedigrees  : 
to  take  one  instance  out  of  many,  in  the  lineage  of  Craufurd  of  Crauf urd- 
land  there  is  a  gap  from  the  battle  of  Flodden  to  that  of  Dettingen. 
Where  these  Scottish  descents  touch  the  Peerage  it  is  clear  that  no 
careful  study  has  been  made  of  the  labours  of  the  learned  writers  in 
the  Scots  Peerage. 

It  is  somewhat  surprising  to  lind  that  the  holders  of  some  of  the 
most  interesting  and  extensive  estates  in  the  country  are  either  here 
omitted  altogether  or  are  only  to  be;  found  under  the  collaterals  of  the 
head  of  the  house,  who  perhaps  possesses  a  Ear  less  extent  of  land 
than  his  cadets.  We  look  in  vain  for  the  present  owner  of  Bradgate 
in  Leicestershire,  the  early  home  of  Lady  Jane  Grey,  which  under  the 
will  of  the  seventh  Earl  of  Stamford  passed  to  his  heir-general,  for  whom 
search  has  to  be  made  in  the  Peerage  under  the  collaterals  of  the  Earl 
of  Feversham. 

Apparently  only  the  Arms  of  those  families  who  can  show  proof 
of  their  validity  have  been  blazoned.  To  this  we  raise  no  objection, 
but  we  would  point  out  to  the  Editor  that  if,  as  he  frequently  does, 
he  carries  a  Visitation  pedigree  tc  modern  times,  he  has  no  right  to 
deny  coat  armour  to  the  family  in  question,  otherwise  the  authenticity 
of  his  pedigrees  may  be  rendered  doubtful.  In  at  least  nine  instances 
direct  male  descent  from  a  peer  or  baronet  is  shown,  yet  no  Arms  are 
given.  In  some  of  these  cases  the  surname  has  certainly  been  changed, 
but  we  presume  that  no  armigerous  family  can  thus  lose  their  right 
to  the  Arms  of  their  paternal  house.  The  great  families  of  Scotland 
have  to  a  large  extent  been  left  without  armorial  insignia ;  we  suppose 
because  there  has  been  no  recent  matriculation  at  the  Lyon  Office. 
In  such  cases  the  Arms  should  be  given  as  in  the  last  matriculation, 
with  a  note  of  the  date,  as  indeed  has  sometimes,  but  very  rarely, 
been  done. 

The  heraldic  illuslrat ions,  which  were  a  feature  of  the  last  edition, 
have  now  been  increased,  and  we  understand  that  it  is  intended  in 
future  to  illustrate  all  the  coats  of  Arms  blazoned.  A  large  proportion 
of  I  he  illusl  rat  ions  have  been  reproduced  Ironi  book-plates  and  arc  often 
very  ellective,  though  it  may  lie  open  to  doubt  whether  this  method 
of  illusl  rat  ion  is  appropriate  to  a  work  of  this  kind,  for,  owing  to  the 
small  size  to  which  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  reduce  the  plates, 
the  charges  are  often  indistinct,  especially  where  there  are  numerous 
quarterings.  Not  a  lew  of  these  book-plates  were  engraved  for  an  earlier 
generation,  as  the  impalements  show.  Sometimes  crests  alone  have 
been  depicted,  one  or  two  of  them  having  even  been  placed  within 
a  gaiter  !  The  insignia  of  the  family  of  Huston  would,  if  we  were  to 
judge  by  the  illustration  only,  appear  to  consist  ot  a  representation 
of  Lincoln  Cathedral  surmounted  by  a  helmet  and  crest  !  By  some 
accident  the  illusl  rations  supplied  in  the  Ficklin  and  Jackson  of  Dud- 
dington  pedigrees  have  been  misplaced  and  should  be  transposed.

By  far  the  longest  and  most  important  article  in  this  volume  is 
contributed  by  Mr.  F.  C.  Beazley,  F.S.A.,  who  has  already  done  so  much 
good  work  lor  this  Society.  His  "  Notes  on  Shotwick  "  have,  however, 
been  reprinted  in  separate  form  and  were  duly  noticed  in  the  last  number 
of  The  Genealogist,  so  that  more  need  not  now  be  said,  except  to  again 
express  our  appreciation  of  their  permanent  value  and  interest.  Dr. 
Philip  Nelson,  F.S.A.,  in  a  well-illustrated  paper,  writes  upon  some 
curious  figures  of  angels,  bearing  heraldic  shields,  which,  during  what 
appears  to  have  been  an  even  more  barbarous  "  restoration  "  than  usual, 
were  removed  from  the  chancel  of  the  church  of  St.  Michael,  Aughton, 
in  1876.  These  shields  bear  the  Arms  and  badges  of  several  families 
closely  allied  to  the  great  neighbouring  house  of  Stanley,  though  the 
connection  of  that  family  with  Aughton  was  never  close  enough  to 
explain  the  presence  of  the  shields  in  the  church.  Another  difficulty 
is  to  account  for  the  Minshull  coat,  which  appears  on  some  of  the 
shields,  there  being  no  certain  relationship  between  the  Minshulls 
and  the  Earls  of  Derby.  More  light  upon  these  shields,  which  it  is 
hoped  may  be  shortly  replaced  in  the  church,  is  thrown  by  the  Rev. 
W.  A.  Wickham  in  an  able  article  on  "  The  Anglian  Cross-Head  at 
Aughton,  and  other  Recent  Discoveries  there."  Another  valuable 
paper  is  that  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Cheetham  on  the  church  of  St.  Michael- 
on-Wyre  in  Amounderness.  He  tells  us  that,  one  of  the  bells  in  the 
tower  of  the  church  has  an  inscription  recording  the  fact  that  it  was 
made  and  given  in  1158  by  Catherine  de  Berneuilles,  Lady  of  Neufchatel 
in  Picardy,  said  to  have  been  daughter  of  Tannequy  de  Berneuilles, 
killed  at  Agincourt.  The  Rev.  W.  F.  J.  Timbrell  contributes  an  illustrated 
description  of  some  ancient  carved  bedposts,  which  were  placed  in 
Broughton  Church,  near  Chester,  by  the  Rev.  the  Honble.  George 
Neville  (afterwards  Neville-UrenviUe),  who  was  Rector  of  Hawarden 
in  1821,  and  which  still  support  tin'  west  gallery  there.  Mr.  Timbrell 
thinks  these  to  be  the  earliest  tester  bedposts  in  existence,  and  from 
the  heraldry  carved  upon  them,  which  consists  of  Arms  of  Welsh 
chieftains  and  Tudor  badges,  he  propounds  the  ingenious  theory  that 
the  bedstead  to  which  these  posts  belonged  may  have  been  the  nuptial 
couch  of  Henry  VII  and  Elizabeth  of  York,  and  that  it  may  have  passed 
to  the  Nevilles  through  their  descent  from  a  brother  of  the  latter's 
grandmother,  Cecily  Neville.  This  relationship  was  remote,  and  it 
seems  to  have  been  overlooked  that  Mr.  George  Neville's  father, 
the  second  Lord  Braybrooke,  whose  patronymic  was  really  Aldworth, 
inherited  the  estates  of  a  family  named  Griffin,  whose  arms  were  : 
Sable,  a  griffin  segreant  Argent.  Now  the  first  coat  mentioned  by  Air. 
Timbrell  as  carved  on  one  of  the  posts  is  "  a  griffon  segreant." 
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The  Campbells  oe  Larigs  and  Stronmialachan  (a  correction). — 
With  reference  to  my  paper  on  this  family,  which  appeared  in  the 
January  number  (current  vol.,  p.  158),  I  am  informed  that  Lauchlin 
George,  whom  I  put  down  as  a  son  of  the  late  Lauchlin  George 
Campbell,  was  a  daughter.    She  is  now  Mrs.  Millikcn.

Bayne  Family. — Can  anyone  give  the  parentage  of  the  Rev. 
John  Bayne,  Minister  of  Dingwall,  co.  Ross,  1716  to  his  death  3  Feb. 
1737  ?  He  married  Ann  Bethune.  Dr.  Hew  Scott  in  his  Fasti 
Ecclesiae  Scoticawv  describes  him  as  John  Bayne  "of  the  family  of 
Tulloch."  His  great  great  grandson,  the  son  of  Margaret  Rainy, 
Mrs.  Charles  S.  Parker,  of  Fairlie  (who  was  much  with  Mrs.  William 
Douglas,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  John  Bayne,  in  late  life)  describes 
this  minister  as  "  Revd.  John  Bain  of  Dingwall,  Laird  of  Tulloch." 
An  old  Dingwall  woman  in  1869,  the  granddaughter  of  Duncan 
Douglas,  brother  of  William  Douglas,  the  husband  of  the  Rev.  John 
Bayne's  daughter  Jean,  stated  that  the  "Revd.  John  Bayne,  late  of 
Dingwall,  was  a  son  of  John  Bayne,  laird  of  Tulloch."  Only  those 
who  have  gone  into  the  pedigree  of  the  Baynes  of  Tulloch  know  that 
John  Bayne,  son  of  Rorie  Bayne,  Tutor  of  Tulloch,  was  head  of  the 
family  from  1719  to  about  1731,  though  not  owner  of  the  Tulloch  estate. 
He  had  before  1719  sold  his  reversion  of  the  Tulloch  estate  to  his  half- 
brother,  Kenneth  Bayne,  who  in  1719,  on  the  male  issue  of  Sir  Donald 
Bayne  of  Tulloch  becoming  extinct,  succeeded  as  Kenneth  Bayne, 
Laird  of  Tulloch,  but  not  as  male  head  of  the  family.  On  6  October 
1731  Kenneth  Bayne  of  Tulloch  had  a  retour  as  "nearest  and  lawful 
heir  in  general"  to  his  deceased  brother  "John  Bayne,  late  of 
Tulloch."  This  retour  would  suggest  that  John  Bayne  of  Tulloch, 
1719-31,  had  no  lawful  issue,  unless  the  retour  of  6  October  1731  was 
intended  simply  to  cover  the  purchase  of  the  heirship  of  the  reversion 
by  Kenneth.  The  latter  part  of  the  Rev.  John  Bayne's  education  as  a 
minister  was  completed  at  Edinburgh  University,  where  on  entry  his 
name  is  given  without  that  of  his  father.  Where  the  earlier  part  of 
his  University  education  took  place  is  not  yet  discovered,  or  why  he 
was  acceptable  at  Dingwall  as  minister  when  other  men  had  not 
been  so.
